The General Assembly of North Carolina convened at 1:00 p.m. today in the 
State Legislative Building in Raleigh. Counting from the first Assembly elected 
under the Constitution of 1776, this is the 138th. Senators and Representatives 
were elected annually from 1777 to 1836. Biennial elections have been the rule 
since 1838 except for brief periods following the Civil War. The General Assembly 
has convened at the seat of government in Raleigh since 1794. Before that, it met 
at various times in New Bern, Halifax, Hillsborough, Fayetteville, Tarborough, 
and Smithfield. 





With this issue of the Daily Bulletin, the Institute of Government begins 
its 52nd year of daily legislative reporting. 


The institute, founded in 1931, is a unit of The University of North Carolina 
at Chapel Hill. It is devoted to teaching, research and consultation in state 
and local government in North Carolina. 


)) The Daily Bulletin is published each legislative day. It is designed to 

! help members and staff of the General Assembly, state and local government officials, 
and members of the news media understand and follow the progress of pending legis-— 
lation. Each issue comprises two parts: bill digests, and calendar action. 


The bill digest section includes summaries of all bills introduced in the 
House and Senate, and summaries of amendments, committee substitutes, and conference 
reports adopted in either house. The calendar action section lists all floor 
actions that took place in either house that day. Bills are identified by number 
and short title. Symbols indicate bills that were ratified, bills that failed, and 
dates of earlier changes to the bill. The calendar action section is produced from 
information entered into the computer-based bill status system maintained by the 
Institute and the Legislative Services Office. 


We regret that we cannot provide free copies of the Daily Bulletin to all 
state and local government officials who might be interested in the activities of 
the General Assembly. The high cost of printing and distribution and the limits 
of our production staff and equipment require us to hold the press run to manage- 
able proportions. We urge those government officials who receive the Daily 
Bulletin to make it available to others and not to look on it as a personal copy. 
The Daily Bulletin is sold by commerical subscription to private citizens and 
groups.

SUMMARY OF GOVERNOR'S 1987-89 BUDGET RECOMMENDATIONS 


Governor James G. Martin presented his recommended budget to the General 
Assembly on Monday, February 9. The following is a summary of the major pro- 
visions of the recommended budget based on the Summary of Recommendations 
prepared by the Office of State Budget and Management. 

Total appropriations. Recommended appropriations from all state and federal 
sources for operating and capital expenses total $9.6 billion in 1987-88 and $10 
billion in 1988-89. At those levels, the authorized budget would increase 7.3 
per cent in 1987-88 and 4.3 per cent in 1988-89. The increase for 1987-88 
would be higher than the increase for 1986-87 (6.4 per cent) but substantially 
below the increases for 1985-86 (12.9 per cent), 1984-85 (10.9 per cent), and 
1983-84 (12.6 per cent). The authorized budget for operating expenses would 
increase by an estimated 8.2 per cent in 1987-88 and by 5.2 per cent in 1988-89. 

Appropriations from the General Fund. Recommended appropriations from the 
General Fund for all purposes total $5.822 billion in 1987-88 and $6.284 billion 
in 1988-89. Those amounts represent annual increases in the authorized budget 
of 5.5 per cent and 7.9 per cent. In comparison, the authorized budget increased 
7.5 per cent in 1986-78, 13.6 per cent in 1985-86, 17.1 per cent in 1984-85, 
and 6.5 per cent in 1983-84. General Fund operating appropriations would 
increase 8 per cent in 1987-88 and 8.1 per cent in 1988-89. 

Appropriations from the Highway Fund. Recommended appropriations from the 
Highway Fund for all purposes total $872.5 million in 1987-88 and $885 million 
in 1988-89. Those amounts represent annual increases of about 4 per cent and 
1.4 per cent, respectively. Highway Fund spending in 1986-87 is estimated to 
be about 17.7 per cent above the 1985-86 level, but that growth resulted mainly 
from 1986 motor fuel tax increases. 
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Revenue projections. General Fund tax and non-tax revenues combined are 
projected to increase 8.4 per cent in 1987-88 and 8.2 per cent in 1988-89, compared 
with an estimated increase of 6.1 per cent in 1986-87. General Fund tax 
revenues are projected to increase 8.5 per cent in 1987-88 and 8.4 per cent in ( 
1988-89, compared with an estimated increase of 6.1 per cent in 1986-87. Revenue 
from the two largest tax sources, the individual income tax and the sales and 
use tax, is projected to increase more than it did in 1986-87. Revenue from the 
individual income tax is projected to increase 10.4 per cent and 10.8 per cent 
during the next two years, compared with an estimated increase of 8.2 per cent 
in 1986-87. Revenue from thesales and use tax is projected to increase 8.8 per 
cent and 8.1 per cent during the next two years, compared with an estimated increase 
of 4.6 per cent in 1986-87. Revenue from the corporate income tax is projected 
to increase 4.2 per cent and 4.9 per cent during the next two years, compared 
with an eStimated increase of 4.6 per cent in 1986-87. 

The General Fund revenue estimates for the biennium reflect (1) assumptions 
about the course of North Carolina's economy during the biennium and (2) the 
effects on revenue collections of the package of tax cuts (inventory and intangible 
property tax reduction measures and an income tax credit for low-income taxpayers) 
enacted in 1985 and phased in over several years, but figures were not given for 
the estimated effect of these cuts on projected revenue for the biennium. 

The current economic expansion is projected to continue during the biennium. 
Total personal income in the state is expected to increase by 6.2 per cent in 
1987-88 (which is higher than the 5.8 per cent rate projected for 1986-87) and 
by 5.6 per cent in 1988-89. Total non-farm employment in the state is expected 
to increase 2.7 per cent in 1987-88 and 1.7 in 1988-89, compared with an estimated 
increase of 3.4 per cent in 1986-87. 

Motor fuel taxes are projected to increase by 6.5 per cent in 1987-88 (reflec- 
ting in part the delayed effects of the 1986 tax changes) and by 2.6 per cent in 
1988-89 .- 

Expansion and improvement recommendations. Recommended appropriations for (J 
expansions and improvements to state programs (contained in the "change" budget) 

total $495 million in 1987-88 and $852.6 million in 1988-89. The major expan- 

sion and improvement recommendations, as outlined in the Summary of Recommenda- 

tions are as follows: 


Public schoals. 

Basic Education Program. The implementation plan for the Basic Education 
Program would be funded for the biennium, with the exception that funding of the 
proposed remedial summer school program would be delayed until 1988-89. Total 
funding for the program would be $111.9 million in 1987-88 and $245 million in 
1988-89. Funding at that level would add 3,235 state-supported public school 
employees in 1987-88 and an additional 3,179 employees in 1988-89. The number of 
teachers would increase by 3,290 over the biennium, an increase of 6.4 per cent. 
Recommendations will be made to increase local units' flexibility in spending 
funds. 

Career Growth Program. Appropriations are recommended to continue funding 
the 16 pilot programs and to establish 12 new pilot programs in 1987-88. Effec- 
tive Teacher Training stipends would be funded for all other units. Implementa- 
tion of the Career Growth Program would begin statewide in 1988-89. Recommended 
appropriations for these purposes total $31.5 million in 1987-88 and $64 million 
in 1988-89. 

School construction bond funds. The Governor will ask the General Assembly 
to authorize a statewide referendum on state bonds that would be used to 
provide a loan pool for local school construction needs. 
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Salary and benefit increases. 

Recommended appropriations would provide for salary increases for teachers 
and state employees of 4.5 per cent in both years of the biennium. The additional 
appropriations for this purpose would amount to $178.4 million and $11.9 million 
from the General and Highway funds, respectively, for 1987-88. For 1988-89, the 
corresponding appropriations would be $191.5 and $12.5 million. Appropriations 
for the two fiscal years of $6.5 and $12.5 million are recommended to provide for 
classification changes and salary range revisions. An appropriation of $3 
million is recommended for 1987-88 to fund incurred and accruing liabilities of 
the Disability Salary Continuation Plan. The state is required to recommend 
salary increases for state-funded local programs that are equivalent to those 
allowed in state programs. To provide for salary increases equivalent to those 
recommended for state employees, the recommended budget includes appropriations 
of $5.5 and $11.3 million for the two fiscal years. 

Human resources programs. 

Recommended appropriations of $14.8 and $23.8 million for the two fiscal 
years would allow expansion of programs in the following areas: community work 
experience; alcohol and drug services; permanency planning (adoptive and foster 
parents services); day care; chronically mentally ill; block grants to counties; 
and community mental health (equalization funds). 

Corrections. 

$10.2 million in 1987-88 and $27.5 million in 1988-89 would be used to 
reduce the caseload of probation officers, implement a community punishment pilot 
program, provide two minimum custody facilities by contractual agreement, and 
begin statewide application of the South Piedmont standards. An additional 
"emergency'' appropriation of $17.5 million would fund 32 50-man modular units with 
support facilities and provide additional funds for currently ‘authorized projects 
to relieve overcrowding. 

Economic Deveiopment. 

Appropriations of $3.2 and $2.7 million in 1987-88 and 1988-89 would be 

used to implement the Economic Development Blueprint for North Carolina. 


Highway Patrols 


An additional 50 troopers would be added in each fiscal year. 
Capital Improvement Projects. 

Recommended appropriations from the General and Highway Funds of $179.5 
million in 1987-88 and $183.2 million in 1988-89 would be used for various capital 
improvement projects (see below). The recommended budget also calls for authori- 
zation of $77.5 million in "two-thirds" bonds (the Constitution allows the 
General Assembly to authorize bonds equal to two-thirds of the amount by which 
the state's indebtedness was reduced during the preceding biennium) for a Judicial 
Complex, a new Revenue Building, improvements at state ports, and additional 
parking in the State Government Complex. 

Oil Overcharge Funds. 

The recommended budget calls for court-ordered payments from oil companies 
and related interest totalling $65.7 million to be spent for various energy 
conservation and assistance programs. Court orders restrict use of these funds 
to energy-related programs. 

Recommended budget items by department. 

Following are significant recommended budget items by department. The 
"continuation" budget items are adjustments needed to maintain the current level 
of services, while the "change" budget items provide for increases or reductions 
in the current level of services.

Repeals GS 143-47.15, which limits number of state employees, and replaces 
it with new 143-10.2, making following changes: (1) makes clear that limit does 
not apply to local school employees and (2) directs that growth rate of state 
employees be figured on 10 year average (as is state population growth). 

Amends GS 138-5 to (1) provide that members of state boards to receive 
subsistence allowance on same basis as state employees and (2) to require documen- 
tation of lodging expenses claimed.

Human Resources, Dep't of 
Day care rates. Sets following requirements for day care regulations 


adopted by Social Services Comm'n: (1) effective July 1, 1986, if fewer than 
50% of enrolleés are subsidized by state or fed'l funds, state to continue to 
pay same fee paid by private paying parents; (2) effective Jan. 1, 1987, if 
50% or more of enrollees are subsidized, facility may choose between 1985-86 
payment rate or county market rate. 

Cancer registry. Authorizes Div'n of Medical Assistance to transfer 
$125,000 to Div'n of Health Services in each year of biennium for State Cancer 
Registry. Authorizes Div'n of Health Services in each year of biennium to use 
$175,000 of funds appropriated for Cancer Services in Adult Health Care Program 
of Div'n of Health Services for this purpose. 

Domiciliary care rates. Establishes following maximum monthly rates for 
domiciliary care: (1) ambulatory residents-—-$623.00; (2) semi-ambulatory 
residents--5% more than rate for ambulatory residents; (3) personal needs 
allowance for residents--$25.00. Effective Oct. 1, 1986. 

Foster care board rates. Set at $200.00 per child per month. 

Adoption subsidy. Set at $150.00 per child per month, for hard to place 
children. 

Willie M. Provides that funds appropriated in Sec. 2 of act to DHR and 
Dep't of Public Education for services to Willie M. children be expended only to 
serve members of that class. Contains specific provisions about use of these 
funds by these dep'ts.

standards for Medicaid services (formerly required to consult with Advisory Budget 
Comm'n); and (6) eligibility standards adjusted.

Public Education, Dep't of 
Amends GS 115C-30(d), which provides for maximum class sizes, to specify 


that maximums are to be tested at the end of the second school month and to limit 
the State Board of Education's power to grant waivers of class size so that no 
class exceeds the allowable maximum by more than 102. 

Provides that summer school appropriation to Dep't of Public Education shall hoe 
be used to provide instruction and transportation to students in grades 3, 6, 
and 8 who have failed state promotion standards and to students in all grades 
in need of remediation. 

Includes funding for 123 additional assistant principals in 1987-88 
and 122 more in 1988-89, to meet Basic Education Program (BEP) goal of one 
assistant principal per 700 average daily membership. 

Notes that appropriations to Dep't of Public Education provide: (a) staff 
development resources at $100 per state-funded certified position; and (b) 
funds to meet BEP goal of $25 per student for instructional supplies. 

Directs Dep't of Public Education to allot funds for exceptional children 
on basis of actual count of such children dnd establishes per school unit 
maximum of 12.5% of average daily membership for handicapped exceptional children 
and 3.9% for academically gifted children. 

Directs State Board of Education to allocate textbook funds in biennium on 
basis of $22 per pupil, and provides that funds appropriated for textbooks to 
be permanent appropriation up to maximum average daily membership allocation. 

Appropriates funds in 1987-88 to establish 10-12 additonal career growth 
programs and to continue the 16 established in 1985-87; appropriates funds to 
establish such programs in all school units in 1988-89. 

Provides that substitute teacher pay to be increased by same cost of living 
percentage that full-time teacher pay is increased, and directs that ‘supplements 
based on advanced education degrees and vocational salary supplements for work 
beyond normal school program to be considered flat add-on and not be eligible 
for cost-of-living increase. 

Permits local school boards to use funds appropriated for contract transpor- € 
tation for exceptional children to also purchase buses and minibuses.

UNTIL THE PROPERTY IS TRANSFERRED." Adds new GS 105-282.2 to allow low income 
persons over age 65 or who are totally disabled whose residential property 
qualifies for the exclusion provided by GS 105-277.1 to defer payment of the tax 
and interest on the qualified property until the qualification is lost or the 
property is transferred. Deferment is not allowed if a federal law or 
regulation prohibits deferral or the total amount of outstanding liens on the 
property exceeds 85% of the fair market value of the property. Interest on 
deferred taxes shall accrue at the rate set by the Sec’y of Revenue under GS 
105-242.1 (tracking interest rate on federal taxes) for unpaid state taxes. 
Deferred taxes and interest are a lien on the property, as prescribed by GS 
105-355, with the priority given by GS 105-356. 

When the property is transferred, the deferred taxes and interest must 
be paid within 90 days of the date of transfer except when transferred to spouse 
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who also qualifies for the exclusion. If the owner of qualified property on 
which taxes have been deferred fails to meet the requirements of GS 105-277.1 
for any year, taxes for that year shall not be deferred. If the owner fails to 
meet the requirements for 3 successive years, the entire amount of the deferred 
taxes becomes due on Sept. 1 of the third year. The property owner must notify 
the tax supervisor of any new liens against the property within 60 days of the 
creation of the lien. If in any year, the total amount of liens against the 
property exceeds 85% of the property’s fair market value, the amount of deferred 
taxes that exceeds the 85% limit shall be due within 30 days after the taxpayer 
receives notice from the tax supervisor that: the limit has been exceeded. 
Failure to pay this amount when due shall cause the entire amount of deferred 
taxes to become due. 

Application for deferral shall be made during the annual listing 
period, and once granted need not be renewed unless new or additional property 
has been acquired or the owner’s qualifications have changed. 

Annually, on or before Sept. 1, the tax supervisor shall notify the 
property owner of the total amount of deferred taxes and interest on his 
property. 

If a trustee or mortgagee elects to pay deferred taxes, he does not 
thereby acquire a right to foreclose on the property. Any provision of a 
mortgage or deed of trust that prohibits the owner from deferring payment of 
taxes is void unless required by federal law. 

Nothing in this act prevents the timely collection of personal property 
taxes that are a lien on property on which taxes have been deferred.

(Requires Comm’n to consider both 
the nature of each party’s conduct and extent of causal relation between the 
conduct and the damages claimed.) Requires Comm’n to determine damage awards to 
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each claimant in accordance with the findings, subject to any reduction for 
amounts paid under release agreements. Repeals GS 143-299.1, which makes 
contributory negligence a defense to a tort claim against the State. Effective 
Oct. 15 Loes.

Creates civil liability 
for provider who fails to deliver disclosure statement meeting requirements of 
Act or who makes misstatements or omissions of material fact, subject to three 
year statute of limitations beginning on date of execution of contract.

Art. 31A, "Fraternal Benefit Societies." New Art. 31A provides rules 
governing fraternal benefit societies (defined in statute) that provide various 
types of insurance benefits to members and operate for one or more social, 
intellectual; educational, charitable, etc., purposes.

Society must secure at least 500 
applicants within one year of obtaining preliminary certificate in order to 
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obtain a certificate of authority to transact business from the Comm’r. 

Authorizes societies (1) to operate not-for-profit institutions to 
further the society’s purposes; (2) to engage in reinsurance; (3) to consolidate 
or merge with another society; or (4) to convert into a mutual life insurance 
company. Provides rules for benefit contracts and benefits, beneficiaries, 
investment of funds, valuation of benefit certificates, making reports to the 
Comm’r of Insurance, tax exemption of societies, and annual business licenses of 
societies. 

Provides procedure for Comm’r to follow in investigating and bringing 
certain legal actions against societies incorporated in NC, as well as licensure 
and license revocation procedures for foreign or alien societies seeking to 
transact business in NC. Method for serving process on_ societies also 
specified. Provides for licensing of agents of societies, and makes societies 
subject to GS Ch. 58, Art. 3A, relating to unfair methods of competition and 
unfair or deceptive acts or practices. Specifies criminal penalties for certain 
violations specified in Art. 31A. Exempts some societies from provisions, based 
on their membership and/or amount or type of benefits offered. Makes Comm’r’s 
decisions under Art. 31A subject to judicial review. 

Art. 31B, "Fraternal Orders." New Art. 31B recodifies in substantially 
identical form current GS 58-263 to 58-269 and current GS 58-308 to 58-315.

Director may rely 
on information from competent corporation officers, employees, counsel, 
accountants, other professionals or experts, and committee of board of 
directors. 

Indemnification. Deletes GS 55-19, -20, and -21 and adds new GS 
55-19.2 through -19.9 to adopt indemnification provisions of MBCA. Corporation 
may indemnify director against liability if directors’ actions consistent with 
defined standard. Indemnification not allowed where director found liable to 
the corporation, or where director improperly received personal benefit. 
Indemnification required where director wholly successful in defense in 
proceeding. Corporation may advance or reimburse reasonable expenses of 
litigation incurred by director. ‘Court may order indemnification if director 
wholly successful or relevant circumstances warrant, except if director found 
liable court ordered indemnification limited to reasonable expenses incurred. 
Corporation required to apply specified standards to determine and authorize 
indemnification. Unless otherwise in charter, corporation may indemnify 
officers, employee, or agent. Corporation may purchase liability insurance for 
directors, officers, employees, or agents, and contractual indemnification in 
excess of statutory indemnification authorized. Indemnification provisions (GS 
55-19.2 through -19.9) effective Jan. 1, 1988; other provisions effective upon 
ratification.

in Secs. 214 and 215 of 1986 Appropriations Act. Appropriates additional 
$15,125,690 from General Fund to Fund for fiscal 1986-87. 

Facilities. Directs use of Fund for following projects: (1) 100-bed medium 
custody dormitories at Caswell and Randolph Units and new unit in Hoke; (2) two 
more 100-bed dormitories at Correctional Center for Women; (3) 300-bed medium 
custody facility in Buncombe County to replace Craggy Prison, and 100-bed unit 
similar to Wake Advancement Center to serve work-release inmates; (4) support 
facilities for items (1) through (3), above; (5) thirty-two 50-bed 
minimum-custody housing units with support facilities on state property at 
specified existing prison facilities; (6) improvement of physical support 
systems at prison field units’ throughout state; (7) improvements similar to 
those made in South Piedmont Area prison dormitories at remaining 52 field 
units; and (8) up to $500,000 for outside professional assistance in 
administering construction program. Requires total cost for items (1) through 
(5) and (8) to be no more than $29,369,290. 

Exempts specified construction and renovation projects from statutes 
concerning architect or engineer selection, separate specifications, competitive 
bidding, minimum number of bids, and informal bids. All projects except item 
(7) also exempted from state energy policy, Environmental Policy Act, Sedimental 
Pollution Control Act, architect/engineer inspection and certification 
requirements, and color schedule requirements for job-installed finishes. 
Requires all contracts to contain penalty clause for failure to finish on time. 

Requires Office of State Budget & Management to report on program at least 
monthly to Prison Construction Subcommittee of Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Government Operations.

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loans. Provides that local sales tax revenues restricted for water and sewage 
capital outlay may be used for payments on loans. 

Authorizes the Office, the Comm’n for Health Services, and _ the 
Environmental Management Comm’n to develop application forms and to adopt 
appropriate rules and regulations. Permits agency that receives application to 
hold a_ public hearing. Sets eligibility requirements for applicants and 
requires setting of priorities for applications.

Creates 5-member State Lottery Comm’n ("Comm'n") to oversee 
lottery; comm’rs to be appointed by Governor for five-year staggered terms. 
Governor is to appoint Director to manage operations. Director may appoint up 
to four ass’t directors; salaries of director and ass’t directors to be set by 
Comm’n. Specifies reports, security and other audits, and studies to be made. 

Comm’n is to begin lottery as soon as feasible. Comm’n is to adopt 
rules on»:Director’s recommendation specifying types of games'‘to"be ‘played 
(subject to restrictions in bill), number and value of prizes, method for 
determining winners, sales price of tickets, validation procedures for winners, 
and procedures for distributing tickets.

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director for security must conduct background investigation as specified in 
bill; Comm’n is to adopt rules on Director’s recommendation providing for 
disclosures by vendors of information needed for full vendor evaluation. 

After first six months of sales, Director must hire independent firm to 
conduct study to ascertain demographic characteristics of lottery players as 
specified in bill. After first year of sales, Director must hire independent 
firm to study and make report on effectiveness of communications activities 
undertaken by lottery; until presentation of report and action by Comm'n, 
requires lottery to expend about four percent of projected sales for promotion. 

Creates State Lottery Fund within State Treasury. At least 50% of 
revenues from lottery is to be allocated for prizes, no more than 16% of 
revenues for expenses, and balance to General Fund for education. 

Preempts any local regulation of lottery and makes lottery a legal 
activity despite any other state or local law. Exempts ticket sales and prizes 


_from all state and local taxes. 


Appropriates $4,117,236 from General Fund to State Lottery Fund for

163 to allow voters to recall any of following officials who has been convicted 
of a misdemeanor, other than an offense under GS Ch. 20 (Motor Vehicles): county 
commissioners, city mayors and governing board members, and elected board of 
education members. Conviction must have occurred after the last day of filing 
notices of candidacy for current term of office. Recall petition may not be 
validly filed within three months of official’s taking office, within six months 
of another recall election for the same office, or within nine months of 
expiration of official’s term.

"TO MAKE CLARIFYING TECHNICAL CHANGES IN THE RETIREMENT AND PENSION 
BENEFITS FOR STATE AND CERTAIN LOCAL GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES." Adds new identical 
sections to GS Ch. 120, Art. 1A, (Legislative Retirement System); GS Ch. 128, 
Art. 3, (Retirement System for Counties, Cities, Towns); GS Ch. 135, Art. 1, 
(Retirement System for Teachers and State Employees); and GS Ch. 135, Art. 4, 
(Consolidated Judicial Retirement Act). Provides that in the event of the 
termination, partial termination, or complete discontinuance of contributions to 
the .Retirement System, the rights of all affected members to benefits accrued 
before the termination or discontinuance of the members’ accounts, to the extent 
funded, are nonforfeitable and fully vested. Effective on the first day of the 
calendar month following the State’s receipt of a favorable letter of 
determination or ruling from the Internal Revenue Service that the Retirement 
Systems are qualified trusts under Sec. 401(a) of the Internal Revenue Code. 

Amends GS 143-27.2 to provide that an unreduced discontinued service 
retirement allowance may be approved for an employee with 20 or more years (now 
25 or more) of creditable retirement service who is at least 55 years of age if 
the employee has his job involuntarily terminated as a result of economies in 
the state budget. Effective retroactively to July 1, 1986.

"TO ADOPT THE UNIFORM PREMARITAL AGREEMENT ACT." Adds new GS Ch. 52B, 
specifying rules governing premarital agreements. Premarital agreements must be 
in writing and signed by both parties. They become effective on marriage, are 
enforceable without consideration, and may be amended or revoked only by signed 
written agreement. Parties to agreement may contract concerning property 
rights, obligations, or disposition; modification or elimination of spousal 
support; the making of a will, trust, or other arrangement to carry out the 
agreement’s provisions; ownership and disposition of life insurance death 
benefits; choice of law; and any other matter, including personal rights and 
obligations, not in violation of public policy or a criminal statute. Agreement 
may not affect a child’s right to support. Provides that agreement is not 
enforceable if party against whom enforcement is sought proves that it was not 
executed voluntarily, or that when executed it was unconscionable, and specific 
disclosure, waiver, and knowledge requirements in bill were not met. If result 
of agreement is to cause one party to be eligible for public assistance at time 
of separation or marital dissolution, court may require other party to provide 
sufficient support to avoid that eligibility. Specifies that in case of void 
marriage, agreement is only enforceable to extent needed to avoid an inequitable 
result. Provides for tolling of statute of limitations during parties’ 
marriage; laches, estoppel, and other equitable defenses continue to apply. 
Effective July 1, 1987.

Introducer: Hackney To Judiciary 3 


"TO DEFINE RESUMPTION OF MARITAL RELATIONS BY SEPARATED SPOUSES." Adds 
new GS 52-10.2 to provide that an executory separation agreement between a 
husband and wife is terminated by the resumption of marital relations. Defines 
"marital relations" as the full and voluntary renewal of the husband and wife 
relationship. Provides that resumption shall be determined by looking at the 
totality of the circumstances, and the following factors are among those that 
may be considered: (1) cohabitation in the marital home, including the 
resumption of sexual relations; isolated incidents of sexual intercourse do not 
constitute resumption; (2) mutual intention of parties that the reconciliation 
be permanent; (3) mutual disregard of separation agreement terms; and (4) 
conduct and representation by the parties that indicates to others resumption of 
the marriage.

105-147(29) adding as deduction for purpose of computing net income the taxable 
amount of a lump sum distribution, less any portion of the total taxable amount 
not included in gross income under GS 105-141.1 or -142(d) (relating to certain 
annuities and employees’ trusts), if the individual has elected to deduct from

Introducer: Taft To Manufacturing & Labor 


"TQ AMEND THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT." Amends GS 97-2(1) and -13(b) 
to make Act applicable to private employment in which three (now, four) or more 
employees are regularly employed in the same business or establishment. Amends 
GS 97-10.3 to provide that a minor injured while employed contrary to state 
law shall be compensated at twice the rate that would otherwise apply. Amends 
GS 97-25 to add vocational rehabilitation services to treatment and services 
that employer must provide under the Act. Amends GS 97-28 to shorten 
compensation waiting period from seven to five days. Amends GS 97-29 to provide 
that maximum weekly benefit is derived by multiplying the average weekly insured 
wage by 1.35 and rounding the figure to its nearest multiple of $2. Amends GS 
97-31(21) to provide that in case of serious facial or head disfigurement, the 
Industrial Comm'n shall award compensation not to exceed $20,000 (now, $10,000). 
Amends GS 97-31(24) to make same change in case of loss of or permanent injury 
to any important external or internal organ or part of the body for which no 
compensation is payable under any other subdivision. 

Amends GS 97-38 to address death resulting proximately from a 
compensable injury or disease (now, death resulting proximately from the 
accident and within 2 years, or while total disability continues and within 6 
years, or while total disability continues and within 2 years of final 
determination of total disability, whichever is later), and to increase covered 
burial expenses from $1,000 to $3,500; provides for death benefits to be paid 
for 300 (now, 400) weeks, provided that after that period, in the case of a 
surviving spouse who is actually dependent (now, a widow or widower who is 
unable to support herself or himself because of physical or mental disability as 
of the date of employee’s death), payments shall continue during her or his 
lifetime or until remarriage. 

Amends GS 97-40 to increase covered burial expenses, when there are no 

“dependents or next of kin, from $1,000 to $3,500. 

Amends GS 9/7-53(28)e. to provide that in evaluation of occupational 
hearing loss, only the hearing levels at the frequencies of 500, 1,000, 2,000, 
and 3,000 cycles per second shall be considered (underlined figure added), and 
to provide that hearing losses for frequencies below 500 and above 3,000 (now, 
2,000) cycles per second are not to. be considered as constituting hearing 
disability. Amends GS 97-53(28)g. to provide that percentage of hearing loss is 
calculated as the average in decibels, of thresholds of hearing for frequencies 
of 500, 1,000, 2,000, and 3,000 cycles per second (underlined figure added). 

Amends GS 97-58 by deleting subsection (a), which restricts claims for 
asbestosis and lead poisoning. Rewrites GS 97-66 to require that where 
compensation payments have been made and discontinued and further compensation 
is claimed, claim for further compensation must be made within two years after 
last payment in all cases of occupational disease (now, one year from last 
compensation, except two years for claim for disablement, disability or death 
from lead poisoning). Continues to make claims for further compensation for 
asbestosis or silicosis subject to final award under GS 97-61.6. 

Amends GS 97-84 (determination of disputes by Comm’n or deputy) to 
require that award, statement of findings of fact, rulings of law, and other 
matters pertinent to questions at issue be filed with the record of the 
proceedings within 120 days of the close of the hearing record and to require 
that deputy who conducts hearing make a complete determination of disputed 


matters and file his written opinion within 120 days of the close of the hearing 
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record (underlined provisions added). 

Amends GS 97-86.2 to provide for payment of interest from date of 
filing of the claim (now, from date of original order granting or denying 
award). Amends GS 97-94 to (1) set fine for employer who refuses or neglects to 
secure compensation at $1 (now, ten cents) for each employee, but not less than 
$50 (now, $1) nor more than $100 (now, $50) for each day of such refusal or 
neglect; (2) make noncomplying employer liable to employee for compensation 
either under the Article or at law at the election of the injured employee 
(underlined wording new; (now, as provided in GS 97-14); (3) provide that fine 
may be imposed by the Industrial Comm’n (now, Comm’r of Insurance); (4) add 
provision that enforcement of the fine shall be made by the Office of the Att’y 
General; and (5) add provision that any compensation determined to be payable to 
an injured employee by an employer not securing payment of compensation as 
required by the Article shall become payable after six months from the final 
award by the Stock Fund (GS Ch. 97, Art. 3). 

Provisions relating to covered employment, injured minors, and waiting 
period effective Oct. 1, 1987. Section that changes computation of maximum 
weekly benefit effective Aug. 1, 1987. Section relating to death benefits 
effective with respect to all death claims arising on or after the date of 
ratification.

"TO REQUIRE THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION, THE STATE BOARD OF COMMUNITY 
COLLEGES AND THE UNIVERSITY BOARD OF GOVERNORS TO MEET JOINTLY AT LEAST ONCE A 
YEAR." Amends GS 115C-11, GS 115D-2.1(g), and GS 116-9 as title indicates. 
States purpose of meeting to be discussion of educational matters of mutual 
interest and recommendation of policies to the General Assembly for improving 
public education in the state at every level. Effective July 1, 1987.

-205, and -206), (3) loans and investments regulated by GS 53-45 (authorization 
for banks, fiduciaries, etc. to invest in certain approved securities) (exempt 
from Art. 4 regulating home loans), (4) investments made by Small Business 
Investment Corps. licensed under federal law, and securities sold or purchased 
through an organized securities exchange (exempt from interest rate and fee 
limitations. 

GS 24A-105 sets out federal preemptions relating to The Depository 
Institutions Deregulation Act of 1980. GS 24A-106 limits assertion of usury 
defense as follows: (1) a corporation organized for pecuniary gain may agree in 
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writing to pay interest and fees in any amount and may not assert claim or 
defense of usury with respect to such agreement, (2) a public utility may not

GS 24A-107 specifies when a loan or acceptance or offer to borrow is 
deemed to have occurred in this state for purpose of application of the chapter. 
GS 24A-108 sets out relevant definitions. 

Article 2 governs computation of interest and penalties. GS 24A-201 
requires Comm’r of Banks, on 15th day of each month, to announce and publish 
Comm’r’s rate, which shall be latest published noncompetitive rate for US 
Treasury bills with a 6-month maturity as of 15th day of the month plus 62 
rounded to nearest one-half of one percent, or 16%, whichever is greater. (If 
there is no nearest one-half of one percent, Comm’r to round downward.) 
Published rate to become effective on first day of next month. GS 24A-202: (1) 
authorizes adjustable interest rates, but prohibits rate on such loan from 
exceeding maximum applicable rate of interest in any month, and (2) prohibits 
lender from compounding interest more frequently than annually or charging 
interest on deferred interest except where interest is authorized at a less than 
annual periodic rate or as otherwise provided in the chapter. 

GS 24A-203: (1) prohibits lender from charging interest on loan funds 
before they are disbursed, and (2) provides that where lender charges interest 
at or below maximum lawful rate, computes interest monthly on the principal 
balance, and collects interest not more than 31 days in advance of due date, 
interest is not deemed to exceed lawful rate even though total amount of 
interest paid may exceed the maximum rate. GS 24A-204 provides that (1) a 
negotiable ornonnegotiable instrument bears interest from the time specified in 
the instrument (subject to GS 24A-203(a)), (2) if instrument specifies no time, 
interest runs as provided in GS 25-3-118(d) and -3-122, and (3) a liquqidated or 
settled account signed by the debtor bears interest from time it is due, unless 
parties have provided otherwise. 

GS 24A-205 provides for interest on judgments as follows: (1) In 
contract action (except penal bond), amount awarded on the contract bears 
interest from date of breach; award must distinguish principal from interest; 
judgment must provide that principal bears interest until judgment is satisfied; 
interest is at contract rate or, if none, the legal rate; (2) In other actions, 
compensatory damages bear interest from date action is instituted until judgment 
is satisfied; interest is at legal rate; (3) In action on a single bond, bill of 
exchange, note, or signed account, on entry of a default judgment, clerk must 
compute interest due by law and add it to principal in the final judgment, which 
must provide that the principal amount bears interest until judgment is 
satisfied. 

GS 24A-206 provides civil penalties for usury as follows: (1) lender 
who knowingly and with a corrupt intent charges or collects excess interest | 
forfeits entire interest, but no fees; person or entity who has paid the excess 
interest may recover twice the amount of interest paid. (2) Lender who 
knowingly and with corrupt intent charges or collects an unauthorized fee 
forfeits all fees, but not interest; person or entity who has paid excess fee 
may recover twice the amount of the fee paid. (3) Where security has been 
given, person with interest in the security may enforce civil penalties and 
obtain equitable relief without first tendering the principal plus legal 
interest. (4) It is affirmative defense to usury claim that lender in good 
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faith believe the interest and fees were authorized by law and reasonably relied 
on a clear statement of the law that has not been overruled, revoked, or 
otherwise officially invalidated at the time the lender relied on it. 

Article 3 applies only to open-end credit plans, revolving credit 
loans, and equity lines of credit (GS 24A-301). GS 24A-302 sets out relevant 
definitions . 

GS 24A-303 provides that (1) parties to covered transactions may agree 
that interest will be compounded at monthly or less frequent intervals, (2) an 
annual charge authorized by Art. 3 on an existing credit card account on which 
an annual charge has not previously been imposed may not be imposed unless the 
lender has given at least 30-days’ notice and advised cardholder of the right 
not to accept the new charge, (3) in action for possession of property in which 
a security interest has been taken pursuant’ to an open-end credit plan, a 
judgment for possession must be limited to commercial units (defined in GS 
25-2-105(6)) for which the cash price was $100 or more, and (4) a person 
acquiring the extensions of credit of a provider of merchandise or services 
under open-end credit plan may not charge a discount or fee of more than 6% of 
the principal amount. 

GS 24A-304 requires specified disclosures on credit card applications 
and other specified related communications. Makes violation of the section a 
violation of GS /75-1.1, but provides that lender is not liable for any fine, 
civil penalty, treble damages, or attorney’s fee where lender shows. by 
preponderance of evidence that violation was not intentional and resulted from a 
bona fide error 

GS 24A-305 provides that for credit under an open-end credit plan (1) 
lender may not charge interest if borrower pays account in full by payment due 
date; (2) if plan is not secured, lender may charge interest of one and one-half 
percent per month computed on the adjusted balance or average daily balance 
outstanding during the billing cycle; (3) if plan is secured, lender may charge 
maximum of 1 1/4% on same basis; (4) periodic statement must be mailed to 
borrower at least 14 days before payment due date; (5) lender may charge an 
annual fee of no more than $20. 

GS 24A-306 provides that for revolving credit loan, lender may not 
charge interest in excess of 1 1/2% per month computed on average daily balance 
outstanding during the billing cycle, and may not charge any fees. 

GS 24A-307 provides that for equity line of credit the maximum interest 
rate is the Commissioner’s rate and that lender may charge only the following 
fees: (1) a maximum assumption fee of $175 if the original obligor is released 
from liability; $100 if the original obligor is not released; (2) no prepayment 
penalty or late payment fee; (3) where the line of credit is a home loan, other 
fees as provided in GS 24A-406(b)(4) and (5); (4) where the line of credit is 
secured by a first lien on real property but is not a home loan, other fees 
totalling no more than 1% of the original principal amount; (5) where the line 
of credit is secured by a second or junior lien on real property, a preferred 
lender may charge other fees of no more than 2% of original amount and other 
lenders may charge 2% of the original amount less the amount of any existing 
loan by the lender to be refinanced, modified, or extended. 

Article 4 applies to non-revolving credit--all loans other than 
open-end credit plans, revolving credit loans, and equity lines of credit (GS 
24A-401). GS 24A-402 authorizes parties to agree to deferred payments of 
interest, payment of interest on deferred interest, graduated periodic payments, 
periodic disbursements, to add deferred interest to principal or otherwise 
charge interest on deferred interest, but section applies only to (1) a home 
purchase loan with original principal amount of $10,000 or more, (2) a home 
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loan, other than a home purchase loan, with original principal amount of $10,000 
or more and parties have agreed to adjustable interest rate, (3) a loan, other 
than home loan, with original amount of $10,000 or more and loan is secured by a 
first lien on real property, (4) a loan made by a preferred lender and secured 
by a first lien on real property, and (5) any loan where original amount is 
$25,000 or more. | 

GS 24A-403 prohibits charging prepayment penalty on (1) a loan with 
original principal amount of $25,000 or less, (2) a home loan with original 
amount of $100,000 or less, and (3) any other loan with original amount of 
$100,000 or less if borrower prepays more than 3 years after the first payment. , 
On all other loans with original amount of $100,000 or less, lender may charge 
prepayment penalty of not more than 2% of principal balance where borrower 
prepays within first 3 years. On loans with original amount of more than | 
$100,000, parties may contract for prepayment penalty in any amount. Borrower | 
who prepays must give lender at least 30 days’ notice of the prepayment. Lender 7 
may not charge prepayment penalty unless the loan instrument explicity states . 
the borrower’s rights in regard to prepayment. ; 

GS 24A-404 provides that (1) lender may not charge late payment fee on 
(a) a home loan by nonpreferred lender where original principal amount is 
$10,000 or less, (b) a loan secured by a second or junior lien on real property | 
made by a nonpreferred lender, or (c) a loan that calls for repayment of entire j 
balance in a single payment; (2) on other loans, lender may charge late fee only ; 
if parties have agreed in writing; (3) lender may not charge late fee that is | 
more than amount disclosed pursuant to Federal Consumer Credit Protection Act, i 
if the act applies, or more than 4% of the amount past due, whichever is less; 
(4) lender may not charge late fee for a payment until it is past due for 15 
days or more; if interest on each installment is paid in advance, lender may not 
charge late fee for a payment until it is past due 30 days or more; (5) lender 
may not charge late fee more than once with respect to a single late payment; 
(6) lender waives late payment fee unless, within 45 days after due date, lender 
collects the fee or sends written notice of the late fee to the borrower. 

GS 24A-405 provides that for loans not secured by real property, a 
lender (1) may not charge interest that exceeds the Commissioner’s rate when 
original amount of loan is $25,000 or less (if amount is $25,000 or more, 
parties may agree to any interest rate), and (2) may charge prepayment penalty 
and late fee only as provided in GS 24A-403 and -404. 

GS 24A-406 provides that in making a home loan, a lender may charge 
interest as_ follows: where original amount is $10,000 or more and loan is a 
home purchase loan, parties may agree to interest in any amount; where lender is 
a preferred lender, parties may agree to interest in any amount; and on all 
other loans, maximum rate is Commissioner’s rate. Specifies allowable fees and 
charges. A home loan obligation existing before June 13, 1977, is to be 
construed with regard to law at time the loan or commitment was made. A 
variable rate home loan executed in writing before April 3, 1974, providing that 
interest rate will decrease and may be increased in accordance with a stated 
cost of money formula or other index, is enforceable. 

GS 24A-407 provides that for loans, other than home loans, secured by a 
first lien on real property, (1) maximum interest is Commissioner’s rate where 
original loan amount is $25,000 or less (if more than $25,000, parties may agree 
to any rate); (2) prepayment, late, and assumption fees are allowed as provided 
elsewhere in chapter, and (3) other fees may not exceed 1% of original principal 
amount. 


= 


GS24A-408 provides that for a loan secured by a second or junior lien 
on real property, maximum interest is Commissioner’s rate or 18%, whichever is 
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greater, where original amount if $25,000 or less (if more than $25,000, parties 
may agree to any rate). Where interest rate is greater than Commissioner’s rate 
and original amount of loan is $25,000 or less, the loan must be repayable in no 
less than six nor more than 181 successive monthly payments substantially equal 
in amount; on other loans, the interest may be adjusted. Specifies allowable 
fees and charges. Where loan is made by lender who is not a preferred lender 
and original amount is $25,000 or less, (a) lender may require borrower to 
furnish evidence of hazard insurance; lender may sell optional decreasing term 
credit life insurance to borrower but only if conditions specified in act are 
met, (b) lender may include charges in the loan only for his actual expenses 
paid to third parties in connection with the loan, (c) lender may not charge an 
application fee or other charge if the loan is not consummated, and (d) lender, 
at time of closing, must provide complete itemized closing statement. 

Adds new GS 25A-46 specifying conditions under which a seller of 
manufactured homes, defined in GS 143-145(7), may make an adjustable or variable 
rate installment sale of a manufactured home used as a residence. 

Adds new GS 25A-47 setting out federal preemption provisions relating 
to the Alternative Mortgage Transaction Parity Act of 1982. 

Repeals GS 14-391, which sets out criminal offense relating to usurious 
loans on household and kitchen furniture or assignment of wages. Makes numerous 
related and conforming amendments in chs. 25A, 45, 53, 54B, 78A, and 116. 

Effective July 1, 1988, and applicable to loan agreements made on or 
after that date.

income so long as at least 20% of the units are set aside for low income resi- 
dents. Adds new GS 157-3(15a) and -3(15b) to define persons of low income and 
persons of moderate income respectively, listing factors for consideration to 
include (1) amount of total income available for housing, (2) size of family, 
(3) cost and condition of available housing, (4) eligibility for federal housing 
assistance, and for low income persons, (5) the ability of such persons to 
compete in the "normal" housing market. Adds new GS 157-9.1 to require that all 
operating expenses of mixed income projects be met by a combination of rents and 
rent subsidies, and to prohibit rent subsidies to other than low income tenants. 
Amends GS 157-29 to delete all provisions concerning rentals and tenant selec- 
tion except those now contained in GS 157-29(5) concerning grounds for termina- 
tion or refusal to renew a rental agreement.

New position of Comm’r 
of Public Schools, appointed by State Board on recommendation of Sup’t and 
serving at Sup’t’s pleasure, is created (new GS 115C-23), and position of 
controller is abolished. Bill reassigns most duties of controller to Sup’t or 
Comm’r, adds some new duties for Sup’t, and reallocates Sup’t’s present 
Statutory duties between Sup’t and Comm’r. 

Duties of Sup’t of Public Instruction (GS 115C-21). As chief 
administrative officer, secretary, and full-time State Board Chairman, Sup’t is 
to be spokesman for the Board. Chairman is also to maintain continuing liaison 
with Governor's Office, legislature, and other state government agencies, and to 
keep local education agencies informed concerning Board’s work and Board 
informed concerning local issues and concerns. Sup’t is to continue his present 
duties of keeping public informed; having custody of official seal; attending 
board meetings and keeping minutes; and reporting to governor prior to regular 
legislative sessions (present GS 115C-21(a)(2), (a)(3), (b)(7), and (b)(8)). 
Sup’t is also to execute deeds, leases, and other sealed contracts for Board 
(now, chairman elected by Board executes). Specifies that Sup’t is to have a 
staff of not more than two professional positions, plus an administrative 
assistant and a secretary (amendment to GS 115C-20). 

Duties of Comm’r of Public Schools (new GS 115C-23). Comm’r is to 
organize, direct, and oversee administration and operation of unitary Dep’t of 
Public Education. Comm’r is to be operationally responsible through Sup’t to 
State Board for management of the Dep’t, and is to execute Board decisions and 
policies through Dep’t staff. Comm’r’s salary is set by State Board; Comm’r is 
exempt from State Personnel Act and is appointed as described above. Comm’r 
recommends all administrative and supervisory personnel appointments for State 
Board approval (now, under GS _ 115C-21(a)(1), such appointments to Dep’t of 
Public Instruction staff are under Sup’t’s control). Comm’r performs present 
Sup’t’s duties of printing and distributing bulletins, and forms; administering 
Board’s instructional policies; communicating with public school administrators 
about Board policies and--new under bill--legislation; keeping Board informed 
about public education developments; making recommendations to Board about NC 
educational needs and problems; making supervisory services available to 
schools; and collecting and organizing information about the public schools to 
prepare Board reports. (Present GS 115C-21(a)(4), (b)(1) to (b)(6).) Comm’r 
also performs duties of controller set out in present GS 115C-29(b)(1) to (6) 
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(bookkeeping, data collection, approval of requisitions, procurement of certain 
supplies, and textbook purchasing; performs both Sup’t’s and controller’s jobs 
as to teacher allotment and teacher and principal salary setting). 

Amends GS _ 115C-438 (disbursement of state money) to give controller’s 
responsibilities to State Board, and makes conforming changes in other statutes. 
Effective July 1, 1987; expires June 30, 1991.

"TO CHANGE THE SUNSET PROVISION OF THE LAW REGARDING DAMAGES TO CERTAIN

Provides that credit shall be taken 
in calendar year following year in which investment made, with five-year carry- 
over for unused credit. 


Defines "qualified business venture," "qualified grantee business," and 
"qualified investment organization" as organizations certified by the State 
Treasurer as meeting requirements specified below. "Qualified investment organ- 


izations" (1) must invest at least 70% of capital in equity securities or sub- 
ordinated debt of qualified business ventures or qualified grantee business 
within 5 years of capitalization; (2) must have $5 million initial capital- 
ization, with no more than $2 million in binding commitments; (3) must own other : 
business securities for investment only; (4) must be controlled by financial | 
institution or not controlled by another business; and (5) may not invest in 
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only one type of business. "Qualified business ventures" (1) must have head- 
quarters in NC; (2) must keep headquarters in NC for 3 years after investment 
made; (3) may not raise more than $500,000 from sale of securities since incep- 
tion; (4) revenues for first fiscal year did not exceed $5 million; (5) must be 
primarily engaged in manufacturing, processing, warehousing, wholesaling, re- 
search and development, or service-related industry; and (6) may not engage in 
construction, contracting, retail sales, or purchase, sale, development, or 
holding for investment of commercial paper, financial instruments, securities, 
or real property, or otherwise make investments. "Qualified grantee business" 
(1) must be headquartered in NC; (2) headquarters must remain in NC for three 
years after investment made; and (3) must have received during previous 3 years 
a grant or funding from NC Technological Development Authority, NC Biotechnology 
Center, NC Microelectronics Center, or Federal Small Business Innovation 
Research Program. 

Total amount of tax credits allowed to all taxpayers each calendar year may 
not exceed $12 million. If that amount exceeded, credits allowed on pro-rata 
basis. Corporate taxpayer forfeits credit if corporation fails to comply with 
Ch. 53A, Art. 2 or is decertified by State Treasurer. Individual taxpayer for- 
feits credit if, within 3 years after investment made, (1) he controls or parti- 
cipates in the operation of the qualified business venture or qualified grantee 
business, or (2) the headquarters is moved from NC. Forfeiture of credit creates 
back tax liability, with interest. Effective for tax years on and after Jan. 1, 
1988.

"TO REDUCE THE LEGAL LEVEL OF INTOXICATION FOR DRIVERS DRIVING

"TO AMEND THE SPECIAL EDUCATION HEARINGS PROCESS." Amends’ GS 
115C-116(b) (concerning appeals of placement or denial of placement in program 
for exceptional children) to provide that the hearing shall be conducted by an 
administrative law judge in the Office of Administrative Hearings in accordance 
with GS Ch. 150B, Art. 3 (now, hearing is conducted by a hearing officer ap- 
pointed by the local school board, the Sec’y of Human Resources., or the Sec’y 
of Correction and approved by the State Board of Education). The administrative 
law judge may make an award of reimbursement to the parents. An appeal may be 
taken from the administrative law judge’s decision pursuant to GS Ch. 150B, Art. 
4 (review by superior court). Costs of the hearing to be paid by the local 
educational agency; costs of judicial review to be paid by the State Board of 
Education. Repeals GS 115C-116(b1), which now provides that state employees and 
employees of local school boards’ subpoenaed to hearings are not entitled to 
witness fees and are not required to take annual leave for their witness days. 


Hoo Governor’s School funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Nye To Appropriations 


"TO PROVIDE OPERATIONAL FUNDS FOR THE GOVERNOR’S SCHOOLS." Appropri- 
ates $100,000 from the General Fund to the Dep’t of Public Instruction for fis- 
cal 1987-88 for continued operation of the Governor’s Schools, including mater- 
ials and supplies, books, and repairs. Appropriation to become part of the con- 
tinuation budget. Effective July 1, 1987. 
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H 366 Bladen ditch digging BLADEN 
Introducer: Nye To Local Government 2 


"TO ALLOW DIGGING OF DITCHES IN BLADEN COUNTY BELOW A CERTAIN LEVEL FOR 
STORM OR DRAINAGE LINES." Amends SL 1971, Ch. 570, as amended by SL 1973, Ch. 
252, as title indicates (cited acts concern ditch digging in the vicinity of 
White Lake). 


H 367 School health coordinator funds GS 102 
Introducer: Holt To Health 


"TQ PROVIDE SCHOOL HEALTH COORDINATORS TO ALL SCHOOL SYSTEMS THAT ARE 
NOT CURRENTLY BEING SERVED BY STATE-FUNDED SCHOOL HEALTH COORDINATORS." Appro- 
priates from General Fund to Dep/t of Public Education $2,241,460 for fiscal 
1987-88 and §2,234,520 for fiscal 1988-89 to provide 60 more school health 
coordinators, and directs that funds shall be allocated under GS 115C-81(e)(4). 
Amends GS 115C-81(e)(4) to require school health education coordinator appointed 
after June 30, 1987 to have a degree in health education, to allow coordinators 
to serve more than one school system, and to require State Board of Education to 
set up impartial panel to review health education program plans submitted by 
local units to aid in allocating health coordinator funds among school units. 
Effective July 1, 1987.

As title 
indicates. 


S 235 Jockeys Ridge sand funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Basnight To Appropriations 


"TO APPROPRIATE ANNUALLY THE PROCEEDS FROM THE CONCESSLONS CONTRACT AT 
JOCKEYS RIDGE STATE PARK FOR REPLENISHMENT OF THE SAND AT JOCKEYS RIDGE." 
Amends GS 113-35 to provide for an annual appropriation from the General Fund to 
the Dep’t of Natural Resources equaling the amount of proceeds from the con- 
cessions contracts at Jockeys Ridge, and directs that money be used to replenish 
sand. Effective July 1, 1987. 


S 236 Local Gov’t Finance Authority APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Royall To Economic Growth 


"TO CREATE A NORTH CAROLINA LOCAL GOVERNMENT FINANCE AUTHORITY, TO 
AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF NOT TO EXCEED ONE BILLION DOLLARS IN GENERAL OBLIGA- 
TION BONDS TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR SCHOOL FACILITIES, TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF 
NOT TO EXCEED ONE BILLION DOLLARS IN GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS TO PROVIDE FUNDS 
FOR INFRASTRUCTURE IMPROVEMENTS, AND TO CREATE AND APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE 
NORTH CAROLINA CLEAN WATER LOAN SUBSIDY AND GRANT PROGRAM." 

Summary. Creates the NC Local Government Finance Authority (LGFA) with 
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power to issue up to $2 billion in state general obligation bonds and use the 
proceeds to purchase bonds and debt instruments from local governments, thereby 
furnishing funds for school and infrastructure improvements. Appropriates $120 
million from the state General Fund to provide loans and grants to local govern- 
ments for financing water and sewer construction. 

LGFA. LGFA is to be governed by a 5-member board of directors: the 
State Treasurer, State Auditor, one member from the field of education appointed 
by the Governor, and two members appointed by the General Assembly, one repre- 
senting municipalities, who would be recommended by the President of the Senate, 
and one representing counties, who would be recommended by the Speaker of the 
House. LGFA is authorized to lend money to local governments by purchasing, at 
a competitive sale or negotiated sale, local government obligations ("bond, 
note, evidence of debt or lease") or debt instruments ("instrument in the nature 
of a promissory note") issued to finance infrastructure improvements or school 
facilities. "Infrastructure improvements" defined as "acquisition, constr- 
uction, rehabilitation or equipping of water systems or facilities, sewer dis- 
posal systems or facilities, landfills or solid waste disposal systems, public 
transportation facilities, streets and roads, port facilities, or similar im- 
provements." "School facilities" defined as "public school buildings or com- 
munity colleges and facilities related thereto, including buildings, plants, 
classrooms, laboratories, libraries, auditoriums, administrative offices, gym- 
nasiums, athletic facilities and cafeterias." A local government unit whose 
debts are eligible for purchase by LGFA is a "county, city, town, incorporated 
village, sanitary district, metropolitan sewage district, metropolitan water 
district, county water and sewer district, or water and sewer authority." Local 
government obligations eligible for purchase are subject to GS Ch. 159 and 
approval by the Local Gov’t Comm’n, where approval is now required. Local bonds 
or obligations require voter approval unless the local government pledges only 
that portion of the local option sales tax required by law to be used for school 
construction. LGFA authorized to issue revenue bonds, secured by the pledge of 
revenues from local government projects. (Apparently intends that LGFA is auth- 
orized to lend funds’ from bond proceeds to University of North Carolina, but 
does not specify procedure for so doing.) 

School bonds. Calls for a referendum to be held on a date set by the 
General Assembly, but not later than Nov. 8, 1988, on the question of issuing 1 
billion dollars in State of NC Education Bonds. If referendum passes, bonds to 
be issued and sold by LGFA, the proceeds placed in the Education Bond Act of 
1987 Bond Fund and used to finance school facilities as described above. 

Infrastructure bonds. Calls for a referendum to be held on a date set 
by the General Assembly, but not later than Nov. 8, 1988, on the question of 
issuing 1 billion dollars in State of North Carolina Infrastructure Improvement 
Bonds. If referendum passes, bonds to be issued and sold by LGFA, the proceeds 
placed in Infrastructure Improvements’ Bond Act of 1987 Bond Fund and used to 
finance infrastructure improvements as described above. 

Clean water funds. Appropriates from the General Fund $60,000,000 in 
fiscal 1987-88 and $60,000,000 in fiscal 1988-89 to Office of State Budget and 
Management to finance loans and grants for local government water supply and 
wastewater collection and treatment facilities. The appropriations are placed 
in a Clean Water Loan Subsidy and Grant Fund in which there are 4 sets of para- 
llel accounts. (1) General Wastewater Loans Account, Water Pollution Control 
Revolving Fund and General Water Supply Loan Subsidy Account. Funds from these 
accounts may be used to make loans to subsidize the interest on payments for 
wastewater treatment works and wastewater collection systems and to subsidize 


the loans for water supply systems generally. (2) Economic Development Waste- 
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water Loan Subsidy Account and Economic Development Loan Subsidy Account. Funds 


from these accounts are restricted to applicants in which the 3-year average of 
unemployment was more than 25% above the state average and the median household 
income is below 85% of the state median. (3) Emergency Wastewater Loan Subsi- 
dies Accounts and Emergency Water Supply Loan Subsidies Account. Funds in these 
accounts are for loan subsidies to applicants with a serious or imminent public 
health hazard. (4) High-Cost Wastewater Grants Account and High Cost Water 
Supply Grants Account. Funds in these accounts are for grants to applicants in 
which project costs are such that average household water and sewer user fees 
are greater than 1.5% of the household median income. Loan subsidies are to be 
provided so that the effective interest rate paid by a local government to 
finance projects shall be fixed at 4% a year. 

Applications for water supply loans and grants shall be made to the 
Commission for Health Services. Applications for wastewater treatment and col- 
lection loans and grants shall be made to the Environmental Management Comm'n. 
Each grant applicant must file with its application an environmental assessment 
of the project. Local governments are authorized to execute debt instruments to 
the LGFA to obtain clean water loans and grants, and shall pledge as security 
for such obligations only the user fees generated by the benefited projects. 


S 237 Junked vehicles regulated GS 153A, 160A 
Introducer: W. Hunt To Judiciary 2 


"TO MAKE STATEWIDE AN ACT APPLICABLE TO 26 COUNTIES AND THE MUNICIPAL- 
ITIES LOCATED WITHIN THOSE COUNTIES, AUTHORIZING COUNTIES AND CITIES TO REGULATE 
ABANDONED JUNKED VEHICLES FOR AESTHETIC PURPOSES." Adds new GS 153A-132.2 and 
160A-303.2 to allow local governments to regulate "junked motor vehicles" by 
ordinance upon finding that ordinance is desirable to promote community appear- 
ance. Defines "junked motor vehicle" as one that is not displaying current 
license plate and is dismantled, wrecked, cannot be self-propelled, or is over 
five years old and worth less than $100. Repeals local acts authorizing such 
ordinances in individual counties and municipalities. Effective October 1, 
1987. 


S 238 Cumberland shelter care funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Tally To Appropriations 


"TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A TEMPORARY SHELTER CARE HOME IN FAYETTE- 
VILLE." Appropriates $35,000 from General Fund to Cumberland County Dep’t of 
Social Services for cited purpose. Effective July 1, 1987. 


S 239 Vaccine program changes GS 130A 
Introducer: Taft To Judiciary 2 


"TQ MAKE CERTAIN CHANGES IN THE NORTH CAROLINA CHILDHOOD VACCINE- 
RELATED INJURY COMPENSATION PROGRAM." Amends GS 130A-423, -425(b), -430(b), 
-431, -432, -433, and SL 1985, Ch. 1008, sec. 5 to substantially revise the law 
concerning vaccine-related injury compensation. 

Relationship to federal law. Provides that individuals who bring civil 
actions against vaccine manufacturers under Title XXI of the Public Health 
Service Act may recover damages only to the extent permitted by GS 130A-427. 
Prohibits recovery of duplicate damages by individuals who seek award from NC 
Industrial Comm’n under GS 130A-427 and also file suit against manufacturer 
under federal law by limiting state award to commitment to provide services 
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pursuant to GS 130A-427(a)(5) when damages have already been recovered from 
manufacturer under federal law or requiring reimbursement of prior state award 
when recovery pursuant to federal action obtained after state award has been 
made. Subrogation claims under National Childhood Injury Act of 1986 to be 
filed with appropriate court, not Comm’n. Claims filed with Comm'n must include 
supporting documentation of injury allegedly arising from vaccination, and 
statement that no previous award for the injury has been collected. Proceedings 
before Comm’n governed by Rules of Civil Procedure. 

"Defective product" defined. Revises definition of defective product 
as one manufactured in a negligent manner or in violation of federal standards. 

Vaccine diversion prohibited. Provides that sale of NC-designated 
vaccines outside the state for profit constitutes a felony punishable by up to 
3 years imprisonment and fine of $25 per diverted vial, up to $100,000. Health 
care professionals convicted of diversion shall have license suspended for 1 
year. 

Contracts for vaccine purchase. Clarifies authority of Sec’y of Human 
Resources to enter into contracts with vaccine manufacturers and suppliers, and 
prohibits health care providers who receive state-purchased vaccines from 
charging no more than cost plus a reasonable fee. Local health departments to 
administer vaccines at no cost. 

Effective date. Repeals sunset provision of existing Childhood 
Vaccine-Related Injury Compensation Program (now, expires Oct. 1, 1989). Appa- 
rently intends to make portions of bill concerning relationship between state 
and federal compensation statutes effective on effective date of PL 99-660, 
Title III (Public Health Service Act, Title XXI, subtitle 2), but only if (1) 
they are not barred by federal law and (2) federal law prohibits individual from 


bringing civil actions against vaccine manufacturers for damages for vaccine- | 


related injury or death. Other provisions effective on ratification. 


S 240 Medical malpractice procedures GS 1A, 90 
Introducer: Taft To Judiciary 2 


"TO REQUIRE REASONABLE NOTICE OF A MEDICAL MALPRACTICE CLAIM AND TO 
PROVIDE CLOSE COURT SUPERVISION OVER THE DISPOSITION OF MEDICAL MALPRACTICE 
ACTIONS." Adds new GS 90-21.1 requiring claimant in medical malpractice action 
to notify health care provider of claim within reasonable time after breach of 
duty is discovered or should have been discovered; failure to notify within 
proper time bars recovery. Amends various Rules of Civil Procedure to require, 
in medical malpractice actions: (1) mandatory discovery conferences within 30 
days of case coming at issue or filing of pleading requiring court 
determination, with judge to set schedule for each side to identify expert 
witnesses and otherwise complete discovery within 90 days of entry of order, 
subject to extensions for good cause; (2) mandatory pretrial conferences; (3) 
scheduling of actions for trial at next term of court after pretrial conference 


completed, subject to delays for good cause; and (4) establishment of a separate — 


index for such actions by the clerk of court. Effective July 1, 1987, but new 
GS 90-21.1 applies only to breaches of duty discovered or that should have been 
discovered on or after effective date. 


S 241 Malpractice limitation, minors GS 1 
Introducer: Taft To Judiciary 2 


"TO ALTER THE STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS FOR MALPRACTICE ACTIONS ON BEHALF 


OF MINORS." Rewrites GS 1-17(b) to specify that statute of limitations in — 


| 
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medical malpractice actions is applicable to minors, but if limitation expires 
before minor’s tenth birthday, suit may still be brought until that birthday, 
unless he has been adjudged abused or neglected; in such cases, statute of 
limitations begins to run on minor’s 18th birthday. Effective July 1, 1987, and 
applicable to causes of action accruing on and after that date. 


S 242 Medical board powers & duties GS 90 
Introducer: Taft To Judiciary 2 


"TO AMEND THE POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MEDICAL EXAMINERS AND 
OTHER HEALTH CARE PROVIDER LICENSING BOARDS." Amends various statutes estab- 
lishing the powers of duties of Board of Medical Examiners to make following 
substantive changes: (1) broadens Board’s subpoena power to include any docu- 
ments it deems necessary; (2) makes conviction of specified offenses a mandatory 
ground for revoking physician’s license; (3) allows Board to order restitution 
to patient found to have been exploited by physician; (4) allows Board to re- 
voke license for not responding to its inquiries; (5) allows Board to assess 
costs of disciplinary action against physician charged; (6) allows Board to 
release investigation data to other gov’t agency; (7) grants civil and criminal 
immunity to Board and staff for good faith actions taken in pursuance of duties; 
(8) requires insurance companies and others providing similar protection to 
report all damage awards, settlements and terminations of coverage to Board; (9) 
allows Board to investigate prescription records when investigating; (10) allows 
Board to assess cost of tests administered; and (11) raises allowable per diem 
to Board members to $100. Effective October 1, 1987. 


S 243 Health care criminal penalties GS 90 
Introducer: Taft To Judiciary 2 


"TO CREATE CRIMINAL PENALTIES FOR CERTAIN INTENTIONAL, WILLFUL OR 
WANTON ACTIONS OF HEALTH CARE PROVIDERS AND TO LIMIT PUNITIVE DAMAGES IN CIVIL 
ACTIONS." Adds new sections to GS Ch. 90, Art. 1B (Medical Malpractice Actions) 
to make it a Class J felony (maximum punishment three years imprisonment or 
fine, or both) for a health care provider or other person to intentionally 
furnish false or inaccurate information, or to alter or destroy a patient’s 
medical records, with intent to defraud or mislead a patient. Limits punitive 
damage awards in medical malpractice actions only when intentional, willful, or 
wanton infliction of harm proven by clear and convincing evidence. Prohibits 
insurance indemnity of punitive damages. Effective for actions filed on or after 
July 1, 1987. 


S 244 Post-trial attorneys fees GS 1A, 84 
Introducer: Taft To Judiciary 2 


"TO REQUIRE COURT APPROVAL OF POST-TRIAL ATTORNEY’S FEES." Adds new 
Rule 58.1 to Rules of Civil Procedure providing that upon entry of judgment for 
damages after trial, the court shall conduct a hearing to approve the fee to be 
paid the attorney for each party. In setting the fees, the court shall consider 
the extent and quality of services rendered, nature of the case, fee usually 
charged in similar cases, whether the parties had agreed on a contingent fee, 
and other appropriate evidence. Makes conforming amendment to GS 84-38 (con- 
tract for legal services, approval of fees). Effective July 1, 1987. 
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SIe24D Medical peer review GS.90, I3S1E 
Introducer: Taft To Judiciary 2 


"TO PROMOTE PEER REVIEW ACTIVITIES OF HEALTH CARE PROVIDERS AND TO 
REQUIRE RISK MANAGEMENT PROGRAMS AND HOSPITAL PRIVILEGE PROCEDURES IN HOSPIT- 
ALS." Adds new article 1D to GS Ch. 90 allowing board that regulates health 
care providers to adopt regulations and enter into agreements with professional 
societies to conduct peer review activities. Specifies what agreements are to 
contain, including requirements for confidentiality of information, review of 
complaints, and maintenance of special program for impaired providers. Requires 
society entering into agreement to report immediately to relevant Board if it 
knows that a provider presents an imminent danger, refuses to cooperate with 
peer review program or treatment, is incompetent, or is otherwise subject to 
disciplinary action. 

Adds new 131E-96 to require hospital licensed under Ch. 131E to have 
risk management program to obtain or renew license. Amends GS 131E-76 to speci- 
fy that hospital governing body is a medical review committee when engaged in 
hospital privilege determinations. Amends GS 131E-87 to provide that report to 
occupational licensing board of suspension or limitation of hospital privileges 
by hospital to include details of decision. Specifies that state is electing to 
"opt-in" to provisions of PL 99-660 relating to immunity of a professional who 
is engaged in peer review activities. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


S 246 Closed malpractice claims studies GS 58 
Introducer: Taft To Judiciary 2 


"TO AUTHORIZE THE COMMISSIONER OF INSURANCE TO CONDUCT CLOSED CLAIM 
STUDIES OF MEDICAL MALPRACTICE CLAIMS." Amends GS 58-21.1 to require insurers 
and self-insurers of health care providers to report to Comm’r of Insurance on 
claims of its insureds that are closed. Report to be in form and to contain 
information prescribed by Comm’r. Reports to also be filed with Board of 
Medical Examiners. Makes reports confidential. Requires Comm’r to report to 
General Assembly and to publish his analysis of information contained in report 
within 30 days of receipt of reports. Punishes violations of requirement by 
civil penalty of $1000 per day. Effective Oct. 1, 1987.

Authorizes Pasquotank board of comm’rs to levy an occupancy 
tax of up to 3% of gross receipts from rental of hotel and motel rooms and 
similar public accommodations. Accommodations furnished by nonprofit 
charitable, educational, benevolent and religious organizations are exempt. For 
the first eight years the tax is levied, net proceeds are to be remitted to 
Elizabeth City for use in advertising and promoting travel and tourism and to 
construct and maintain public facilities. Beginning in the ninth year, one-half 
of the net proceeds collected from accommodations in Elizabeth City shall be 
remitted to the city for promotion of travel and tourism, and the remainder of 
the tax shall be retained by the county to promote travel and tourism and 
construct and maintain public facilities. If the county does not levy the tax 
authorized, or levies it in amount of less than 3%, Elizabeth City is authorized 
to levy a tax not to exceed a total combined rate of 3%. Same exemptions and 
use of proceeds apply to the city tax.

Introducer: Chalk To Human Resources 


"TO ESTABLISH A STATE ADOPTION CENTER." Adds new GS 143B-216.26 to 
establish State Adoption Center in Dep’t of Human Resources. Center is to train 
adoption counselors, operate toll free line to provide information and referral 
service for adolescents and pregant women concerning availability of adoption 
services, and generally promote adoptions. Appropriates $100,000 to Dep’t of 
Human Resources from General Fund for each year of the 1987-89 biennium to 
implement act.

First two members listed appointed by 
General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker; next two members appointed by 
General Assembly on recommendation of Lt. Governor; last three members appointed 
by Governor. 

Board empowered to determine qualifications and fitness of license 
applicants; adopt rules to administer chapter; adopt and publish a code of 
ethics; charge fees for license applications and renewals; and examine 
applicants and issue and deny licenses. Each applicant for a license must meet 
the following requirements: (1) submit an application to the Board; (2) pay 
fees required by the Board; (3) either (a) furnish evidence of current status as 
a Registered Dietitian by the Comm’n on Dietetic Registration; or (b) have 
received a bachelor’s degree from an accredited college or university with a 
major course of study in human nutrition, public health nutrition, food systems 
management, or an equivalent course of study as approved by the board, but in 
any event must meet the Board’s requirements in food sciences, social sciences, 
chemistry, biology, human nutrition, diet therapy, advanced nutrition, and food 
systems management; must have completed an approved 900 hour clinical course; 
and must pass an exam given by the Board. Board required to give licensing exam 
twice a year. Board may grant license without an examination to persons holding 
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an equivalent license from another state. 

Board authorized to suspend or revoke a license for fraud or deceit, 
malpractice, practicing without a license, engaging in conduct that may harm the 
public, conviction of a crime involving moral turpitude, and violating any rule 
of the Board. 

Exempts following persons: (1) licensed health care professional whose

Amends GS Ch. 143 to 
create State Building Comm’n within Dep’t of Administration to guide state’s 
development and management of state’s capital facilities. State Construction 
Office to provide staff to Comm'n. Requires that director of Office be 
registered engineer or licensed architect, qualified by education and experience 
in building design, construction, or facilities management. Requires that 
"administrative head" be appointed by Sec’y of Administration. 

Comm’n to consist of nine members, including: licensed architect appointed 
by Governor, registered engineer appointed by General Assembly on recommendation 
of Lt. Governor, licensed building contractor appointed by General Assembly on 
recommendation of Speaker, licensed electrical contractor appointed by Governor, 
licensed real estate broker or other person whose primary business is in 
property and facilities management appointed by General Assembly on 
recommendation of Lt. Governor, licensed mechanical contractor appointed by 
General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker, employee of university system 
currently involved in capital facilities development process appointed by 
Governor from among up _ to three persons nominated by UNC Board of Governors, 


public member knowledgeable in building construction or maintenance appointed by 
General Assembly on recommendation of President of Senate, and manager of 
physical plant operations appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of 
Speaker. Members to be appointed for staggered 3-year terms; may serve no more 


than six consecutive years. Chairman to be elected by members; Sec’y of State 


to serve as chairman until chairman elected. Comm’n must meet at least four 
times per year. 

Comm’n must adopt rules to assure that designer of each state capital 
improvement project (detined as any construction, alteration, or renovation of 
or addition to state buildings) has qualifications necessry for that project. 
Comm’n to be responsible for final selection of designers, except that UNC to 
select designers for its projects. Requires that designer be selected within 60 
days of appropriation of funds for project by General Assembly. Comm’n must 
give written report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations on 
selection of designer for project within 30 days of selection. 

Comm'n must adopt rules and procedures for review, approval, and permits for 
plans of state capital improvement projects; post-occupancy evaluation, annual 
inspection, and preventive maintenance for all state buildings; and evaluating 
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designers’ and contractors’ work. Comm’n must study effectiveness of state 
capital facilities development and management. Requires Comm’n to request 
designers of projects selected before effective date of act whose plans have not 
been approved to report to Comm’n on their progress. Comm’n, and no one else, 
may appoint advisory board to assist it. Comm’n must report annually on its 
activities to Governor and Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Transfers funds appropriated to State-Owned Property Study Comm’n for 1985-87 
not expended by effective date of act to new Comm’n. No additional funds may be 
paid for activites of new Comm’n unless authorized in Current Appropriations Act 
for 1987-89.

"TO PROVIDE THAT THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA CENTER FOR PUBLIC | 
TELEVISION IS_ AN ELIGIBLE RECIPIENT UNDER THE ART IN STATE BUILDINGS PROGRAM." 
Amends GS 143-408.4 as title indicates. 


Se 2a General offense of theft GS 14; 15A; 20 
Introducer: Winner To Judiciary 4 


"TO CREATE A GENERAL OFFENSE OF THEFT THAT REPLACES THE CURRENT 
OFFENSES OF LARCENY, EMBEZZLEMENT, CONVERSION, FALSE PRETENSES, RECEIPT AND 
POSSESSION OF STOLEN GOODS." Repeals current burglary, larceny, embezzlement, 
false pretenses, fraud, false use of credit card and other miscellaneous 
statutes and replaces them with new Article 16A of GS Chapter 14. Defines theft 
as (1) removal, without authorization or by deception, of property of another 
knowing or creating a substantial risk that it will permanently deprive 
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possessor of property; (2) exercising control over property of another knowing 
that property is lost or mislaid without taking reasonable steps to facilitate 
its return; (3) obtaining property of another with the obligation to apply 
property to designated purposes and failing to so apply it; (4) using or 
disposing of property obtained from another who is entitled to its return, 
knowing that use will create a substantial risk of permanently depriving person 
entitled to property; (5) obtaining property of another by deception and with 
intent to defraud; and (6) obtaining or possessing property of another that has 
been obtained by one of the above-listed means knowing or having reasonable 
cause to believe that it has been so obtained. 

Creates following crimes with specified punishments: 

First degree _ theft--a Class H felony--is (a) removal of property from 
the person, (b) theft of property worth $500 or more , (c) theft of firearm or 
destructive device, (d) theft in the course of burglary or breaking or entering, 
or (e) removing document from governmental or institutional archive. 


Second degree theft--a misdemeanor--is removal of (a) property worth 


$100 or more, or (b) instrument that controls disposition of property or (c) 
credit device. 

Third degree theft--misdemeanor--is any other theft. Allows court to 
submit issue of theft to jury upon evidence that defendant had possession of 
property recently stolen; that person charged with theft of credit devices had 
in his possession credit devices issued in names of two or more persons other 
than member of family or employer; and that defendant had signed written 
contract for rental of personal property and failed to return it within time 
specified in bill. 

Dealing in stolen _property--Class G felony--is being in business of 
buying and selling stolen property without having satisfied self by reasonable 
inquiry that person from whom got property had legal right to dispose of it or 
possessing stolen property on separate occasions within time frames specified in 
bill. Makes it defense that defendant reasonably believed property had not been 
obtained by theft and places burden on State to disprove defense beyond a 
reasonable doubt. 

First degree (Class I felony) and second degree (misdemeanor) criminal 
use of another’s property is using another’s property without authorization or 
by deception. First degree requires property to have value of at least $25,000. 

First (Class H felony) and second degree (misdemeanor) misappropriation 
of services is knowingly obtaining services of another without authorization or 
with deception or diverting services of another to person not entitled to them 
or receiving services from another person’s employee knowing that it will 
deprive employer of payment. For first degree misappropriation, the services 
obtained must have value of at least $500.

transferring property with an altered identifying mark, knowing that mark has 


been altered. Makes it defense that defendant had no reasonable grounds to 
believe property obtained by theft and puts burden on State to disprove defense 
beyond reasonable doubt. 
Creates other offenses of tampering with computer program; gaining 
unlawful access to computer; altering motor vehicle numbers; and altering a 
public record. 
Sets out provisions for forfeiture of conveyances used in these 
crimes. Adds GS 15A-137 to provide that venue for possessing stolen property is

"TO ALLOW FOR RECOUNTS IN PRIMARIES AND ELECTIONS WHERE THE MARGIN IS 
ONE PERCENT OR LESS." Adds new GS 163-179.1, -192.1, and -22(m) to require a 
county board of elections and the State Board of Elections, respectively, to 
order a recount upon written request of second-place candidate if winning 
candidate’s margin is less than 1% of total votes cast for that office as shown 
by the canvass. Request for recount must be received by noon on the second day 
following the canvass (Saturdays and Sundays excepted). Applies to primary 
elections, second primaries, and general elections. State Board of Elections to 
issue rules to regulate recounts required by the act. Effective Jan. 1, 1988. 


H 458 Communicable disease law amended GS 130A 
Introducer: Cromer To Health 


"TO AMEND THE COMMUNICABLE DISEASE LAW." Generally amends GS Ch. 130A, 
Art. 6, to expand provisions regarding control and reporting of communicable 
diseases and conditions. 

Defines "communicable condition" as state of being infected with 
communicable agent but without symptoms. Expands definition of "isolation 
authority" in GS 130A-133 to include limiting the freedom of movement or action 
of (formerly, "separating") person or animal with communicable disease or 
communicable condition (formerly limited to communicable disease) for the period 
of communicability to prevent spreading the disease or condition . Makes 
similar change in definition of "quarantine authority." Amends following 
sections to make them apply to communicable condition along with communicable 
disease: GS 130A-134 (requires Comm’n for Health Services [CHS] to establish 
list of communicable diseases to be reported); GS 130A-135 (requires physician 
to report communicable disease to local health director [LHD]); GS 130A-136 
(school principals and day-care operators must report communicable disease); and 
GS 130A-137 (medical facilities may report communicable disease to LHD). 
Requires operators of restaurants to report information required by CHS to LHD 
when operator has reason to suspect outbreak of food-borne illness or that food 
handler has food-borne disease or condition required by CHS to be reported. 
Amends GS 130A-139 to require person in charge of clinical or pathological 
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laboratory to report information as required by CHS when laboratory finds 
evidence of communicable disease or condition. Revises provisions now in GS 
130A-138 to require LHD to report to Dep’t of Human Resources all cases of 
reportable diseases, conditions, or laboratory findings regarding residents of 
his jurisdiction reported to him pursuant to GS Ch. 130A, Art. 6. LHD must 
report other such cases and lab findings to LHD of county or district where 
person with the disease or condition resides. 

Expands GS 130A-141 to require CHS to provide by rule for specific 
information to be submitted when making required report, time limits for 
reporting, and to whom reports of lab findings are to be made. Amends GS 
130A-143 (confidentiality of records regarding reportable disease or condition) 
to allow release of information: for statistical purposes; with written consent 
of persons identified; in medical emergency; to protect public health as 
provided by CHS rules; pursuant to other provisions of GS Ch. 130A, Art. 6; 
pursuant to court order if disclosed only in camera; to law enforcement officer 
enforcing provisions of Art. 6; by DHR or local health dep’t to another state or 
local public health agency to prevent or control spread of a communicable 
disease or condition; for bona fide research purposes; or pursuant to any other 
provisions of law that authorize or require release of information related to 
AIDS. 

Rewrites GS 130A-144 to require LHD to investigate cases of 
communicable diseases and conditions reported to him. Requires persons in charge 
of medical facilities or clinical or pathological laboratories to allow a LHD or 
State Health Director (SHD) to examine and copy medical records in their control 
regarding communicable disease or condition. Makes person immune from liability 
for complying with such request. Provides that CHS must adopt rules that 
prescribe control measures for communicable diseases and conditions. Requires 
attending physician to "give" control measures prescribed by CHS to any person 
with communicable disease or condition or reasonably suspected of being infected 
or exposed to such disease or condition. Requires LHD to ensure that control 
measures prescribed by CHS have been "given." Requires all persons to comply 
with control measures prescribed by CHS. 

Amends GS 130A-145 to provide that both LHD and SHD (now, LHD only) may 
exercise quarantine and isolation authority, but only when public health 
endangered, all other reasonable means for correcting problem are exhausted, and 
no less restrictive alternative exists. 

Adds new GS _ 130A-148 concerning lab tests for AIDS. CHS must adopt 
standards for certification of labs to perform tests for AIDS virus infection. 
Requires that before obtaining consent for donation of blood, semen, tissue, or 
organs, facility seeking to obtain blood, tissue, etc. for transfusion, 
implantation, etc., must provide potential donor with information about AIDS 
virus transmission and who should not donate. Provides no blood or semen may be 
transfused, and no tissue transplanted when blood from donor has not been tested 
or has tested positive for AIDS virus infection by standard lab test. Makes 
facility that obtains or transfuses, etc., blood, tissue, or semen immune from 
liability for transmission of AIDS if requirements of GS 130A-148 have been 
carried out. Allows CHS to authorize or require testing for AIDS virus 
infection to determine suitability for employment, housing, or public services, 
or for use of places of public accommodation, or public transportation when 
necessary to protect public health; without such authorization, testing for AIDS © 
may not be required, performed, or used for such purposes. Provides that no | 
test for AIDS may be performed without consent of person being tested except as 
provided in GS 130A-148 or CHS rules, or as provided in any law specifically 
requiring AIDS testing. 
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Effective February 1, 1988, except that GS 130A-148(a) provision 
requiring labs to be certified to perform AIDS tests becomes effective July 1, 
1988. Allows CHS to adopt rules upon ratification but rules not effective 
before February 1, 1988. 


H 459 #£zBicycle sales & use tax GS 105

"TO IMPOSE A _ BICYCLE SALES AND USE TAX." Amends GS 105-164.4(1) and

"TO AMEND THE CHARLOTTE CITY CHARTER WITH RESPECT TO AUXILIARY POLICE 
AND FIRE OFFICERS." Amends Charlotte charter to allow chiefs of fire and police 
departments to prescribe rules and conditions for auxiliary police and firemen. 


H 474 #42Charlotte highway contracts MECKLENBURG 
Introducer: Mothershead To Local Government 2 


"TO AMEND THE CHARLOTTE CITY CHARTER TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF CHARLOTTE 
TO ENTER INTO CONTRACTS WITH THE NORTH CAROLINA DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION FOR 
THE REPAIR AND CONSTRUCTION OF CERTAIN STATE HIGHWAYS." Adds new Art. V to Ch. 
VII, Subchapter B of Charlotte City Charter to allow City Council to enter into 
written contract with Dep’t of Transportation for performance of work on streets 
outside city limits which are part of state highway system, including streets in 
another municipality.

Adds new GS Ch. 22C requiring prompt 
payment by contractor to subcontractor or _ supplier. Provides’ that 
"subcontractor" (defined as person contracting with contractor to improve real 
property by supplying labor or materials) is entitled to payment on performance 
in accordance with contract. Requires contractor, upon receiving payment from 
owner for work done by subcontractor, to make payment to subcontractor within 
three days. Specifies that payment by owner is not condition precedent for 
payment to subcontractor, however. Requires payment of interest (one and 
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one-half percent per month of unpaid balance) upon delay in payment to 
subcontractor exceeding three’ days. Exempts from coverage of chapter 
improvements to real property intended for residential purposes consisting of 
six or fewer units. Effective October 1, 1987.

"TO AFFECT THE TRANSFER OF RIGHTS TO PROPERTY IN RELATION TO LAND 
ACQUISITION AND PLANNING FOR FUTURE HIGHWAYS." Adds Art. 3B to GS Ch. 136 to 
allow the transfer of density credits and development rights under local zoning 
and subdivision ordinances when land is dedicated for road right-of-way. 
Provisions apply when tract of land within city or county zoning or subdivision 
control jurisdiction is proposed for subdivision or use under zoning or building 
permit and portion of tract is located within corridor for road on plan under GS 
136-66.2 or included in Transportation Improvement Program. Allows city or 
county to compel dedication of land within corridor pursuant to subdivision plat 
approval or grant of permit if allows applicant to transfer density credits 
attributable to dedicated right-of-way to contiguous land he owns. If applicant 
elects to dedicate eligible right-of-way, local unit may allow transfer of 
density credits to contiguous land or allow transfer of severable development 
rights to non-contiguous land in other areas. 

Authorizes city or county in its zoning and_ subdivision control 
ordinances to provide for transfer of severable development rights. Defines 
"severable development rights" as potential for improvement or subdivision of 
part or all of parcel of real property as permitted under zoning or subdivision 
ordinance, expressed in dwelling unit equivalents or other measures of 
development density or intensity that may be severed or detached from parcel 
from which they are derived and transferred to one or more other parcels located 
in receiving districts. If severable development rights are provided, local unit 
must convey deed for such rights to dedicator within 10 days after plat approval 
or. permit issuance, and deed must be recorded within 15 days of receipt. Right 
is treated as interest in real property, and upon transfer of deed, rights vest 
and become freely alienable. Severable development rights may be exercised only 
in receiving districts designated in zoning ordinance. If rights are exercised 
in conjunction with subdivision or development, plat may not be recorded or 
building occupied until rights conveyed back to local unit and extinguished. 

Adds GS _ 105-275(32) to exempt from property taxation severable 
development rights when severed and evidenced by recorded deed. 


H 477 Speech pathologist audiologist amendments GS 90 
Introducer: Payne To State Government 


"AMEND THE LICENSURE ACT FOR SPEECH AND LANGUAGE PATHOLOGISTS AND

adds failure to exercise a reasonable degree of professional skill and care in 
the delivery of professional services as grounds for suspension; (7) adds to 
acts made unethical by law, willfully harming a person in the delivery of 
services; treating a person who cannot reasonably be expected to benefit; 
charging a fee for treatment not rendered; providing services when not properly 
prepared or legally qualified to provide them; and guaranteeing the result of 
any procedure; (8) authorizes Board to file suit to restrain acts in violation 
of Article as well as seeking criminal enforcement; and (9) increases fees as 
follows: application fee from $25 to $30; examination fee from $25 to $30; 
initial license, renewal license, and temporary license fees from $25 to $40 and 
delinquency fee from $10 to $25. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


H 478 Lapsed power appointment tax GS 105 
Introducer: Wright To Judiciary 1 


"TO CLARIFY THE GIFT TAX EFFECT OF LAPSED GENERAL POWERS OF 
APPOINTMENT." Amends GS 105-188.1(b) to provide that lapse of general power of 
appointment during the life of the person with power is a relinquishment of the 
power; rule applies with respect to lapse of powers during any calendar year 
only to extent that interest in property which could have been appointed by 
exercise of lapsed power exceeds greater of $5,000 or 5% of aggregate value of 
interest in property out of which the exercise of lapsed power could be 
satisfied. 

Applies to general powers of appointment that lapse on or after ratification.

Introducer: Wright To Judiciary 1 


"TO CLARIFY THAT FOR RECURRING TAX PURPOSES THERE IS A CONCLUSIVE 
PRESUMPTION THAT PROPERTY INVOLVED IN THE PRIOR TRANSFER, OR ITS EQUIVALENT 
VALUE, IS A PART OF THE PRESENT DECEDENT’S ESTATE." Amends GS 105-14, regarding 
inheritance tax credit on property in estate of current decedent that was 
inherited within 5 years from prior decedent, to provide that in reporting 
property to Sec’y of Revenue, personal representative need not verify to Sec’y 
of Revenue that the property or its proceeds is part of present decedent’s 
estate.

"TO PROHIBIT THE ERECTION OF OUTDOOR ADVERTISING ON A PORTION OF U.S.

Does not apply to directional or official signs and notices, 
signs advertising sale or lease or real property upon which sign located, and 
signs advertising activities conducted on property on which sign is located.

"TO CHANGE THE PROCEDURE USED BY WAYNE COUNTY IN ALTERING THE STRUCTURE

153A-61 to allow Wayne Board of Comm’r’s to alter its structure without a 
referendum. Applicable only to resolutions approved on or before November 30,

Introducer: Hunter To Election Laws 


"TO PROVIDE A PROCEDURE FOR COUNTING WRITE-IN BALLOTS IN VOTING SYSTEMS 
WHERE BALLOTS ARE ELECTRONICALLY COUNTED." Amends GS 163-140 to provide that in 
election (not primary) where ballots are counted by electronic scanning device, 
ballot must contain adequate space for write-in vote under name of each 
candidate printed on ballot, square to be punched or marked for write-in voting, 
and must contain an instruction explaining to voter that to write in, he must 
write name of candidate under pre-printed name of candidate for that office and 
mark or punch the write-in square. Effective with respect to elections held on 
or after Sept... 1, 1987.

Allows 
Alamance-Caswell Area Mental Health, Mental Retardation and Substance Abuse 
Authority to enter into contracts for construction of building for programs of 
Vocational Trades of Alamance without meeting specification and bid provisions 
of Art. 8, GS Ch. 143. 


H 484 Burlington private sale ALAMANCE 
Introducer: Holt To Local Government 1 


"TO PERMIT THE CITY OF BURLINGTON TO CONVEY AT PRIVATE SALE TO THE 
ALLIED CHURCHES OF ALAMANCE COUNTY, INC., THE OLD CITY OF BURLINGTON POLICE 
BUILDING AND CERTAIN ADJACENT PROPERTIES." As title indicates; describes 
property that may be conveyed. 


H 485 Weapon purchase by law officer GS 20 
Introducer: Miller To Law Enforcement 


"TO ALLOW STATE LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS TO PURCHASE ANY WEAPON WORN OR 
CARRIED BY THE OFFICER WHEN THE STATE LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY CHANGES THE TYPE OF 
WEAPONS USED." Amends GS 20-187.2 to allow active law enforcement officer to 
purchase the weapon (now, the revolver) worn or carried by the officer when 
law-enforcement agency changes type of weapons. 


H 486 #£State fair exhibits bldg funds APPROPRIATIONS 
Introducer: Stamey To Agriculture 


"TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CONSTRUCTION OF A LIVESTOCK EXHIBIT BUILDING

Introducer: Plyler To Judiciary 4 


"TO PROMOTE THE USE OF AFFORDABLE HOUSING AND TO PROVIDE FOR FAIR 
ZONING REGULATION OF RESIDENTIAL MANUFACTURED HOMES AND FOR TAXATION OF 
MANUFACTURED HOMES AS REAL PROPERTY." Adds new sections GS 153A-341.1 and 
160A-381.1 prohibiting cities and counties from enacting or enforcing zoning or 
other ordinances excluding manufactured homes that otherwise meet requirements 
from being located on property zoned for single family dwellings. Permits 
cities and counties to enact ordinances necessary to make manufactured homes 
compatible with appearance and value of site-built homes in district, including 
ordinances establishing appearance criteria, requiring minimum square footage of 
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heated space, and requiring removal of moving hitch, wheels, and axles, but 
regulations may not have the effect of totally precluding manufactured homes 
from being located and used as permanent residences. Makes clear that section 
not applicable to restrictive covenants running with the land nor to historic 
wis tricts.

Amends GS 136-44.2 to allow Dep’t of 
Transportation to pay for traffic control measures it takes at major events 
(those involving 30,000 or more vehicles per day) involving high degree of 
traffic concentration on state highways when cost cannot be handled by regular 
budget. Amends GS 20-81.3 to allow Sec’y of Transportation to allocate up to 
$100,000 each fiscal year from Personalized Registration Plate fund, before any 
other transfers under GS 20-183(c), for purpose of traffic control at major 
events.

ae ot Risk retention act GS 58 
Introducer: Joe Johnson To Insurance 


"TO AMEND THE PRODUCT LIABILITY RISK RETENTION GROUP LAW BY REFLECTING 
THE FEDERAL RISK RETENTION AMENDMENTS OF 1986 IN ORDER TO CARRY OUT THE 
AUTHORITY GRANTED BY CONGRESS TO THE STATES." Rewrites Art. 40, GS Ch. 58 to 
regulate risk retention and purchasing groups in NC that are formed under 
federal Product Liability Risk Retention Act and its 1986 amendments. Provides 
that risk retention group (ass’n whose primary activity consists of assuming and 
spreading liability exposure of its group members, chartered and licensed as a 
liability insurance company, that has as its members only persons who have an 
ownership interest in the group and that has as its owners only persons who are 
members who are _ provided insurance by the risk retention group, whose members 
are engaged in businesses related with respect to the liability to which they 
are exposed by virtue of related business trade, product, or operations) seeking 
to be chartered in NC must be licensed as liability insurance company and must 
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submit plan of operation (bill specifies what plan is to include) to Comm’r of 
Insurance (Comm’r). Specifies that risk retention group not chartered in NC 
must abide by certain provisions to do business in state including: (1) submit 
plan of operations to Comm’r and designate Comm’r as process agent; C2), oatile 
financial information with Comm’r; (3) comply with laws regarding unfair claims 
settlements and deceptive trade practices; (4) submit to examination by Comm’r 
to determine financial condition under certain circumstances; (5) not solicit 
person who is not eligible for membership in group nor sell insurance when group 
is in hazardous financial condition. Provides that risk retention group may not 
be required to join insurance insolvency or guaranty fund, nor may it receive 
any benefit from such a fund. 

Provides that purchasing group (group that purchases liability insurance on a 
group basis, only for its group members, only to cover their related liability 
exposure ard is composed of members whose business activities are similar with 
respect to their liability because of related business, trade, or operations) is 
exempt from NC laws relating to creation of groups for purchase of insurance and 
those that prohibit providing to purchasing group advantages based on loss and 
expense experience not given to others with respect to rates. Requires 
purchasing groups that want to do business in NC to give notice to Comm’r (bill 
specifies what notice to include) and to designate Comm’r as legal process 
agent. Prohibits purchasing group from buying insurance from risk rentention 
group not chartered in NC or from group admitted in another state, unless 
purchase is through licensed agent acting under surplus lines cf that state. 

Authorizes Comm’r to make use of powers of GS Ch. 58 to enforce laws of NC so ~ 
long as not specifically preempted by federal law. Provides that risk retention 
group that violates Article is subject to civil penalties and restitution 
provisions of GS 58-9.7. Requires person acting as agent for risk retention 
group. who sells insurance coverage, solicits members in this state or otherwise 
does business in NC to be licensed by Comm’r. Provides that order of any US 
district court enjoining risk retention group from operating in any state 
because group is in hazardous financial condition is enforceable in NC courts. 


S 311 Fair Housing Act, amended GS 41A 
Introducer: Joe Johnson To Judiciary 2 


"TO CLARIFY THE FAIR HOUSING ACT." Amends GS 41A-5 to add provision 
defining violation of Fair Housing Act as_ follows: (1) Person intends to 
discriminate by act or failure to act. Intentional discrimination defined as 
commission of unlawful discriminatory housing practice motivated in whole or 
part by race, religion, or other protected classification. Intent may be 
established by direct or circumstantial evidence. (2) Person’s action or 
failure to act has effect, regardless of intent,:of discriminating against 
person of particular race, religion, or other protected classification, provided 
action or nonaction not motivated by compelling business necessity. 

Rewrites GS 41A-7(h)(2) to authorize Human Relations Council (Council) 
to bring civil action in superior court in own name or in own name on behalf of 
complainant. Amends GS 41A-7(j) to authorize award of actual and punitive 
damages to complainant when action brought by Council on behalf of complainant. 
Adds GS 41A-7 providing parties to civil action have right to jury trial. 


S 312 Early educational program APPROPRIATIONS, GS 143B 
Introducer: Conder To Children & Youth 


"TO ESTABLISH AN EARLY EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM FOR FOUR-YEAR-OLDS." Amends 
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GS Ch. 143B to establish Early Educational Program for four-year-olds in Dep’t 
of Human Resources, Child Day Care Section. Any day-care provider licensed or 
registered under GS Ch. 110 or who has fulfilled requirements of GS 110-106 or 
-106.1 (religious-sponsored day-care) may participate in Program if provider 
meets "AA" standards for program and parents’ involvement, has staff/child ratio 
of one to eight with maximum group size of 116, employs only teachers with 
qualifications specified by bill, and employs only aides who have either high 
school diploma or GED and one year experience working with four-year-olds. Care 
delivery system to be monitored for compliance by Child Day Care Section of 
Div’n of Facility Services. 

Provides for pilot phase of Program effective July 1, 1987, in a limited 
number of counties (but at least three) to permit evaluation. Child Day Care 
Comm’n to accept proposals from each board of county comm’rs throughout state, 
based on statement of standards in request for proposals issued by Comm’n by 
January 1, 1988. Comm’n to award contracts on basis of criteria including: 
ensuring representative sampling of counties, providing variety of programs and 
schedules, including representative proportion of low-income families, and 
providing health and developmental screening and referral for children. 

Establishes Advisory Committee to advise Child Day Care Comm’n concerning 
Program, composed of 13 members appointed by Comm'n for staggered 3-year terms, 
representing Dep’t of Public Instruction, Dep’t of Community Colleges, and 
various other agencies and professions, and including one parent of a 
four-year-old. 

Requires that Program be implemented in 12 additional counties by July 1, 
1989, including at least two counties from each of six planning areas. Provides 
that any child four years old on or before October 16, 1989 may be enrolled by 
parent in Program. Comm'n to establish sliding fee schedule for payments by 
parents for Program, based on income; if cost is 10% or less of parents’ income, 
they must pay full cost. Comm’n must adopt rules regarding Program and report 
in writing on Program to General Assembly by May 1, 1989. Requires independent 
evaluation of Program to be completed by May 1, 1989.

Corporation has all powers of business corporation, subject to 
following restrictions: (1) corporation may not incur secondary liability by 
guaranteeing or endorsing obligation of another; (2) corporation prohibited from 
making loan or investment in business unless business demonstrates financing 
application denied by at least two financial institutions; (3) corporation may 
not invest in business if invested funds will be used to acquire securities or 
substantially all of assets of another business, or its own securities, or if 
funds will be used to establish or expand production operations outside 
state. 

Board of directors required to establish investment committee. 
Corporation must, to maximum extent practicable, make investments as follows: 
(1) must be in NC investment businesses (defined as business with headquarters 
and principal business operations in state with gross income during immediately 
preceding fiscal year of less than $40 million) with potential to create jobs 
and otherwise aid state economy; (2) may not be in businesses engaged primarily 
in real estate development, acting as financial intermediary, construction 
contracts, public utilities, or retail sales (unless investment is in division 
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of business whose primary activity is not retail sales); (3) shall be in 
mezzanine finance (defined as investment in equity securities or subordinated 
debt of NC investment business); (4) total investments in any business may not 
exceed 10% of equity capital of the corporation. Within five years of receipt 
of capital, corporation shall invest at least 90% of total capital in 
investments meeting conditions set out above. Other funds may be invested in 
securities constituting marketable general obligations of state or subdivisions. 

Provides that corporation shall annually set aside as earned surplus at 
least 10% of net earnings until surplus equals one-half amount paid in on 
capital stock then outstanding, and surplus shall be maintained at this level. 

Requires corporation to report to Comm’r of Banks annually. Contains 
detailed provisions about contents of report. 

Sets period of duration of corporation at 50 years. Provides that if 
corporation fails to begin business within three years after effective date of 
charter, charter becomes null and void.

General Fund to The Winoca Foundation as title indicates; requires $40,000 in 
local matching funds.

S 367 Juvenile code amendments GS 7A, 
Introducer: Marvin To Children & Youth 


"TO STRENGTHEN THE STANDARDS REGARDING REMOVAL OF CHILDREN FROM THEIR HOMES AND 
TO MAKE OTHER CHANGES IN THE JUVENILE CODE." Makes numerous changes in GS Ch. 
7A, Art. 41 (Juvenile Code). Most of the significant changes are set out below: 

Interference with investigation. Authorizes DSS Director to seek 
district court order requiring juvenile’s parent to cooperate in investigation 
of abuse/neglect report. Court authorized to enter temporary ex parte order for 


good cause. Sets out procedure for seeking and issuance of order. Provides 
that order enforceable by contempt. 
Reasonable efforts. Requires that court ordering continued nonsecure 


custody of juvenile alleged to be abused, neglected, or dependent to make 
findings about whether DSS has made reasonable efforts to keep juvenile within 
home, or to promptly return juvenile to home. Specifies that finding reasonable 
efforts were not made does not preclude continued nonsecure custody if necessary 
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for child’s protection. Under some circumstances, court may find that absence 
of efforts was reasonable. Similar findings required for 
delinquent/undisciplined juveniles. , 

Endangered juvenile. Defines "endangered juvenile" as juvenile who is 
abused, neglected, or dependent, and who (1) has suffered or is suffering risk 
of serious physical injury, whether intentionally inflicted or caused by 
inadequate care; (2) has suffered or is suffering serious emotional damage 
caused by parent unwilling to authorize treatment; (3) has been abandoned; (4) 
has suffered or is suffering sexual abuse for which parent is responsible; (5) 
needs medical treatment for serious condition, and parent does not provide 
treatment; (6) needs placement because of inadequate parenting; or (7) is 
committing delinquent or criminal acts as result of parental action or 
nonaction. Authorizes court to place endangered juvenile with relative, private 
agency, DSS, or other suitable person based on specified findings. Juvenile may 
be returned home only by court order or provision in DSS written plan. 

New definition of neglected juvenile. Deletes language about juvenile 
living in environment injurious to welfare and adds juvenile who is committing 
delinquent, criminal, or undisciplined acts supported by parent, and juvenile 
who is at substantial risk of suffering serious emotional damage with parent 
unwilling to authorize or participate in treatment. 

Termination of parental rights. Requires adjudicatory hearing on 
termination of parental rights to be held within 90 days of service of petition, 
unless court finds good cause for delay. Limits court’s authority to grant 
continuances. Clarifies that burden of proof is on petitioner. Sets out 
factors court must consider in determining whether best interest of child 
requires termination. Amends grounds for termination by deleting abuse/neglect 
ground and substituting finding that child is endangered. Adds as new ground 
finding that child was previously adjudicated endangered and removed from home, 
has been outside home for more than one year, and that court has determined at 
subsequent review hearing that return to home is not in child’s best interest. 
Requires hearing on termination of parental rights to be held within 90 days 
after second or subsequent review hearing under GS 7A-657. 


Dispositional alternatives. Authorizes following dispositional 
alternatives: (1) Abused, neglected, or dependent child may be supervised in 
own home by DSS or placed in parent’s custody, or both. (2) Endangered child 
may be placed outside home, as discussed above. (3) Delinquent or 


undisciplined juvenile may be placed with relative or other person, may be 
placed in DSS custody, or may be placed in home with home supervision by court 
counselor. 

If court places child in DSS custody, DSS required to prepare detailed 
written plan setting out placement, services to be provided, and actions to be, 
taken by parent and DSS to facilitate return to home. Specifies authority of 
DSS Director and parent to consent to medical treatment. Requires dispositional 
order for juvenile removed from home to set date and time for six-month review 


hearing. Sets out findings required for placement in foster care facility. 
Review hearings. Sets out detailed provisions concerning review 


hearings, to be held every six months in cases in which juvenile is removed from 
custody of parents. Sets out findings required to be made on record at every 
hearing at which juvenile is not returned home. If juvenile was removed from 
home because of abuse, neglect, or dependency, court must order return to home 
if it finds at review hearing that return is in child’s best interest and that 
return is not likely to cause child to be endangered. Provides that if juvenile 
is not returned home at end of second (or subsequent) review hearing, court must 
direct guardian ad litem and petitioner to address issue of termination of 
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parental rights, with hearing to be held within 90 days. Authorizes court to 
order protective supervision for six months after juvenile is returned to home, 
with review hearing to be held at end of six month period. 

Applicable to petitions filed on or after, and review hearings held on 
or after, Jan. 1, 1988.

bade af Victims’ compensation changes (previous digest on p. 50) 

House committee substitute substantially revises bill. Generally, 
restructures Crime Victims’ Compensation Comm'n (Comm'n), shifts some authority 
from Comm’n to Director, creates Crime Victims’ Compensation Fund (Fund), and 
denies payment to victims if no money in Fund. 

Establishes Fund; provides surplus to be kept on deposit with State Treasurer 
and any surplus not to revert. If Fund is insufficient, compensation awarded to 
be delayed until sufficient money in Fund, and no further awards allowed until 
fund sufficient. Allows contribution to Fund through restitution ordered in 
discretion of trial judge as part of probation sentence, whether or not crime 
victim receives award from Fund (amends GS 15A-1343). 

Amends GS 15B-2(1) to include "medically related property" and to exclude 
lost or damaged property. Allows expenses for replacement services for 26-week 
(was, one year) period from date of injury. 

Comm’n to be composed of five members: one appointed by Governor, one by 
General Assembly on recommendation of Lt. Governor, one by General Assembly on 
recommendation of Speaker of House, one by Attorney General, and one by Sec’y of 
Crime Control and Public Safety. Comm’n to name Director on recommendation of 
Sec’y. 

Requires Director to decide award when claim not over $5000 (formerly, 
$3000), and report all awards to Comm’n. Director to recommend award to Comm’n 
if claim exceeds $5000 or involves future economic loss; Comm’n to decide award 
on basis of review of written evidence submitted to Comm’n by Director. 
Director must send each claimant written statement of decision, giving reasons. 
Dissatisfied claimant may commence contested case review under APA 
(Administrative Procedure Act, Art. 3, GS Ch. 150B). Allows granting of award 
that would benefit offender, accomplice, spouse, parent, child, or sibling of 
offender or accomplice (which previous version forbade) if Comm’n or Director 
finds it in the interest of justice. 

Amends hearing procedure (GS 15B-12) to provide that except as otherwise 
provided in section, evidence be taken in accordance with APA, and replaces 
references to "Comm'n" in subsections (c)-(h) with references to "administrative 
law judge." Allows consideration of any statement of loss to victim that trial 
court has included in its judgment in making award. 

Rewrites GS 15B-15 to delete provisions concerning attorney and witness fees 
and to require Director to notify in writing clerk of superior court of county. 
in which crime occurred of any award from Fund to victim. Clerk to place notice 
in case file of offender. 

Requires Director (was, Comm’n or Director) to pay service provider directly 
on behalf of claimant. Amends GS 15B-18 to provide that Fund (now, State) is 
subrogated to claimant’s rights concerning economic loss if compensation from 
Fund is awarded. 

Effective July 1, 1987, but victims of crimes occurring on or after that date 
to be eligible for awards only if 1987 General Assembly appropriates money for 
Fund.

(2) 
Provides that of persons appointed to Licensing Board by General Assembly on 
recommendation of President of Senate, one person shall be licensed under Ch. 
74D and one person shall be a public member; makes same change for persons 
appointed on recommendation of Speaker of House.

designee, will expire June 30, 1987. Contains detailed provisions about 
phase-in of staggered terms for Board members. (4) Deletes provisions 
pertaining to criminal record of employees and new ground for suspension or 
revocation of license.

provisions except #4 above (concerning expiration of Board terms), which is 
effective on ratification.

assets to Retirement Fund. Sets amount of monthly pensions and disabilit: 
benefits. Effective July 1, 1987. 


H 585 Respiratory Care Practice Act GS 90 
Introducer: Nye To State Government 


"TO REGULATE THE PRACTICE OF RESPIRATORY CARE." Adds new Art. 25 to G 
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Ch. 90 to provide for licensing of practitioners of respiratory care (care of 
patients with cardiopulmonary problems under qualified medical director). 
Creates State Board of Respiratory Care composed of seven members appointed by 
Governor for 4-year staggered terms. Board to examine, license, and renew 
licenses of qualified applicants. 

For license, applicant must complete approved 4-year high school course of 
study and respiratory care educational program, and pass examination. Board may 
license applicant who is currently licensed in other jurisdiction or holds 
credentials conferred by National Board for Respiratory Care. Sets fees: $40 
for license application, $75 for examination, and $25 for 6-month temporary 
permit. 

Grandfather clause: Requires Board to license applicant who has passed 
examination administered by Joint Review Committee for Respiratory Therapy 
Education, or who is currently practicing and has at least one year’s 
experience. Provides for 18-month temporary license for other current 
practitioners. 

Makes violations of bill’s provisions misdemeanor punishable by up to. six 
months imprisonment and/or fine up to $1,000. Violations include: practicing 
respiratory care unless licensed, fraudulently obtaining or selling license, and 
practicing with invalid license.

Rewrites GS 65-63 to provide that 
cemetery may not advertise a perpetual care fund in connection with sale of its 
property unless amount deposited in fund is equal to not less than $45 (now, not 
less than $25 nor more _ than $45) per grave space, niche, or mausoleum crypt 
sold; allows cemetery to require a perpetual care deposit for grave memorial 
marker so long as same assessment is uniformly applied to all grave markers 
installed in cemetery. Amends GS 65-66(m) to provide that purchaser may cancel 
contract for sale of personal property or performance of services within 30 days | 
after execution (now, may cancel any time before property delivered or services 
performed). Effective July 1, 1987. 


HY 567 Motor vehicle dealer definition GS 20 
Introducer: Miller To Finance 


"TO CORRECT THE DEFINITION OF MOTOR VEHICLE DEALER IN CHAPTER 20 OF THE 
GENERAL STATUTES." Defines "motor vehicle dealer" as person engaged in selling 
motor vehicles or (now, "and") person with sales and service contract with 
manufacturer or distributor for retail sale.

Repeals GS Ch. 90, Art. 24, and adds Art. 24A 
establishing mechanism for regulation and licensure of professional counselors. 
Contains following major _ provisions: (1) Establishes Board of Licensed 
Professional Counselors, with seven members to be appointed by Governor. Sets 
out detailed provisions concerning eligibility requirements for Board members, 
and concerning Board operation and duties. (2) Practice of counseling defined 
to include counseling on personal problems and goals, testing and assessment, 
consulting, and referral and research activities. Persons engaging in 
counseling activities performed within scope of other regulated professions 
(includes school counselors, ministers, counselor-interns, and _ others) 
specifically exempted from coverage of bill.

90-337(b)(3). (4) Requires Board to grant license to applicants with Master’s 
degree from accredited school (with course work in relevant area) with two 
year’s supervised experience. Provides doctoral degree in counseling will 
satisfy experience requirement. Exempts applicants engaged in practice of 
counseling before effective date of Article from educational requirements set 
out above. (5) Allows Board to refuse to license, or to suspend or revoke 
license, if person is convicted of certain crimes, is found to be guilty of 
gross unprofessional conduct or incompetence, is unable to perform counseling 
functions because of physical or mental impairment, or has engaged in other 
undesirable conduct set out in Article. Authorizes Board to seek injunctive 
relief in superior court to restrain violation of Article. Effective July 1,

"TQ ESTABLISH THE PUBLIC SCHOOL FACILITIES LOAN FUND, TO AUTHORIZE THE 
ISSUANCE OF $1.5 BILLION DOLLARS IN BONDS OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO APPROVAL BY 
THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE STATE AT A BOND ELECTION, TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR 
PUBLIC SCHOOL FACILITIES THROUGH LOANS TO COUNTIES, AND TO AMEND CERTAIN GENERAL 
AND SPECIAL LAWS." Authorizes the State, upon voter approval, to issue up to 
$1.5 billion in state general obligation bonds, with the proceeds to be used to 
make loans to counties for public school facilities. Directs that referendum be 
held on date selected by Governor, not later than Nov. 8, 1988. 

Permits counties to apply to Local Government Comm’n for loans of bond 
proceeds, and sets out procedures for Comm’n review and approval of such 
applications. Permits counties to secure repayment of such loans in one of 
three ways: (1) with voter approval, pledging proceeds of one or more of the 
local sales and use taxes; (2) with voter approval, pledging its faith and 
credit (and thereby its property tax); and (3) assigning other revenues, 
including state-shared revenues, so long as such an assignment does not 
constitute a pledge of faith and credit. Makes the third method of security 
available only to counties below 80th percentile in average per capita income in 
previous five years or to counties below 80th percentile in adjusted per pupil 
property tax base in previous five years. Permits loan agreement between state 
and county, if third method of security used, to permit Sec’y of Revenue to 
withhold amounts owed under agreement from distributions of state-shared 
revenues to county. 

Provides for issuance of state bonds, and sets out procedures for 
approval of loan agreements by county comm’rs and voters. Makes conforming 
amendments to intangibles tax statute, Local Gov’t Bond Act, and Local Gov’t 
Budget and Fiscal Control Act. Conforming amendments made conditional on state 
voter approval of bond issue.

Introducer: Beard (Iden. S 463) To Insurance 


"TO PROVIDE FOR STANDARDS FOR FINANCIAL GUARANTY INSURANCE." Requires 
writers of financial guaranty insurance in NC to be licensed by and subject to 
regulation by Comm’r of Insurance. Defines financial guaranty insurance as the 
insurance of general and special obligation municipal bonds, industrial revenue 
bonds, corporate and limited partnership obligations of not more than 10 years’ 
duration, pass through securities of not more than 5 years duration, 
governmental leases, and other debt instruments or obligations found by the 
Comm’r to be substantially similar to the above. Excludes such kinds of 
insurance as public official bonds, payment and performance bonds, surety bonds, 
court bonds, and credit unemployment insurance. 

Requires that Comm’r approve insurer's plan of operation as a condition 
of licensing and establishes minimum requirements for such insurers for paid-in 
capital, paid-in surplus, contingency reserve, and unearned premium reserve. 
Establishes minimum amounts of policyholders’ surplus for such insurers and 
requires insurers to limit exposure to loss to specified levels. Sets terms 
under which insurer may receive credit for reinsurance as an asset. 
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Requires that policy forms be approved by the Comm’r and establishes 
certain required terms of such policies. Requires that rates be filed with 
Comm’r and thereafter not be deviated from. Establishes timetable under which 
insurers now doing such business in NC may continue to do so without becoming 
licensed or while becoming licensed. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


H 658 Long-term care insurance GS 58 
Introducer: Beard (Iden. S 462) To Insurance 


"TO PROVIDE FOR STANDARDS FOR LONG-TERM CARE INSURANCE." Adds new GS 
Chap. 58, Art. 42 regulating long-term care insurance. Act applies to new and 
renewed long-term care policies issued for delivery after Sept. 1, 1987, but 
does not apply to Medicare supplement insurance or any policy not offered as 
long-term care insurance. Defines "long-term care insurance" as any policy 
providing coverage for at least 12 consecutive months for health care provided 
in a setting other than an acute care unit of a hospital, but excluding Medicare 
supplement insurance and basic hospital, surgical, confinement, major medical, 
disability income, accident, specified disease or accident, or limited benefit 
health coverage. Provides that out-of-state group product may be offered to NC 
resident if Comm’r of Insurance or insurance regulator of the other state has 
determined that their requirements are substantially similar to those adopted in 
NC. 

Disclosure and performance’ standards. Gives Comm’r rule-making 
authority to set standards for full and fair disclosure of policy terms. 
Prohibits termination of long-term care insurance due to age or deterioration of 
health, and provides that no new waiting period can be imposed except where the 
insured individual increases benefits. "Pre-existing condition". cannot be more 
restrictive than that defined in the act, as the existence of symptoms that 
would cause an ordinarily prudent person to seek diagnosis, care or treatment, 
or a condition for which medical advice or treatment was recommended by or 
received 6 months preceding the effective date of coverage if over 65, or 24 
months if under 65. Coverage for a loss or confinement may be denied for a 
pre-existing condition if loss or confinement occurred within 6 months of 
effective date of coverage of insured individual over age 65 or within 24 months 
of effective date of coverage of insured individual under age 65. Comm’r 
authorized to extend these limitation periods. Insurer may solicit complete 
health history of applicant for insurance. No long-term insurance policy that 
provides benefits only following institutionalization shall condition such 
benefits upon admission to a facility for the same or related conditions within 
a period of less than 30 days after discharge from the institution. Comm’r may 
make rules establishing loss ration standards for long-term care policies. 
Individual has right to return policy within 10 days of delivery, or within 30 
days if obtained pursuant to a direct response, for any reason. Specifies 
minimum requirements for description of policy to be provided to insured, and 
for certificate issued pursuant to a group long-term policy. 

Facilities, services, and conditions defined. Provides that whenever 
long-term insurance policies provide coverage for the following facilities, 
services, or physical or mental conditions, they are defined as in the act: 
chore, combination home, domiciliary home, family care home, group home for 
developmentally disabled adults, home for the aged and disabled, home health 
services, homemaker services, nursing home, respite care-institutional, respite 
care-non-institutional. If policy covers organic brain disorder syndrome, it 
must cover Alzheimer’s disease. Effective Sept. 1, 1987.

1987-88 from General Fund to cited organization for purchase and maintenance of 
equipment for early disease and chronic illness detection. Effective July 1,

Establishes cited Committee 
with authority to (1) advise Comm’n with respect to biology and ecology of 
endangered, threatened, and special concern species; (2) investigate and make 
recommendations to Comm’n as_ to the status of such species; (3) set upaa 
Scientific council of experts to evaluate status of species that are candidates 
for list; (4) after considering Scientific Council’s report on a candidate 
species, to propose to Comm’n that a species be added to or removed from a 
protected animal list; (5) develop and present to  Comm’n,management and 
conservation practices for preserving species on lists; (6) recommend critical 
habitat areas for protection or acquisition; (7) advise Comm’n on matters Comm'n 
submits to it involving technical zoological questions or development of 
regulations. 

Unlawful act; penalties. Makes it unlawful to take, possess, sell, 
etc. for any purpose any protected wild animal, except as authorized by Comm’n’s 
regulations. Violation punishable by fine of not less than $100 for a first 
conviction and $500 for a subsequent conviction. 

Effective July 1, 1987, except that penalty provisions do not apply to 
acts committed prior to Oct. 1, 1987.

"TO PERMIT REAL ESTATE LICENSE SURRENDER, TO SIMPLIFY RECOVERY FUND 
CLAIMS, AND TO MAKE CERTAIN VIOLATIONS OF THE TIME SHARE ACT CRIMINAL OFFENSES." 
Amends GS 93A-6, -16 through -23, -40, -54,-56 and -58. Permits licensee accused 
of misconduct subjecting such person to disciplinary action to surrender license 
for a period of time established by NC Real Estate Comm’n. Comm’n authorized to 
adopt rules for administration and payment of money held in real estate recovery 


fund. If fund amount is less than $50,000 on Dec. 31 of any year, Comm’n may 
assess additional amount of $10 per broker and $5 per salesman for renewal of 
license. Provides grounds for recovery by a person suffering a loss by 


conversion of trust funds by a _ real estate broker or salesman from Comm'n. 
"Trust funds" defined to include earnest money deposits, down payments, sales 
proceeds, tenant security deposits, undisbursed rents and other money belonging 
to others and held by brokers or salesmen. Comm’n authorized to proceed upon 
application and defend such action on behalf of the fund. Applications for 
payment from the fund to be heard and decided by a majority of Comm’n members. 
Authorizes Comm’n to make pro-rata distributions from fund if insufficient funds 
exist to pay all claims. Reasonable attorney’s fees may be allowed by Comm'n if 
payment under $1,500 from fund. Makes failure of time-share developer to obtain 
registration of time share project or to offer sale of time shares without first 
designating a time-share registrar a Class I felony. 


S 481 Nonprofit directors immunity GS 55A 
Introducer: Rand To Judiciary 4 


"TO PROVIDE MEMBERS OF BOARDS OF DIRECTORS OF NONPROFIT CORPORATIONS 
WITH IMMUNITY FROM CERTAIN LAWSUITS." Adds new GS 55A-28.3 providing that 
members of board of directors of nonprofit corporation are immune from civil 
liability for actions in the scope of business, if members are unpaid, or 
receive only minimal compensation or reimbursement for expenses. Immunity is 
subject to following exceptions: (1) actions brought against directors under GS 
55A-28.1; (2) members’ and directors’ derivative actions under GS 55A-28.2; and 
(3) actions based on conduct amounting to willful, wanton, or gross negligence 
in performance of duties. Specifies immunity is personal to board members, does 
not extend to corporation. 
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S 482 Candidate withdrawal approval GS 163 
Introducer: Conder To Election Laws 


"TO ELIMINATE THE REQUIREMENT THAT THE COUNTY BOARD OF ELECTIONS MUST 
APPROVE THE WITHDRAWAL OF ANY CANDIDATE IN A SINGLE COUNTY ELECTION." Amends GS 
163-114 to delete language providing that vacancy in candidacy for office in 
Single-county district arising from cause other than death may be filled by 
county executive committee of relevant political party only upon approval of 
county board of elections. ® 


S 483 Voter purge process rewritten GS 163 
Introducer: Conder To Election Laws 


"TO PROVIDE FOR PURGING THE VOTER REGISTRATION OF PERSONS AFTER EACH 
NON-PRESIDENTIAL GENERAL ELECTION WHO FAILED TO VOTE IN THE SECOND PRECEDING 
PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION, AND TO MAKE IT EASIER FOR PERSONS TO REMAIN VOTERS IF 
THEY FAIL TO VOTE." Amends GS 163-69 to direct purging of voters from 
registration books as follows: (1) after each presidential election, county 
elections board (board) to purge names of persons registered to vote in last two 
presidential elections and who did not vote in either such election nor in any 
election between the two presidential elections; and (2) during the period Nov. 
15, 1987 to Dec. 31, 1987, and thereafter after each biennial election for 
General Assembly members in a non-presidential year, board to purge names of 
persons registered to vote in last two presidential elections and who did not 
vote in most recent election nor in any election between two most recent 
presidential elections. Before making purge, board must send postcard (now, 
postcard or other communication) to such voter, who may return it and thereby 
avoid purge. 

Amends GS 163-69 to require board in all counties to provide to two 
principal political parties in such county list of persons to whom purge notice 
has been sent. (Now, permits notifying parties of such list and allowing them 
to copy it.)

"TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR MAINTENANCE OF THE BOLL WEEVIL ERADICATION 
PROGRAM." Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture $278,351 for 
fiscal 1987-88 and $75,688 for fiscal 1988-89 for a monitoring and surveillance 
program to prevent boll weevil re-infestation in cotton-producing areas where 
the eradication program has been’ successfully completed. Effective July 1, 
1987. 


S 486 Phosphate severance tax GS 105 
Introducer: Thomas To Finance 


"TO LEVY A SEVERANCE TAX ON THE MINING OF PHOSPHATE ROCK." Adds new 
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Art. 8F to Ch. 105. Imposes excise tax on all phosphate rock severed from soil 
or water in NC, at 1987 base rate of $2.23 per ton, with 1988 and subsequent 
rates to be base rate multiplied by Dep’t of Revenue adjustment specified in GS 
105-228.39. Dep’t of Revenue to calculate base rate adjustment factor using 
formula specified in act and based on changes in annual producer price index 
forphosphates. Producers to file quarterly returns showing. location of site 
where phosphate severed, gross quantity, gross value, and other information as 
required by Sec’y. 75% of proceeds of tax collected under the act to be 
distributed to Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development for 
pollution identification and restoration programs, 15% to Dep’t of Natural 
Resources and Community Development Marine Fisheries Division to establish 
aquaculture program, and 10% to Beaufort County for land restoration and 
reclamation. Effective as to phosphate rock severed on or after Oct. 1, 1987. 


S 487 #Military motor vehicle offenses GS 20 
Introducer: Barnes To Judiciary 1 


"TO MAKE CERTAIN MILITARY MOTOR VEHICLE CONVICTIONS COUNT TOWARDS 
CIVILIAN DRIVERS LICENSE SUSPENSIONS AND REVOCATION." Amends GS 20-16(a)(8b) to 
authorize Div’n of Motor Vehicles to suspend drivers’ license of person who 
violates military regulation on military installation, provided conduct would 
result in mandatory revocation of license under GS 20-17 if committed outside 
the installation. (Now, conduct must amount’ to impaired driving under GS 
20-138.1). Effective July 1, 1987. 


S 488 Community college trustee terms GS 115D 
Introducer: Tally (Iden. H 654) To Higher Education 


"TQ EXTEND THE TERMS OF OFFICE OF TRUSTEES IN THE COMMUNITY COLLEGE 
SYSTEM AND TO PROVIDE FOR STAGGERED TERMS OF APPOINTMENTS." Identical to H 654, 
digested on p. 392. 


S 489 State Treasurer investments GS 147 
Introducer: Rauch To Pensions & Retirement 


"TO EXPAND AND CLARIFY THE INVESTMENT AUTHORITY OF THE STATE 
TREASURER." Amends GS 147-69.1 (investment of fund balances in General and 
Highway Funds) to allow (or clarify authority regarding) following additional 
investments: obligations of the Student Loan Marketing Ass’n; repurchase 
agreements; asset-backed securities carrying the highest rating of at least one 
nationally recognized rating agency and no such rating below highest grade; and 
corporate bonds or notes with highest rating from at least one nationally 
recognized rating agency and no,such rating below highest grade. Also amends GS 
147-69.1 to permit up to five percent of cash balance of General or Highway Fund 
to be invested in limited partnerships managed primarily to invest in venture 
capital or corporate buyout transactions. 

Amends GS 147-69.2 (investment of special funds) to permit investment 
in obligations of companies or other organizations or entities, operating either 
inside or outside US, bearing one of three highest ratings from national rating 
agency and no such rating below three highest (now, only domestic companies) and 
asset-backed securities that are nationally rated and do not carry rating below 
top three. Redefines circumstances under which retirement system assets may be 
invested in common and preferred stock and limits amount of such investments so 
that book value of stock no more than 50% of book value of all invested assets 
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of a system (now, "total" value of stocks may not exceed 25% of "total" value of 
invested assets). Makes conforming amendments to GS 147-69.3. 


S 490 Local occupancy taxes authorized SA A Ub 
Introducer: Rauch To Finance 


"TO AUTHORIZE CITIES AND COUNTIES TO LEVY OCCUPANCY TAXES." Enacts new 
GS 105, Art. 43 permitting counties (and, in some circumstances, cities) to levy 
occupancy taxes. Tax is levied as a percentage of the gross receipts of rooms, 
lodging, etc. subject to sales tax, and the act permits no exceptions to the 
tax. Provides for administration by Sec’y of Revenue. 

Counties. Permits counties to levy tax at a rate of 1%, 2%, or 3%, at 
option of county commissioners. Directs quarterly distribution of tax proceeds, 
minus refunds and state’s costs of collection, to county of collection and 
cities therein, on same basis as sales tax distributed in that county. Does not 
earmark use of tax proceeds. 

Cities. Permits, cities to ievy" tax, at rate of: 17,°22,. er 325i 
county has no tax, either under this Art. or local act; if county levies tax 
under this Art. but at less than 3%, city may levy at rate sufficient to bring 
combined rate to 3%. Provides that proceeds of city tax to be distributed to 
that city and does not earmark their use. Provides that if city levies tax, and 
then county subsequently levies tax under this Art., city tax suspended to 
extent necessary to limit combined tax to 3%; if city levies tax and then county 
subsequently levies tax under local act, city tax automatically repealed. 

Existing occupancy taxes. Does not repeal existing local acts 
authorizing occupancy taxes, but county may not levy tax under both this act and 
local act. Provides that if county levies tax under this act, local act levy 
automatically repealed. Provides that county levying tax under this act may 
either continue or abolish special boards established to expend proceeds under 
local act and may, if such board continued, appropriate proceeds to board. 
Provides that if city levies tax under local act and county subsequently levies 
tax under this act, city tax automatically repealed. 

Effective August 1, 1987, except provisions permitting separate city 
taxes effective Nov. 1, 1987. 


S 491 Maximum cost to administer estate GS 7A 
Introducer: Rauch To Finance 


"TO LIMIT THE COSTS TO BE ASSESSED FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE GENERAL COURT 
OF JUSTICE IN THE ADMINISTRATION OF ESTATES TO THREE THOUSAND DOLLARS, 
REGARDLESS OF THE VALUE OF THE GfOSS ESTATE." Amends GS 7A-307(a)(2) and

"TO EXEMPT PREMIUMS RECEIVED PURSUANT TO CERTAIN DEFERRED COMPENSATION 
PLANS FROM GROSS PREMIUMS TAX." Amends GS 105-228.5 to add Internal Revenue 
Code Sec. 457 plans to list of deferred compensation plans for which premiums 
are exempt from gross premiums tax under statute. Effective for taxable years 
beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1987. 


S 494 Telephone access for handicapped APPROPRIATION, GS 143B 
Introducer: W. Hunt To Commerce 


"TO ENSURE THAT THE HEARING— AND SPEECH-IMPAIRED HAVE ACCESS TO BASIC 
TELEPHONE SERVICE." New GS 143B-216.7 establishes communications services 
program for hearing and speech impaired within Dep’t of Human Resources, to be 
developed and administered by NC Council for Hearing Impaired under 143B-213. 
Sets out duties of Council, including contracting, developing programs, 
coordinating programs with state and local agencies and affected telephone 
companies, obtaining and expending federal grant money or donations from other 
public or private source, devising certification procedures for identifying 
persons as hearing or speech impaired, and rulemaking, consistent with statute. 

Establishes within State Treasurer Office a Telecommunication Devices 
for the Deaf Trust Fund, to include appropriations, grants, and donations. 
Provides monies not expended on current obligations shall be invested by Dep’t 
of Administration, with interest deposited in fund or expended by Council. 
Limits permissible expenditures of fund. Appropriates $750,000 for fiscal 
1987-88 from General Fund to Office of State Treasurer for Fund. 

Directs Council to develop and implement schedule for purchase and 


distribution of devices required by Act, and specifies that maximum of 
one-third of estimated number of needed devices may be purchased or distributed 
during fiscal 1987-88. Council is responsible for establishing performance 


standards for telecommunications devices (TDD’s), ring signaling devices, and 
volume control handsets, and for choosing equipment to be purchased for 
distribution. This equipment is to be subleased to qualifying recipients 
without cost for maximum of five years, with renewal permitted. 

Requires following agencies to purchase and operate specified number of 
TDD’s: (1) county sheriff’s department, (2) at lest one hospital per county, (3) 
all 911 emergency number systems and all agencies receiving automatically routed 
calls through 911 system. Agencies required to obtain TDD’s required to operate 
and staff equipment on 24-hour basis. Provides agencies may buy equipment from 
Council, or buy identical equipment privately. 

Directs Council to study implementation of dual party relay system in 
state. Defines dual party relay system as procedure permitting deaf, hearing, 
or speech impaired TDD user to communicate with intermediary party, who orally 
relays message to third party. Requires report to presiding officers of General 
Assembly by May 1, 1988. 

Appropriates $56,969 for fiscal 1987-88 from General Fund to Div’n of 
Vocational Rehabilitation Services for implementation of act. 

Effective July 1, 1987.

that whenever law requires that person be fingerprinted and that two sets of 
fingerprints be sent to SBI, SBI must send one set of fingerprints to Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 

Amends GS 15A-1382 to (a) provide that reports of dispositions required 
to be made to SBI must be sent within 30 days (now 60 days) after disposition; 
(b) directs clerks of superior court to make such reports; and (C) directs Dep’t 
of Correction to send SBI information about admission to prison, escape from 
prison, execution, death, release from prison, pardon, commutation, parole, 
parole eligibility, or discharge of every person sentenced to prison for any 
felony or for a misdemeanor covered by a plan under GS 15A-1383.

"PROVIDING FOR PROTECTING THE PUBLIC FROM INACTIVE HAZARDOUS SUBSTANCE 
AND WASTE DISPOSAL SITES AND OTHER PURPOSES." Adds new GS 130A-310 setting up a 
procedure for identification by the Dep’t of Human Resources of inactive 
hazardous substance and waste disposal sites, a ranking of those sites in terms 
of remedial action plans needed, and the development of information needed by he 
General Assembly to provide state assistance for remedial action in addition to 
that available from the federal government. Provides that key terms such as 
"hazardous substance, "inactive hazardous substance or waste disposal site," 
release" of contaminants, "remedial action", and "removal" have meanings 
assigned in Comprehensive Environmental Response, Compensation, and Liability 
Act of 1980, PL 96-510, as amended. ; 

Directs Sec’y of Human Resources to compile list of inactive hazardous 
substance or waste disposal sites based on data submitted by parties responsible 
for the site and data gathered directly by Dep’t, which data is to include any 


evidence of release of contaminants from the. site. Prescribes detailed 
timetable for implementing this requirement, culminating in following reports to 
General Assembly: (1) at session two years after act’s effective date and 


biennially thereafter, Sec’y to report list of sites representing potential for 
release of contaminants, together with estimated budget for continued monitoring 
of sites and development of remedial action plans; (2) annual reports beginning 
four years after act’s effective date ranking sites in terms of (a) those 
eligible for action under PL 96-510, (b) those undergoing voluntary cleanup with 
Dep’t approval, and (c) those requiring state funding to implement remedial 
action plans. 

After Sec’y determines that an inactive site warrants remedial action, 
requires owner of site to record notice of that determination in office of 
register of deeds of county in which site is located in accordance with 
post-closure requirements of Resource Conservation and Recovery Act of 1976, 42 
USC 6901; provides for recordation of cleanup notice in same manner after 
cleanup satisfactorily completed. Directs Sec’y to help owners develop remedial 
action plans that comply with cleanup standards of Superfund Amendments and 
Reauthorization Act of 1986, PL 99-499, and requires Sec’y to approve proposed 
remedial action plans after notice and public hearing. 

Sets out procedure for Sec’y to obtain data necessary to evaluate 
inactive site when party responsible for the site fails to supply adequate data, 
requiring responsible party to reimburse state for cost. Includes safeguards 
for bona fide purchasers without reasonable basis for knowing site was 
hazardous, and contamination by third parties without fault on part of owner or 
operator. 

Directs Sec’y to oversee development and implementation of remedial 
action plans and to coordinate state action with federally-funded efforts. 

Authorizes Legislative Research Comm’n to establish task force to study 
inactive hazardous substance and waste disposal site remediation and to report 
to 1989 General Assembly. 

Provides that all activities required by act depend on revenues from 
hazardous waste annual fees and charges, not to exceed $250,000 for first two 
years of program and from any specific appropriation for purpose of implementing 
act.

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S 564 Merger of migrant housing laws APPROPRIATION, GS 95,130A 
Introducer: W. Hunt To Judiciary 2 


"TO CONSOLIDATE THE REGULATION OF MIGRANT HOUSING AND TO SET FORTH THE 
POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE COMMISSIONER OF LABOR DEALING WITH THE REGULATION OF 
MIGRANT HOUSING." Adds new GS Ch. 95, Art. 19, entitled "Migrant Working 
Housing Act of North Carolina", generally giving Comm’r of Labor both 
health-related and OSHA-related regulatory authority over housing provided for 
migrant workers in agriculture and construction industries. Repeals GS Ch. 
130A, Art. 8, Part 5, which now provides for sanitary regulation of migrant 
housing by Comm’n for Health Services with inspection by local health 
departments. 

Expands definitions of "migrant" to include construction workers and 
"migrant housing" to include campsites and boats. Restates and elaborates 
Sanitary regulatory authority now contained in GS Ch. 130A. Requires operators 
of migrant housing to register with Dep’t of Labor and specifies detailed 
procedures for doing so. Spells out Comm’rs authority to enforce sanitary and 
OSHA regulations affecting migrant housing, and prescribes detailed procedure 
for issuing citations for violations. 

Adds provisions giving migrants right to participate in development of 
standards, right to request inspection and consult with Comm’rs agents during 
inspection of housing, and protecting migrant from discharge or discrimination 
for filing complaint or causing proceedings to be instituted under Article. 
Declares void as against public policy agreements by migrants purporting to 
waive or modify rights under Article except waivers in favor of Dep’t. 

Provides for enforcement of Article by civil penalties ranging from $50 
for violations "adjudged not to be of a serious nature," up: to $10,000 for 
willful or repeated violations. Makes it a misdemeanor punishable by maximum 
$10,000 fine or six months imprisonment, or both, to knowingly make false 
statement in documents filed pursuant to Article. Provides for appeal of 
citations to Safety and Health Review Board, and for judicial review under 
Administrative Procedure Act. 

Authorizes Comm’r to enter into agreements with federal agencies and 
with other state agencies and local governments for administration of Article. 

Directs Comm'n for Health Services to adopt standards concerning 
Sanitation and safety of water supply and sewage collection and disposal 
facilities of migrant housing, and, if operator so requests, directs Dep’t of 
Human Resources to inspect and certify migrant housing for conformance with such 
standards. 

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Labor $431,930 for fiscal 
1987-88 and $453,527 for fiscal 1988-89 to implement Act. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1988, except that Comm’r may begin rulemaking 

procedure, and education, and training programs as soon as act is ratified.

Adds new GS Ch. 106, 
Art. 38A, "Cotton Warehouse Act." Authorizes Comm’r of Agriculture to 
investigate and determine whether warehouses are suitable for cotton storage, to 
conduct investigations of daily operations of licensed warehouses, to prescribe 
duties of warehousemen regarding care for stored cotton, to issue licenses for 
warehouse operation, and to otherwise administer and enforce the Act. Persons 
applying for license to conduct a warehouse must post bond, and agree to 
maintain casualty insurance on cotton stored in warehouse. Annual licensing 
procedure established, with $100 annual fee. License may be revoked upon showing 
that “unreasonable or exorbitant charges have been made for service rendered." 
Authorizes Comm’r to issue licenses to classify, grade and weigh stored cotton, 
and allows Comm’r to revoke same, using established federal standards. 
Specifies contents of receipts for cotton stored in licensed warehouses. 
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Requires warehouseman to deliver stored cotton upon demand by holder of receipt 
without unnecessary delay. Sets forth record keeping requirements, and makes 
records subject to inspection by Comm’r. Inspectors bonded for at least $5,000. 
Provides violations of license provisions or conversion of stored cotton 
constitute misdemeanor (apparently intends felony) punishable by up to $10,000 
fine or double the value of products involved (if value exceeds $10,000), and/or 
imprisonment of up to 10 years, with owner of products reimbursed by fine. 
Makes false representation of sample or fraudulent classification, grading, or 
weighing a misdemeanor punishable by up_ to $500 fine and/or up to 6 months 
imprisonment. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. FS 


S 605 State employees pay policy GS 126 
Introducer: Taft To State Personnel 


"TO CREATE A PAY POLICY FOR STATE EMPLOYMENT UNDER CHAPTER 126 OF THE 
GENERAL STATUTES AND TO REVISE THE MERIT PAY SYSTEM IN EFFECT FOR STATE 
EMPLOYEES SUBJECT TO THAT £CHAPTER." Amends GS 126-7 to establish 
performance-based compensation system for State employees. Provides that 
compensation "shall be sufficient to recruit, reward, and retain a competent 
work force." Requires compensation plans to be established and maintained by 
the State Personnel Comm’n. Comm'n to make annual compensation surveys (which 
include the economic value of fringe benefits), and Governor to make annual 
salary appropriation requests based on that survey, relevant economic 
conditions, and internal equity. Governor’s pay recommendations may include 
appointed and elected officials not subject to State Personnel Act. Comm’n to 
review and approve each agency’s job performance evaluation system, which links 
pay to performance. Employees whose performance is unsatisfactory shall not 
receive performance awards; awards to employees authorized in graduated amounts 
for performance above satisfactory level. Agency with deficient evaluation 
system to be reported to Governor, Lt. Governor, and Speaker of the House. 
Longevity pay system to be administered separately. Effective July 1, 1988. 


S 606 Clean drinking water fund APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Taft To Appropriations 


"TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ESTABLISH THE CAROLINA CLEAN DRINKING WATER 
FUND AND FUND ITS INITIAL OPERATING EXPENSES." Appropriates $3.150,000 for 
fiscal 1987-88 from the General Fund to Div’n of Health Services, Environmental 
Health Section only if S 286 (digested on p. 288) is enacted. Appropriates 
$3,000,000 for purposes set forth in S 286 to defray expenses incurred in 
developing or implementing a remedial action plan, and to reimburse any federal, 
State, or local agency and any agent or contractor for the same expenses. 
Appropriate $150,000 for operating expenses for fiscal 1987-88. Effective July 
1, 1987.

35 ("Persons with Mental Diseases and Incompetents") (except, leaves Art. 
7--sterilization procedures--in Ch. 35). Major provisions of new Ch. 35A are 
summarized below. 

Subchapter I--"Proceedings to Determine Incompetence". Makes uniform 
the laws and procedures for determining incompetence (now, either Art. 1A or 
Art. 2 of Ch. 35 applies, depending on the alleged cause of incompetence). 

Definitions. Defines "incompetent adult" as "an adult or emancipated 
minor who lacks sufficient capacity to manage his own affairs or to make or 
communicate important decisions concerning his person, family, or property 
whether such lack of capacity is due to mental illness, mental retardation, 
epilepsy, cerebral palsy, autism, inebriety, senility, disease, injury, or 
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similar cause or condition." Defines "incompetent child" similarly, but limits 


to "a minor who is at least seventeen and one-half years of age." Sets out 


other relevant definitions. 

Venue. Makes proper venue for proceeding to determine incompetence 
county in which respondent resides or is domiciled or is an inpatient in a 
treatment facility. Authorizes clerk to order change of venue on finding that 
no hardship or prejudice to respondent will result. 

Petition. Authorizes any person, including state or local human 
resource agency through its authorized representative, to file with clerk a 
petition for adjudication of incompetence. Sets out required contents of 
petition. Requires clerk to appoint attorney as guardian ad litem for 
respondent unless counsel is retained. Sets out service and notice 
requirements. 

Jury trial. Provides that respondent has a right, on request, to trial 
by jury and that clerk may require trial by jury in any case. 

Multidisciplinary evaluation. Authorizes clerk, on his own ora 
party’s motion, to order that a multidisciplinary evaluation (defined 
substantially as in present law) of respondent be performed. (Now, clerk must 
order evaluation if requested by respondent in Ch. 35, Art. 1A proceeding, but 
no provision for evaluation in Ch. 35, Art. 2 proceeding). Specifies that the 
evaluation may be considered at the incompetency hearing, a hearing on 
appointment of a guardian, or both. 

Hearing on_ petition. Requires clerk to adjudicate incompetence if 
clerk or jury finds by clear, cogent, and convincing evidence that respondent is 
incompetent; clerk’s order may include findings on the nature and extent of the 
ward’s incompetence. After adjudication, clerk to appoint guardian pursuant to 
Subch. II or transfer case to other appropriate county for appointment of 


guardian. If adjudication occurs in county other than that of respondent’s 
residence, certified copy of adjudication order must be sent to clerk in county 
of residence. Sets out standard by which adjudication of incompetence may be 
based on a prior adjudication in another state. 

Interim guardian. Sets out procedure for appointment of interim 


guardian for respondent whose condition requires immediate intervention, 
substantially like procedure now available only under Ch. 35, Art. 1A. 

Cost and fees. Specifies how costs and fees to be assessed. Cost of 
multidisciplinary evaluation to be (1) assessed against respondent, if 
adjudicated incompetent and not indigent, (2) borne by Dep’t of Human Resources 
(DHR) if respondent is adjudicated incompetent and is indigent, and (3) if 
respondent is not adjudicated incompetent, taxed against any party, apportioned, 
or borne by DHR, in clerk’s discretion. Cost of appointed counsel or guardian 
ad litem to be paid by (1) respondent, if adjudicated incompetent and not 
indigent, (2) petitioner, if respondent not adjudicated incompetent and clerk 
finds there were not reasonable grounds to bring the proceeding; or (3) the 
Administrative Office of the Courts in all other cases. 

Restoration to competency. Sets out procedure, substantially like 
present law, for restoration to competency. Gives respondent right to counsel 
or guardian ad litem and to jury (6-member) trial on request; clerk may order 
jury trial in any case. Requires clerk to order respondent restored to 
competency if clerk or jury finds by preponderance of the evidence that he is 
competent. 

Subchapter II--"Guardian and Ward". Establishes standards and 
procedures for appointment of guardian of the person, guardian of the estate, or 
general guardian (guardian of both estate and person) for incompetent persons 
and minors; sets out powers and duties of guardians; specifies accounting and 
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reporting requirements; and provides for termination of guardianships. 

Definitions. Defines relevant terms, including "disinterested public 
agent" as "(a) the director or assistant directors of a local human resources 
agency, or (b) an adult officer, agent, or employee of a state human resources 
agency." Specifies that the fact that such agent is employed by a state or 
local human resources agency that provides financial assistance, services, or 
treatment to a ward does not disqualify that person from being appointed as 
guardian. 

Venue and transfer. Specifies that venue for appointment of guardian 
is (1) for incompetent person, county in which adjudication of incompetence 
occurred except, if clerk in that county has’ transferred the matter to a 
different county, the county to which transferred; (2) for a minor, county in 
which minor resides or is domiciled; and (3) for nonresident who needs an 
ancillary guardian in this state, any county in which is located real estate in 
which the nonresident ward has an interest or, if he has no such interest, any 
county in which he owns or has an interest in personal property. Authorizes 
clerk to transfer case to different county. 

Guardian for incompetent person. Sets out required content of | 
application to clerk (which anyone may file with or subsequent to a petition for | 
adjudication of incompetence) for appointment of a guardian. Requires clerk to 
make such inquiry and receive such evidence as clerk deems necessary to 
determine (1) nature and extent of needed guardianship, (2) ward’s assets, 
liabilities, and needs, and (3) who, in clerk’s discretion, can most suitably 
serve as guardian. Authorizes clerk to order multidisciplinary evaluation if 
one is not available and, at any time, to name a designated agency (defined 
substantially as in present law) if one has not been named. Directs clerk to 
appoint as guardian an adult individual, a domestic corporation authorized by 
its charter to serve as guardian, or a disinterested public agent, in that order 
of preference. Requires that individual, to be general guardian or guardian of 
estate, must be NC resident; a non-resident, to be guardian of the 
person of a NC resident must indicate in writing his willingness to submit to 
jurisdiction of NC courts and appoint a resident agent approved by clerk for 
service of process. Clerk may require nonresident guardian to post bond. 

Disinterested public agent. Provides that such agent appointed by 
clerk to serve as guardian for incompetent person is authorized and required to 
do so, provided that whenever agent believes that his or his agency’s role in 
relation to the ward is such that his service as guardian would constitute a 
conflict of interest, or if he knows of any other reason his service as guardian 
may not be in the ward’s best interest, he shall bring such matter to the 
clerk’s attention and seek appointment of a different guardian. Retains 
provisions of present law regarding agent’s serving as guardian by virtue of his 
office or employment and devolution of guardianship to successor. 

Clerk’s order. Requires that order appointing guardian for incompetent 
person include the nature of the guardianship created; powers and duties of the 
guardian; and identity of the designated agency if there is one. Provides that 
clerk may order that ward retain certain legal rights and privileges; provided, 
such order must include findings as_ to the nature and extent of the ward’s 
incompetence as it relates to his need for a guardian. 

Guardian for aé_e minor. Gives clerks jurisdiction for appointment of 
guardian of the estate for minors, for appointment of guardian of the person or 
general guardian for minors who have no natural guardian (legislative finding 
States that parents are the natural guardians of the person of their minor 
children), and of related proceedings. Sets out required contents of 
application to clerk (which any person or corporation or state or local human 
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resources agency may file) for appointment of a guardian. Requires service on 
any parent, guardian, or legal custodian of the minor who is not an applicant, 
and any other person the clerk directs. Requires clerk to receive evidence 
necessary to determine whether a guardian is required and, if so, the minor’s 
assets, liabilities, and needs, and who the guardian should be. Provides that 
the hearing may be informal and that clerk may consider whatever evidence the 
clerk finds necessary to determine the minor’s best interest. Requires that 
guardian of the person or general guardian be an adult individual who is a NC 
resident, and that guardian of estate be an adult resident of NC or a domestic 
corporation authorized by its charter to serve as guardian. Sets out references 
to other General Statutes relating to funds owed to minors. Retains substance 
of present law relating to guardians of children of servicemen entitled to 
allotments and allowances. 

Testamentary recommendation; guardian for incompetent minor. Retains 
provisions substantially like present law authorizing parent, by will, to 
recommend a guardian for a minor child. Provides that in absence of a surviving 
parent, ‘such recommendation shall be strong guide for clerk in appointing 
guardian, but not binding if clerk finds that different appointment is in 
minor’s best interest. authorizes waiver of bond if specified in parent’s will. 
Continues provisions relating to petitioning for guardian of incompetent child 
within six months before the minor reaches majority. 

Social services director as guardian of minor. Provides that when a 
minor has no natural guardian or has been abandoned and requires services from 
the county social services department, the county social services director shall 
be the guardian of the person of the minor until the appointment of a general 
guardian or guardian of the person for the minor or the entry of an order by a 
court of competent jurisdiction awarding custody of the minor. 

Guardian’s bonds. Provisions substantially the same as present law. 

Powers and duties of guardian of the person. Sets out powers and 
duties, similar to those now stated in GS 35-1.34, but omitting authority to 
commence and defend against any judicial action in the ward’s name. 

Status reports. Requires any corporation or disinterested public agent 
that is guardian of the person for an incompetent person to file status reports, 
and authorizes clerk to require any guardian to file such reports. Other 
provisions, including those setting out duties of designated agency and 
specifying procedure to compel status report, similar to present law. 

Powers and duties of guardian of the estate. Provides that unless 
otherwise ordered by court, guardian of estate has power to perform ina 
reasonable and prudent manner every act that a reasonable and prudent person 
would perform incident to the collection, preservation, management, and use of 
ward's estate to accomplish the desired result of administering the estate 
legally and in the ward’s best interest, including but not limited to 19 
specified powers in the case of an incompetent ward (15 in the case of a minor 
ward), including to sue on or defend or otherwise deal with claims on behalf of 
or against the ward. Sets out 5 specific duties of guardian of estate, 
substantially reflecting present law. 

Returns and accounting. Substantially the same as present law. 

Public guardians. Substantially the same as present law, but does not 
restrict cases in which public guardian may be appointed (now, may not be 
appointed for adult found incompetent under Art. 1A of ch. 35). 

Other. Other provisions similar to present law deal with appointment 
of ancillary guardian, removal of ward’s property from state, termination of 
guardianship, and estates without guardians. 
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Subchapter III--"Management of Ward’s Estate". Sets out procedures for 
special proceedings to sell, mortgage, or rent ward’s property. Consolidates 
and reconciles provisions now appearing Chs. 33 and 35. Authorizes clerk to 
direct that next of kin or presumptive heirs of the ward be made parties. 
Requires that order relating to minor’s estate be confirmed by superior court 
judge. Continues provision for sales pursuant to Art. 29A of Ch. 1 and 
authority of court to order private sales in proper cases. Deletes certain 
antiquated provisions. 

Other. Retains but recodifies provisions relating to estate held by 
entireties, surplus income and advancements, gifts from income or principal, 
declaring revocable trust irrevocable and making gift of incompetent’s life 
interest. 

Makes other technical and conforming changes. 

Effective date. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 





HY 7955 Shaded motor vehicle windows GS 20

"TO REGULATE DARK-SHADED WINDOWS IN MOTOR VEHICLES." Rewrites GS 
20-127(d) to make it unlawful on or after Jan. 1, 1988 to operate on highway or 
public vehicular area motor vehicle required to be registered in NC which has 
windshield, front side window to immediate left or right of operator, or rear 
window (if used for visibility) which has been darkened, smoked, or tinted after 
factory delivery. However, permits single application of tinted film that has 
been registered with and approved by Comm’r of Motor Vehicles if manufacturer’s 
label is implanted between film and glass in lower left section of windshield 
and glass and is legible from outside vehicle. No film or darkening material 
may be applied on windshield except to replace manufacturer’s sunshield. 
Requires rear window for visibility unless it has outside mirror of type that 
eliminates requirement for inside rearview mirror under GS 20-126(a) and (b). 

Adds new GS 20-127(f) and (g) to prohibit Comm’r from approving tinted 
film for front or rear windows unless it has at least 35% light transmittance 
and luminous reflectance of not more than 20%. Requires manufacturer to pay fee 
with each application for film approval and registration in approximate amount 
it costs Division of Motor Vehicles to review application. Requires 
manufacturer to supply labels and instructions with delivery of tinted film for 
installation in vehicles. Use of non-registered label or misuse of registered 
label is misdemeanor punishable by maximum 60 days imprisonment and $100 fine.

Amends GS 105-130.2 to define "affiliated corporation" as two or more 
corporations whose relationship to each other is such that one corporation owns 
at least 80% of the stock of the other, or at least 80% of the stock of the 
corporations is owned by the same inté@rest. Amends GS 105-130.6 to specify 
conditions under which a corporation that files a consolidated federal return 
may file a consolidated state return; to provide that a corporation that files a 
consolidated federal return but not a consolidated state return must determine 
its state net income as if it had file a separate federal return; to provide 
that the Sec’y of Revenue may require filing of separate returns to determine 
correct amount of income earned by corporation; and makes’ technical and 
clarifying changes.

Adds Art. 9A to 
GS Ch. 115C, establishing School and Student Improvement Program (Program) for 
identifying and meeting educational and other needs of students-at-risk, 
directed at improving academic performance and increasing number of students 
completing public school education. Defines student-at-risk as public school 
student who: (1) scores below 40% on California Achievement Test (CAT); (2) 
produces CAT score at least 10% lower than previous score; (3) is one or more 
years behind in grade level; or (4) displays behavior patterns likely to cause 
academic achievement or psychological or social adaptation to fall below a level 
student is expected to maintain.

developing and approving guidelines for plans for training and involvement of 
parents and community organizations; (2) monitoring and evaluating local plans; 
(3) developing and approving guidelines for coordinating activities between 
State and local program participants; (4) reviewing and approving proposals for 
implementing and funding local programs; and (5) seeking funding for programs 
from other sources. Amends GS 120-123 to add council to list of boards and 
comm’ns on which General Assembly members may not serve. | 
Pilot program. Directs State Board to select sixteen local school 
administrative units for participation in two-year pilot program. Requires 
units participating in pilot establish Local Council for School and Student 
Improvement, to consist of sixteen members appointed by local superintendent. 
‘hs possible, members to consist of two teachers, two principals, two 
professionals in child and adolescent development and behavior, two community 
organization representatives, two parents of students-at-risk, two citizens of 
county, one area community college representative, one area university 
representative, one business and industry representative, and one justice system 
representative. Local Council responsibilities include: (1) advising Board of 
Education and Sup’t on needs of students-at-risk and on services to meet needs; 
(2) coordinating involvement of persons and organizations; (3) making

(4) improvement of attendance and self-esteem; (5) involvement of community 
organizations, business and industry, and Parental Support Groups; (6) special 
services to deal with particular problems, such as adolescent pregnancy and 
substance abuse; (7) involvement of Local Council; and (8) implementation of 
local School Performance Plan. Requires Sup’t to employ central office staff 
member to serve as local coordinator, responsible for local program and to serve 
as liaison between central office and Local Council. Requires each school to 
designate staff member to serve as liaison between school and local coordinator. 
Requires all fifth grade students to be assessed for proficiency in reading, 
writing, and mathematics by process developed by State Board by Sept. 1, 1987, 
to be implemented during 1987-88 school year. Requires personalized plan for 
all students determined not to be proficient in these area 

School Performance Plan. Requires all "school districts" having more 
than 10% of students failing to meet proficiency levels set by State Board to 
develop School Performance Plan, to be approved by DPI.

Requires State Board to use data to develop guidelines and 
performance standards as part of accreditation process. Requires comparable 
data collection system to be implemented by local units. Directs DPI to monitor 
progress of local units in School and Student Improvement Program, and requires 
State Board, State Council, and local units to cooperate in establishing system 
for evaluating impact of Program. Requires DPI to make annual report to State 
Board and General Assembly on status of Program, with report to General Assembly 
on or before April 1 each year. 

Appropriation. Provides that up to $25,000 of funds appropriated each 
year to DPI’s State Dropout Prevention Fund may be used to fund administration 
of Program. Appropriates $250,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and for fiscal 1988-89 
from General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education for Program, effective July 1, 
1987.

Adds GS 14-286.2, providing that intentional interference 
with emergency citizens band radio communication is misdemeanor, punishable by 
up to $1,000 fine and imprisonment up to one year if interference causes serious 
bodily injury or property damage in excess of $1,000, and otherwise punishable 
by fine up to $500 and imprisonment up to six months. Defines emergency 
communication as one relating that individual is in imminent danger of serious 
bodily injury or that property is in imminent danger of substantial damage.

Introducer: Barnes To State Government 


"TO IMPLEMENT THE SINGLE AUDIT ACT OF 1984 IN NORTH CAROLINA." Amends 
GS 159-34 to require local government audit, when specified by Local Gov’t 
Comm’n, to evaluate local government compliance with applicable federal and 
State agency regulations, such audit being deemed to’ be the single audit 
described by the Federal Single Audit Act of 1984. Adds new GS 159-34(c) to 
require all state departments to rely on single audit.

"TO ALLOW MILITARY AND CIVILIAN ABSENTEE VOTERS TO APPLY FOR ABSENTEE 
BALLOTS FOR ALL THE ELECTIONS IN A CALENDAR YEAR." Amends GS 163-247 and 
163-227.1 and adds new GS 163-227.2A, to permit persons applying for absentee 
ballots under either Art. 20 or Art. 21 of GS Ch. 163 to apply for all elections 
and primaries to be held in the -calendar year in which the application is 


received. Effective as to primaries and elections held on or after Jan. l, 
1987. 
H 1041 Allow additional rollovers GS 105 

Introducer: Beall To Finance 


"TO AUTHORIZE ROLLOVER TREATMENT OF CERTAIN LUMP SUM DISTRIBUTIONS

EAST CAROLINA UNIVERSITY." Authorizes The UNC-Chapel Hill and East Carolina to 
construct listed capital improvements projects and _ to finance the projects 
through issuance of revenue bonds. Projects authorized are UNC-CH ambulatory 
care building, UNC-CH School of Dentistry addition, and ECU ambulatory care 
building. 


H 1051 UNC capital improvements APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Bob Etheridge To Appropriations 


"TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION AND ' THE FINANCING, WITHOUT 
APPROPRIATIONS FROM THE GENERAL FUND, OF CERTAIN CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROJECTS OF

"Certificate of Need" (CON) to alter activities for which certificate of need is 
required and set time limits for appeals. 

Defines "ambulatory surgical facility" as "freestanding" facility (now, 
definition covers facilities within hospitals) and requires facility to have two 
(now, one) operating rooms. Defines as "change in bed capacity," for which CON 
required, (1) increase in number of dialysis stations in kidney disease 
treatment centers and increase in number of operating rooms in ambulatory 
surgical facility, (2) any redistribution of facility’s beds assigned to defined 
categories of care (psychiatric, skilled nursing care, etc.) (now, 
redistribution is "change in bed capacity" only if certain capital expenditure 
involved); and (3) any relocation of beds from one licensed facility or campus 
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to another (now, from one physical facility or site to another). Eliminates CON 
for chemical dependency treatment facilities and beds; purchase of "major 
medical equipment" under $2 million; data processing equipment; parking; 
heating, cooling or other improvements to existing facilities; replacement of 
damaged facilities; and conversion of acute care beds to psychiatric beds in 
certain circumstances. 

Redefines "new institutional health service," for which CON required, 
(1) to cover capital expenditures over $2 million (now, $1 million); (2) to 
require additional CON for capital expenditure exceeding existing CON 
authorization by more than 15%; (3) to eliminate coverage of (a) terminated 
health services and (b) added services (except dialysis and home health 
services) not offered within twelve months preceding application for CON; (4) to 
define change in project as (a) increase or decrease in proposed capital 
expenditure of more than 15%, (b) any change in bed capacity (now, capital 
expenditure associated with it), (c) adding a health service to project, and (d) 
not to include (as now) terminating a health service; (5) to include offering of 
new or expanded service with operating cost of $1 million or more (now, amount 
is indexed and applies only to new service); (6) to eliminate from definition 
the obligation of capital funds for acquisition of existing facilities; and (7) 
to eliminate coverage of capital expenditures by hospices. Exempts outpatient 
rehabilitation facilities from CON requirement (GS 131E-176(22)) and prohibits 
charges to patients of research facilities exempt from CON (GS 131E-179(b)). 

Revises CON review process as follows. Deletes as review criteria (1) 
national research needs that can be well met in NC and (2) division of training 
programs and facilities between allopathic and osteopathic medicine. Requires 
person filing comment on application to do so within 45 days (now, no limit). 
Directs Dep’t of Human Resources (DHS) (now, health systems agency) to hold 
public hearing (DHS may contract with agency to conduct hearing) and sets 
criteria for hearing, including opportunity for applicant to respond to written 
comments. Provides affected person may appeal decision to DHS hearing officer 
and sets criteria for appeal. Limits appeal to DHS record, requires appellant 
to post bond against filing frivolous appeal, and limits overall length of 
contested case process to 315 days. Provides person appealing final DHS 
decision to Court of Appeals to post bond against frivolous appeal. Amends GS 
131E-190(£) (enforcement and sanctions) to allow assessment of civil fine "each 
time the service is provided in violation of this provision."

Changes in distribution effective as to distributions on or after Sept. 30, 
1988. 


H 1055 Farm Debt Mediation Act APPROP,GS 1,25,45,106 
Introducer: Locks To Agriculture 


"TO PROVIDE FOR THE MEDIATION OF FARM DEBTS AND TO CREATE FOR AN OWNER 
OF AGRICULTURAL LAND THAT HAS BEEN SOLD PURSUANT TO EXECUTION OR FORECLOSURE A 
RIGHT OF FIRST REFUSAL IN THE SALE OR, LEASE OF THE LAND." Adds new GS Ch. 106, 
Art. 63, "Farm Debt Mediation," to provide for restructuring farm debt payments 
to avoid foreclosure. Applies to all actions and proceedings in which creditor 
has a secured debt or judgment debt of $10,000 or more against farm land, 
equipment, crops or livestock. Requires creditors and debtors to refrain from 
exercising respective rights until voluntary or mandatory mediation proceedings 
described in act are exhausted, and bars initiation of actions to foreclose 
unless creditor has obtained mediation release or court order determining that 
delay caused by mediation would cause the creditor to suffer irreparable harm. 
Sets out procedures for mediation, and creates office of Farm Debt Mediation 
Director, appointed by Att’y General and staffed by Dep’t of Justice. Director 
to attempt to mediate between parties, advise as to existence of available 
assistance programs, encourage adjustment, refinancing, or payment of debts, and 
assist in reaching agreement for future conduct of financial relations. Requires 
creditor to offer or make a good faith effort to offer to sell or lease the land 
to the immediately preceding former owner at a price no higher than the highest 
price offered by a third party acceptable to the creditor. Makes technical and 
conforming amendments to GS 25-9-501, -9-503, and GS 45-21.16. Adds new GS 
1-339-2A and -399.42A and amends GS 1-440.2 to bar sale of agricultural property 
unless creditor has obtained mediation release or court order. Appropriates 
$250,000 to Dep’t of Justice from General Fund to establish and operate the farm 
debt mediation program. Effective July 1, 1987, except provisions on right of 
first refusal effective July 1, 1987 and applies to any creditor who has 
acquired land subject to GS 106-776 and who does not have a binding offer to 
sell or lease the land to a third party as of that date. 


H 1056 Compulsory attendance to age 17 GS 115C 

Introducer: Locks bs To Education 

"TO REQUIRE CHILDREN TO ATTEND SCHOOL UNTIL THEY ARE 17 YEARS OLD."

H 1058 No tobacco in schools GS 115C 
Introducer: Easterling To Education 


"DIRECTING LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO PROHIBIT THE USE OF TOBACCO 
PRODUCTS BY STUDENTS ON SCHOOL PROPERTY." Adds new GS 115C-47(32) as title 
indicates. Effective on ratification, applying to school years beginning with 
1987-88 school year. 


H 1059 Students-at-risk program APPROP, GS 115C, 120 
Introducer: Edwards To Education 


"TO ENACT THE SCHOOL AND STUDENT IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM." Identical to S 
699, digested on p. 579. 


H. 1060 Housing Trust Fund GS 122E, 147 
Introducer: Diamont (Iden. S 738) To Appropriations 


"TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA HOUSING TRUST FUND AND TO AUTHORIZE THE 
EXPENDITURE OF OIL OVERCHARGE FUNDS WITHIN THE LIMITS IMPOSED BY THE RELEVANT 
JUDICIAL DECREES." Enacts a new GS Ch. 122E, establishing the NC Housing Trust 
Fund. Provides that moneys in fund to come from appropriations and from moneys 
due to state from Stripper Well Litigation and Diamond Shamrock Litigation 
(which are more specifically described in bill). Provides that the Fund is to 
be administered by the NC Housing Comm'n, for the benefit of persons of very 
low, low, and moderate income. Defines very low income persons as those with 
incomes of no more than 30% of area median, low income persons as those with 
incomes of more than 50% of area median, and moderate income persons as those 
with incomes of no more than 80% of area median. Sets out minimum allocations of 
Fund assets and revenues each year among the three income classes. Sets out the 
kinds of projects for which Fund moneys may be used, and establishes priorities 
to be followed by Housing Comm’n in selecting projects for Fund assistance. 
Amends GS _ 143-33.13 to increase membership of NC Housing Comm’n from 15 to 19, 
two new persons to be appointed by General Assembly upon recommendation of 
Speaker and two upon recommendation of Lt. Governor. Requires that the four new 
members fall into following categories: (1) expertise in low income housing 
programs, (2) resident of low income housing, (3) knowledge about needs of 
ill-housed poor, and (4) represent nonprofit housing development corp. 

' Effective 180 days after ratification. 


H 1061 Cave Protection Act GS 14 
Introducer: Hunter To Judiciary 4 


"TO PROTECT CAVES." Adds new GS Ch. 14, Art. 22B, "Cave Protection 
Act." Defines "cave" as any naturally occurring subterranean cavity. Defines 
"commercial cave" as any cave with improved trails and lighting with an entry 
fee. Defines "speleothem" as a natural mineral formation or deposit occurring 
in a_ cave. Prohibits listed acts of vandalism and damage to caves, and bars 
sale of speleothems, as misdemeanors punishable by fine of from $150 to $500 
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and/or imprisonment of 10 days to 6 months. Objects may be removed from cave 
only with permit for excavation as provided under GS Ch. 70. Cave owners or 
agents not liable for injuries sustained by persons in caves if prior consent of 
owner for use of cave obtained and no charge made for use. Effective Oct. 1, 
1987.

Introducer: S. Thompson To Judiciary 2 


"TO PROVIDE CLARIFY IN FIRST DEGREE MURDER INDICTMENTS." Adds new GS 
15A-925(g) to require, upon motion of defendant, court to order State to file a 
bill of particulars at least 30 days before trial for first degree murder 
specifying whether it intends to go to trial upon a theory of premeditation and 
deliberation, felony murder, or both, and if proceeding on felony murder theory, 
on which felony it will rely. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


H 1064 Specify aggravating circumstances GS 15A 
Introducer: S. Thompson To Judiciary, 2 


"TO PROVIDE FOR SPECIFICATION OF AGGRAVATING CIRCUMSTANCES IN CAPITAL 
CASES." Adds new GS 15A-925 to provide that upon motion of defendant indicted 
for first degree murder, court must order State to file bill of particulars at 
least 30 days before trial specifying aggravating circumstances and factual 
information in support thereof.

TEMPORARILY ABSENT FROM A NURSING FACILITY DUE TO A HOSPITAL STAY." Adds new GS 
131E-129 to provide that if a patient is absent from a nursing home for 15 days 
or less to obtain hospital treatment, the nursing home shall provide the patient 
with the first bed available ,upon receipt of notice of patient’s imminent 
discharge from hospital. Dep’t of Human Resources may subtract Title XIX 
payments to nursing home for noncompliance. Effective July 1, 1987. 


H 1066 Ranger’s residence construction GS..413 94b43 
Introducer: Watkins To Appropriations 


"TO FACILITATE CONSTRUCTION OF RANGER’S RESIDENCES." Provides that if 
State owns an appropriate design for a ranger’s residence or if Dep’t of Natural 
Resources and Community Development intends to use a modular unit for a ranger’s 
residence, then Dep’t may contract for and supervise all aspects of construction 
without being subject to GS 143-128, -132, -31.1, and -341(3), or the rules 
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implementing those statutes, or the requirements of the Dep’t of Administration 
NC Construction Manual. If state employees not available to adapt State-owned 
design, Dep’t may hire consultant to do so. Dep’t required to report to Joint 
Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations before entering into contracts 
described in act. Effective July 1, 1987, and expires June 30, 1989. 


H 1067 Standardize budget format GS 143 
Introducer: Watkins To Appropriations 


"TO STANDARDIZE THE FORMAT OF THE BUDGET OF NORTH CAROLINA." Adds new 
GS 143-29.1, and amends GS 143-11 and -426.39(4) to require adopted budget to be 
set out by fund codes and object codes, with budget amounts to reflect all 
transfers of funds maintained by the General Assembly and any allocations from 
reserves authorized by the General Assembly. Requires all nonrecurring 
allocations from reserves to be designated, and all lump sum appropriations by 
UNC Board of Governors itemized by institution, fund code, and object code. 
Requires proposed base budget to be shown in form of increases and decreases to 
the level of funding in the base budget, with any proposed expansion or 
restructuring of existing programs, new programs, or capital improvements set 
out separately by fund code and object code.

(3) proposed base budget increases and decreases, (4) proposed expansions and 
restructuring of budget, and (5) total proposed expenditure. Makes conforming 
amendments. Effective July 1, 1987. 


H 1068 Consent for minor’s abortion GS 7A, 90 
Introducer: Wright To Judiciary 1 


"TO REQUIRE PARENTAL OR JUDICIAL CONSENT FOR UNEMANCIPATED MINOR’S 
ABORTION." Adds new Part 2 to Art. 1A, GS Ch. 90. Prohibits a physician from 
performing an abortion upon an unemancipated minor unless the physician or his 
agent or another physician or his agent first obtains the written consent of the 
minor: and of a parent with custody of the minor, the legal guardian of the 
minor, or a parent with whom the minor is living. Permits the minor to petition 
the district court judge assigned to juvenile proceedings where the minor 
resides or is physically present for a waiver of the parental consent 
requirement if neither of the parents nor the legal guardian is available to 
give consent within a reasonable time or manner, or those from whom consent must 
be obtained refuse to give consent, or the minor elects not to seek consent of 
the person from whom it is required. Permits minor to participate in court 
proceedings on her own behalf or through a guardian ad litem. Requires the 
court to ensure that the minor or her guardian ad litem is given assistance in 
preparing and filing the petition, to ensure that the minor’s identity is kept 
confidential, and to advise the minor that she has a right to court appointed 
counsel, and to provide it upon her request. Provides that court proceedings 
must be confidential and be given precedence over other pending matters. 
Requires the court to rule within seven days of the time the application is 
filed unless’ the minor requests that the time be extended. Requires the court 
to waive the parental consent requirement if the court finds the minor mature 
and well-informed enough to make the abortion decision on her own or that the 
waiver would be in the minor’s best interests. Requires the court to make 
written findings of fact and conclusions of law and to order that a confidential 
record of the evidence be maintained. Provides that a minor who uses this 
procedure may not be required to pay a court cost. Provides that the 
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requirements of parental consent do not apply in a medical emergency. Provides 
that any person who intentionally performs an abortion with knowledge that, or 
with reckless disregard as to whether, the woman is an unemancipated minor, and 
who intentionally or knowingly fails to conform to the requirements of this act 
is guilty of a misdemeanor. Provides that an expedited confidential appeal is 
available from the decision of the district court and requests the Supreme Court 
of NC to promulgate rules for appeals. Amends GS 7A-523(a) to give the district 
court jurisdiction over proceedings involving judicial consent for an abortion 
on an unemancipated minor. Makes conforming changes in GS Ch. 7A regarding 
conflicts of interest for attorneys representing juveniles and guardian ad litem 
program. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


H 1069 Grandparents liable, child support GS 50 
Introducer: Wright To Judiciary 1 


"TO MAKE A GRANDPARENT LIABLE FOR THE SUPPORT OF A CHILD OF HIS MINOR 
CHILD." Amends GS 50-13.4(b) to make grandparent whose son or daughter is an 
unemancipated minor secondarily liable for support of children of that minor. 
Court to consider age of parent, relative ability of parties to provide support, 
and needs and estate of child in making determination of liability. Amends GS 
110-129(3) to add grandparent to definition of "responsible parent." Amends GS 
14-322 to define and make refusal to provide grandchild support a misdemeanor.

"TO REQUIRE THE PROMPT RETURN OF BALLOT BOXES." Amends GS 163-171 to 
provide that ballot box with paper ballots shall be immediately delivered in 
person to the office of the county board of elections, and where paper ballots 
have been counted mechanically or electronically, either the counting machines 
or the ballot boxes sealed and immediately delivered to board. Effective Jan.

Introducer: Miller To Election Laws 


"TO PROVIDE FOR STANDARDIZATION OF CRIMINAL PENALTIES FOR ELECTION LAW 
VIOLATIONS." Adds new GS 163-272.1 providing that if crime in GS Ch. 163 is a 
misdemeanor, punishment is imprisonment of not more than 6 months and/or fine of 
not more than $1,000. Makes conforming amendments throughout GS Ch. 163 to 
reflect this standard definition. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


H 1072 Local retirement formula up GS 128 
Introducer: Miller (Iden. S 720) To Pensions & Retirement 


"TO INCREASE THE RETIREMENT FORMULA FOR MEMBERS AND BENEFICIARIES, AND 
PERMIT AN UNREDUCED RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE FOR A MEMBER AFTER AGE 60 WITH 25 YEARS 
OF CREDITABLE SERVICE IN THE LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT SYSTEM." 
Identical to S 720, digested in today’s Bulletin. 
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H 1073 "At-risk students"/pilot program APPROPRIATION, GS 115C 
Introducer: Barnhill To Education 


"TO ESTABLISH A PILOT PROGRAM FOR STUDENTS AT-RISK OF ACADEMIC 
FAILURE." Requires State Board of Education to establish pilot program in two 
regional education centers (one in east and one in west) to assist local units 
in program coordination for students at risk of academic failure. Pilot 
program directed to provide on-going staff development needed to (1) help local 
units implement Building-Based Staff Support Team programs, to consist of 
principal and psychologists, school social workers, nurses, teachers, aides, 
counselors, and media specialists, (2) help Teams coordinate program components, 
and (3) help Teams modify curriculum for each student. Appropriates $111,000 
for fiscal 1987-88 and for fiscal 1988-89 from General Fund to Dep’t of Public 
Education to implement act.

1988-89 from General Fund to Div’n of Health Services to provide funding to 
local health dep’ts to expand provision of child health preventive services to 
low-income families. Effective July 1, 1987. 


H 1075 Teenage pregnancy funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Barnhill To Appropriations 


"TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR TEENAGE PREGNANCY PREVENTION." Appropriates 
$900,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and $1,200,000 for fiscal 1988-89 from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Health Services, for cited use. 
Effective July 1, 1987. 


H 1076 Confession of judgment change GS 1A 
Introducer: Wright To Judiciary 1 


"TO PROVIDE THAT CONFESSIONS OF JUDGMENT MAY BE SWORN TO AS WELL AS 
VERIFIED." Amends GS 1A-1, Rule 68.1(b) to provide that a prospective 
defendant desiring to confess judgment may file a statement in writing either 
signed and verified, or sworn to by the defendant, authorizing entry of 
judgment. 


H 1077 Local prop. tax exemptions CONSTITUTION, GS 105 
Introducer: Mothershead To Constitution 


"TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION TO ALLOW A COUNTY TO EXEMPT, IN FULL OR IN 
PART, REAL PROPERTY FROM PROPERTY TAXES IMPOSED BY THAT COUNTY AND THE LOCAL 
GOVERNMENTAL UNITS LOCATED IN THE COUNTY." Adds new Art. V, sec. 2(3a) to State 
Constitution, permitting county by ordinance to exempt part or all of any real 
property from property taxes in that county. Directs that amendment be 
submitted to voters at Nov. 1988 general election and sets out ballot language. 
Amends GS 105-274 to conform to amendment, conditional on amendment being 
approved by voters. 
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H 1078 Highlights in rain/inspection logs GS 20 
Introducer: Mothershead To Highway Safety 


"TO MAKE CHANGES TO THE GENERAL STATUTES TO MAKE HIGHWAY TRAVEL SAFER 
IN NORTH CAROLINA." Amends GS 20-129(a) to require vehicles to operate head and 
taillights during periods of rain. Amends GS 20-118.1 to require officers at 
weigh stations to determine whether vehicle has been inspected for presence of 
all required safety equipment, or whether logbook has been maintained, with 
violation punishable by fine of $500 up to $10,000.

"REQUIRING NONREFUNDABLE AND NONTRANSFERABLE AIRLINE TICKETS SOLD IN 
NORTH CAROLINA AND THE PRINTED ADVERTISEMENTS OF SUCH TICKETS DISTRIBUTED IN 
NORTH CAROLINA TO CONTAIN A FULL AND CONSPICUOUS STATEMENT TO THE EFFECT THAT 
SUCH TICKETS CANNOT BE REFUNDED OR TRANSFERRED AND INFORMATION REGARDING THE 
AIRLINE’S OFFICIAL REFUND EXCEPTION, AND TO REQUIRE SELLERS OF SUCH TICKETS TO 
POST THE SAME INFORMATION." Adds new GS 75-36 as title indicates. Effective 
Detain, eles. 


H 1082 Water/sewer auth. jurisdiction GS 162A 
Introducer: Barnes To Judiciary 2 


"PRESCRIBING THE JURISDICTION OF WATER AND SEWER AUTHORITIES OUTSIDE 
THE COUNTY WHERE ITS OFFICE IS LOCATED." Adds new GS 162A-6.1 to provide that 
authority may render water and/or sewer service outside the county in which its 
principal office is located under terms agreed to by board of comm’rs of county 
into which extension of service proposed. 


H 1083 College expenses agreement GS 105 
Introducer: Rhyne To Finance 


"TO ENCOURAGE PARENTS TO ENTER INTO BINDING AGREEMENTS TO PAY SUPPORT 
AND EDUCATIONAL EXPENSES WHILE THEIR CHILDREN ARE IN COLLEGE." Adds new GS 
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105-149(5a) to provide a_ tax exemption of $660 for an individual who signs a 
binding agreement to provide full expenses for daughter or son while enrolled as 
a full-time undergraduate, to be taken year agreement is signed. Agreement must 
be voluntary and acknowledged before an officer authorized to administer oaths, 
and must either bind one party to provide full support and educational expenses 
or shall make the parties executing the agreement "jointly and severally liable 
for full support and expenses." Gives standing to child as a third party 
beneficiary to enforce the agreement if the child becomes’ enrolled as a 
full-time student before reaching age 24. Effective for taxable years beginning 
on or after Jan. 1, 1987.

Enacts new Part 3A to GS Ch. 25, Art. 9, setting out the circumstances under 
which buyers in the ordinary course of business of farm products and selling 
agents and commission merchants of such _ products take subject to perfected 
security interests in those products. 

Creates in office of Sec’y of State an Office of Central Filing for 
Farm Products, and directs the Sec’y of State to set up office and cause system 
to be certified by US Sec’y of Agriculture. Permits filing in Office "effective 
financing statements" for farm products, which generally identify debtor and 
secured party and describe the farm products subject to the security interest 
created by the debtor. Provides that statement remains effective for five years 
and permits renewal for five-year periods. Directs Sec’y of State to compile 
such statements into master lists, organized by farm products, and requires 
creation of various indices to list. Permits buyers of farm products, 
commission merchants, and selling agents to register with Sec’y, and requires 
quarterly distribution of master lists to such registrants. 

Permits security agreement between person engaged in farming and 
secured party, which agreement creates security interest in farm products, to 
require debtor to furnish to secured party list of buyers, merchants, and agents 
to or through whom debtor likely to sell products. Provides that sale to or 
through someone not listed may be violation of 7 USC sec. 1631(h). 

Generally provides that buyers of farm products in the ordinary course 
of business and commission merchants and selling agents, who sell such products 
in ordinary course of business, take free of security interests in farm 
products, with following exceptions: (1) buyer, merchant, or agent has 
received, within one year before sale of products, a written notice from the 
secured party or the seller of the products setting out the products subject to 
the security interest and buyer, merchant, or agent has not _ performed 
obligations imposed as conditions of waiver or release of security interest; (2) 
buyer, merchant, or agent has not registered with Sec’y of State or obtained 
copy of master list from Office of Central Filing, and secured party has filed 
effective financing statement; and (3) buyer, merchant, or agent has received 
master list, which names seller and products, and has not acted to secure waiver 
or release from secured party. 

Appropriates $173,865 in fiscal 1987-88 and $77,331 in fiscal 1988-89 
from General Fund to Sec’y of State to fund Office of Central Filing. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1988. Liens filed under Uniform Commercial Code 
before that date may not be included in master list after that date. 
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H 1085 No PJC for DWI GS 20 
Introducer: Rhodes To Judiciary 3 


"TO PROHIBIT PRAYERS FOR JUDGMENT CONTINUED IN PROSECUTIONS FOR DRIVING 
WHILE IMPAIRED." Amends GS 20-179 to prohibit court from granting prayers for 
judgment continued in cases of driving while impaired. 


H 1086 Just compensation amendments GS 40A 
Introducer: Easterling To Judiciary 4 


"TO AMEND CHAPTER 40A, ARTICLE 4, JUST COMPENSATION." Adds new GS 
40A-70 to require local government to pay just compensation to owner of outdoor 
advertising when such advertising is removed pursuant to ordinance.

H 1089 Repeal financial responsibility GS 58, 20 
Introducer: Beall To Insurance 


"TO REPEAL THE VEHICLE FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY ACT OF 1957 AND TO MAKE 
CORRESPONDING AMENDMENTS TO THE REINSURANCE FACILITY AND POLICY LAWS." Repeals 
GS cCh.20, Art. 13, "Vehicle Financial Responsibility Act of 1957," and deletes 
reference to that act from GS 58-248.26(4). Adds new GS 58-30.6 through -30.8 
to provide grounds and procedure for cancellation or nonrenewal of motor vehicle 
physical damage insurance, prohibit age discrimination in motor vehicle 
liability insurance, and require notice of insurance availability. 

Cancellation of damage insurance. Defines "policy" as insurance policy 
or contract covering liability arising from ownership, use, or maintenance of 
motor vehicle, limited to nonrental automobiles and other 4-wheeled vehicles, 
not used as public or livery conveyance or in occupation or business, with a 
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load capacity of 1500 lbs. or less. Bars cancellation or nonrenewal of policy 
because of age, sex, residence, race, color, creed, national origin, ancestry, 
marital status, or lawful occupation. Cancellation may only occur if (1) 
premium payments not made, (2) insured has license revoked or suspended for more 
than 31 days, or (3) insured convicted of driving while impaired. Nonrenewal 
may only occur if (1) insured has violated material term of policy, (2) insured 
has license revoked or suspended for more than 31 days, (3) insured is convicted 
of, pleads nolo contendre, or forfeits bail for felony involving use of vehicle, 
homicide arising from use of vehicle, driving while impaired, leaving scene of 
accident, theft of vehicle, or second moving violation by one person customarily 
operating vehicle in 12 months or 4 violations by all persons customarily 
operating vehicle in 12 months, (4) premium payments not made, or (5) insured or 
other operator residing with insured involved in 4 or more accidents in 24 month 
period. Sets out procedure for notice of cancellation or nonrenewal by insurance 
company to policyholder. 

Age discrimination in liability insurance prohibited. Bars insurance 
company failure to renew motor vehicle liability insurance solely because 
insured has reached age of 65. Sets out procedure whereby Comm’r of Insurance 
may investigate allegation of age discrimination, with violation punishable by 
fine of $1,000 for each violation, with appeal to Superior Court of Wake 
County. 

Notice of availability of uninsured and underinsured motorist coverage 
required. 

Notice set forth in act must be set forth in bold-faced type on all original and 
renewal premium notices.

prices without Sec’y’s approval. Permits participating manufacturer to withdraw 
upon 100 days’ notice, but prohibits such manufacturer from directly or 
indirectly selling vaccines in NC for two years after withdrawal. Provides that 
common law to determine liability for manufacturers not participating in 
program.

(now, misdemeanor for 18 year olds). 


S 708 Home schools regulated GS 115C 
Introducer: Hardison To Education 


"TO REGULATE HOME SCHOOLS." Adds new Part 3 to GS Ch. 115C, Art. 39, 
providing minimum standards for home schools. Defines home school as school in 
which child of compulsory school age is receiving regular and systmatic academic 
instruction and directed educational activities by parent or legal guardian at 
place of legal residence, and prohibits enrollment of other children in the 
school. Requires each home school to notify state annually of its intent to 
Operate, with state notifying local public school superintendents of all 
students enrolled in home schools in area. Requires each home school to operate 
on a regular schedule for at least 900 hours each term, maintain an up-to-date 
log or» lesson plan book for duration of school year, and maintain disease 
immunization records. Requires administration of nationally standardized 
achievement test to children in grades 1 through 11, to be given in a public 
school or conventional private school or by competent teacher, with test results 
to be made available for inpection by state representatives. Authorizes 
voluntary participation by any home school in state programs. Effective July l, 
1987. 


SeT709 Fisherman/hunter harassment GS 113 
Introducer: Hardison TO pDGLCLAL Ye 2 


"MAKING IT ILLEGAL TO HARASS PEOPLE TAKING WILDLIFE OR FISHERIES 
RESOURCES." Adds GS 113-185.1 and GS 113-295. Makes it a misdemeanor to 
intentionally interfere with lawful taking of fisheries or wildlife resources, 
or taking or abusing of property used to take resources punishable by fine up to 
$500 and/or imprisonment up to three months for first offense, and by fine up to 
$1,000 and/or imprisonment up to one year for subsequent offense. Does not 
apply to person incidentally interfering with taking of resources while using 
land for other lawful purpose, and activity by person on land owned or leased by 
him. Authorizes Att’y General to bring civil action for injunctive relief in 
superior court of county where violation is about to occur. Provides court may 
award costs, including attorney and expert witness fees, to any party. 
Authorizes any person directly affected by violation to bring civil action in 
superior court, seeking injunctive relief and/or damages. Authorizes court to 
award costs, including attorney and expert witness fees, to any party. Court 
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is also authorized to require bond if temporary restraining order sought. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1987.

"TO PROVIDE FOR RULES AND PROCEDURES FOR PRODUCTS LIABILITY LAWSUITS 
INVOLVING FIREARMS." Adds new GS 99B-11 establishing requirements for holding 
manufacturers, importers, distributors, or retailers ("defendants") of firearms 
or ammunition liable for injuries, damage, or death ("injury") caused by a 
design defect. Requires plaintiff to prove (1) that the design was defective, 
causing the product to not function in a manner reasonably expected; (2) that 
the defective design was the proximate cause of the injury; and (3) that if 
there was a reasonable design alternative, adoption of the alternative would 
have meant the injury would not have occurred. Provides that the inherent 
capacity of firearms or ammunition to cause injury may not be a basis for 
finding of defective design, nor for a finding of proximate cause. In addition, 
if the product was used in a negligent manner, or was discharged accidentally, 
provides that the fact that defendant placed the product in commerce is not 
sufficient to find causation. Provides that if the injury resulted from use of 
the product in a criminal act, that fact is an absolute defense to a claim of 
defective design.

In general, and 
subject to the approval of the _ state’s voters, voting in the next general 
election after ratification, permits horse and dog racing in NC, with on-track 
pari-mutuel betting. Establishes the NC Racing Comm’n to administer and 
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regulate such racing, and requires licensing of those participating in racing. 

Racing Comm'n. Establishes Comm'n, with three members: one appointed 
by Governor subject to confirmation by General Assembly, and two appointed by 
General Assembly, one on recommendation of Speaker and one on recommendation of 
Lt. Governor. Members serve six-year staggered terms. Requires Comm’n to 
appoint executive director and permits other employees, including auditor of 
pari-mutuels, chief of security, and medical officer. Authorizes Comm'n to 
adopt regulations and to enforce by civil penalties pursuant to schedule 
established by Comm’n. " 

Class A_ Licenses. Requires owner of race track to obtain Class A 
license from Commm’n and sets out conditions of and qualifications for issuance. 
Specifically requires that more than 50% of natural persons with ownership 
interest in applicant for license have been NC residents for the five years 
before date of application. Sets out procedures for investigating and awarding 
license and permits suspension or revocation of license on specified grounds. 
Sets out limitations on location of race meetings, including prohibition if 
within 150 miles of location licensed for extended racing and requirement that 
horse racing be in "metro area", as defined by US Office of Management and 
Budget, of at least 750,000 population on effective date of act. 

Other Licenses. Provides for Class B Licenses for operators of racing 
facilities, and requires such a license in order to offer pari-mutuel betting. 
Sets out procedures and requiremenmts for issuance, suspension, or revocation of 
such licenses. Provides for Class C Licenses for such persons as owners, 
jockeys, exercise workers, grooms, trainers, pari-mutuel personnel, and security 
officers, and sets out procedures regarding such licenses. Permits Class D 
special licenses for special events. 

Wagering and Taxes. Permits Class B licensees to conduct pari-mutuel 
wagering and directs that Comm’n provide by rule for types of wagering 
permitted. Sets out rules for takeout, breakage, outs, and purses. Imposes tax 
of .5% on each day’s total amount wagered, and additional .5% fee for Breeding 
Funds. Permits Comm’n to impose admission tax on tracks, up to $.10 to be 
turned over to local gov’t in which facility located for meeting extraordinary 
expenses occasioned by facility. Establishes Dog and Horse Breeding Funds, with 
moneys to be used for animal research and to encourage breeding of race animals 
in NC. Permits Class B licensee also to conduct wagering on races run elsewhere 
and televised on licensed premises. 


Miscellaneous. Permits Comm’n to allocate racing dates among 
licensees. Prohibits variety of conduct, such as off-track betting, tampering 
with racing animals, influencing races, etc., and sets out penalties for 
violations. Provides for stewards at racing facilities, and sets out their 
powers and duties. Permits sale of beer, wine, and mixed drinks at licensed 
race facilities. Appropriates $150,000 in fiscal 1987-88 from General Fund to 
Racing Comm’n ’ for start-up funds. Thereafter directs that Comm’n be

Public 
corporations are those (a) incorporated in NC with substantial assets within NC 
or incorporated in another state with more than 40% of its fixed assets in NC 
and more than 40% of its workers in NC; (b) with at least 2,000 shareholders; 
(c) with its principal place of business in NC and (d) with more than 10% of its 
shareholders in NC or more than 10% of shares owned by NC residents. Control 
share acquisition is defined as the acquisition by any person of ownership of 
shares or power to direct the exercise of voting power with respect to shares 
that when added to all other shares of corporation owned by the person would 
entitle him after acquisition (directly, indirectly, or as part of a group) to 
exercise the voting power of the public corporation in the election of directors 
within any of the following range of powers: 1/5 or more but less than 1/3 of 
all voting power, 1/3 or more but less than a majority of all voting power, or 
at least a majority of all voting power. Provides that acquisition by 
inheritance, pursuant to satisfaction of security agreement, or by merger 
effected in compliance with GS 55-106 and -107 when public corporation is party 
to merger is not a control share acquisition. 

Provides that control shares acquired in control share acquisition have same 
voting rights as were accorded shares before control share acquisition only to 
extent granted by resolution approved by shareholders of corporations. 
Resolution must be approved by each voting group entitled to vote separately on 
proposal by majority of all votes entitled to be cast by that voting group, with 
holders of the outstanding shares of a class being entitled to vote as a share 
acquisition would, if fully carried out, result in any of the changes described 
in GS 55-101 and each voting group entitled to vote separately on the proposal 
by a majority of all votes entitled to be cast, excluding all interested shares. 
Provides that person who proposes to make a control share acquisition may file 
statement with public corporation (act specifies what statement to include) and 
request a special meeting of shareholders within 50 days to consider voting 
rights to be accorded to the shares. (Person must give undertaking to pay 
expenses of special meeting.) If no special meeting requested, control share 
acquisition to be presented at next meeting of shareholders. If corporation’s 
articles of incorporation or bylaws authorize, then control shares acquired when 
no acquisition statement is filed with corporation may be redeemed by 
corporation at fair value up until 60 days after acquisition. If control shares 
are given full voting rights and acquiring person has acquired control shares 
with at least a majority of the voting power, all shareholders have dissenters’ 
rights.

"TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON WHO OPERATES A MOTORBOAT GIVES IMPLIED 
CONSENT TO A CHEMICAL ANALYSIS IF CHARGED WITH AN ALCOHOL-RELATED OFFENSE AND TO 
PROVIDE THAT THE RESULTS OF A CHEMICAL ANALYSIS ARE ADMISSIBLE AS EVIDENCE IN A 
CIVIL OR CRIMINAL CASE." Adds new Ch. 75A, Art. 4, "Chemical Analysis Consent 
and Procedure." Provides that any person who operates a motorboat or other 
water vessel in NC gives consent to chemical analysis if charged with an offense 
involving impaired boating under GS 75A-10 or an alcohol-related offense under 
the act. Person to be tested must be informed orally and in writing that (1) he 
has right to refuse to be tested, (2) test results or his refusal to take test 
will be admissible at trial and other proceedings, (3) he may have qualified 
person of his own choosing administer the test, and (4) he has the right to an 
attorney and witness to view test, but testing may not be delayed longer than 30 
minutes from time he is notified of his rights. Unconscious person may be 
tested if charging officer has reasonable grounds to believe person has 
committed implied-consent offense. Sets out procedure for execution of affidavit 
Stating wiliful refusal of person to submit to chemical analysis. Person has 
right to chemical analysis before arrest or charge, in accordance with 
procedures set forth in GS 20-139.1(b). Alcohol screening tests may be required 
of boat operators when law enforcement officer has reasonable grounds to believe 
operator has consumed alcohol, violated GS Ch. 75, Art. 1, provision ("Boating 
Safety Act") and been involved in an accident, or officer has reasonable 
suspicion that driver has committed an implied-consent offense. Comm’n for 
Health Services required to examine and approve suitable devices’ for 
on-the-scene tests of boat operators for alcohol concentration. Makes conforming 
amendments to GS 20-139.1. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


6:a773 Insurer access to accident records GS 97 
Introducer: Hardison To Insurance 


"TO PERMIT INSURERS TO HAVE ACCESS TO THE RECORDS OF THE INDUSTRIAL 
COMMISSION ABOUT EMPLOYEES THAT THEY INSURE." Amends GS 97-92(b) to provide that 
insurers providing medical insurance to injured employees have a right to 
inspect accident records of Industrial Comm'n. 


S 776 Independent mortgage companies GS 53 
Introducer: Hardison To Commerce 


"TO MONITOR AND REGULATE MORTGAGE LOAN COMPANIES THAT ARE NOT 
AFFILIATED WITH STATE-CHARTERED LENDING INSTITUTIONS." Adds new Art. 19 to GS 
Ch. 53, entitled NC Independent Loan Company Act, to require mortage lenders to 
get certificate from Comm’r of Banks before making any loan secured by real 
property. Defines mortgage lender as person who engages in the business of 
making loans secured by real property and is not affiliated with State-chartered 
bank, savings and loan, consumer finance company or other State-chartered 
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institution authorized to make loans secured by real property. Specifies that 
Comm’r to monitor mortgage lenders by keeping file on complaints. Allows Comm’r 
to set hearing before State Banking Comm’n to revoke certificate of mortgage 
lender for violation of GS Ch. 24 or other laws or for engaging in unconsionable 
or unethical practices. Effective Oct. 1, 1987, and applies to mortgage lenders 
making loans on or after that date. 


Salle Strengthen joint custody GS 50 
Introducer: Marvin To Children & Youth 


"TO STRENGTHEN JOINT CUSTODY WHERE CUSTODY OF CHILDREN IS AT ISSUE." 
Rewrites GS 50-13.2(b) to provide that order for child custody may provide for 
joint custody between parents and that joint custody "be a presumption" when 
both parents agree and be given first consideration by judge upon request of 
either parent. For purposes of joint custody, court to evaluate all factors 
affecting best interest of child, including the love and emotional ties existing 
between parents and child, moral fitness of parents, mental and physical health 
of parents, and ability of parents to work out child care arrangements. 
Provides that under joint custody neither parent is designated as primary 
custodial parent and no _ preferential designation of one parent over another. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1987 and applicable to actions filed on or after that date. 


508778 Pilot mediation programs GS 7A 
Introducer: Marvin To Children & Youth 


"TO PROVIDE FOR A PILOT PROGRAM FOR MEDIATION IN DISPUTED CUSTODY OR 
VISITATION CASES AND TO PROVIDE FOR A DIVORCE FEE TO FUND THE PROGRAM." 
Authorizes Administrative Office of the Courts to establish pilot mediation 
programs in judicial districts that apply for such programs, to mediate disputed 
custody or visitation cases. Sets forth requirements for judicial district 
applications. Pilot programs to require that whenever an action for order or 
modification of order for custody or visitation is contested, matter shall be 
set for mediation before or simultaneously with setting for hearing. Mediators 
may contract with courts to provide services, but must possess law degree or 
masters in a human relations discipline, and have at least 40 hours training in 
mediation techniques. by qualified instructor. Sets forth mediation procedures, 
with payment for services on an ability-to-pay basis. Administrative Office of 
Courts to award grants to judicial districts that best present a program plan to 
meet the goals of the act. Unspecified sum to be added to divorce filing fee and 
collected for funding mediation program. Administrative Office of the Courts to 
monitor and evaluate program and file report with General Assembly on 
unspecified date. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


S»i 779 Home schools allowed 4 GS 115C 
Introducer: Marvin To Education 


"TO PERMIT HOME INSTRUCTION, UNDER CERTAIN CONDITIONS, AS A MEANS OF 
COMPLYING WITH COMPULSORY SCHOOL ATTENDANCE REQUIREMENTS." Amends GS 115C-378 
to require 180 day annual school attendance for children beginning with school 
year in which child is or will become seven and continuing through school year 
in which child becomes 16. Provides attendance requirements satisfied by (1) 
attendance at assigned public school (2) at religious school as defined in Part 
I, Art. 39, GS Ch. 115C, (3) at non-public school as defined in Part II, Art. 
39, GS Ch. 115C, or (4) education in nonschool setting if (a) instruction 
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provided in reading, writing, spelling, grammar, literature, history, math and 
science, (b) for 5 1/2 hours per school day, (c)for grades 1-8, by person 
holding associate degree in arts and sciences from institution accredited by 
Southern Ass'n of Colleges and Schools or equivalent and , for grades 9-12, by 
person with bachelor’s degree of same accreditation. Parents applying for (4) 
above to seek local board of education approval. Local board to approve if 
proposed instruction meets statutory requirements and to review program twice a 
year. Board may revoke approval, after hearing, if requirements not met. Board 
decision to deny or revoke subject to "judicial review" under Administrative 
Procedures Act. Effective August 15, 1987. 


S 780 Responsible sellers exemption GS 66 
Introducer: Goldston To Judiciary 4 


"TO EXEMPT BUSINESSES WITH A NET WORTH OF MORE THAN FIVE MILLION DOLLARS FROM 
THE REQUIREMENTS OF THE BUSINESS OPPORTUNITY SALES REQUIREMENTS OF CHAPTER 66 OF 
THE GENERAL STATUTES." Amends GS 66-94.1 to add to those exempt from Business 
Opportunity Sales provisions, seller with net worth of at least $5 million whose 
primary activity is motor carrier transportation and who is’ subject to 
jurisdiction of federal agency that regulates motor carrier transportation.. 
Requires any seller who is exempt from Business Opportunities Sales to file with 
Sec’y of State statement under oath indicating manner in which exempt from 
provisions. 


S 781 No zoning notice for rewrite GS 153A, 160A 
Introducer: Allran To Local Government 1 


"TO PROVIDE THAT THE CITIES AND COUNTIES NEED NOT MAIL ZONING NOTICES 
FOR A REVISION OF THE COMPLETE ZONING ORDINANCE OR MAP." Amends GS 153A-343 and 
160A-384, which require that notice be mailed to the owner of property when that 
property may be rezoned, to exempt from mailing requirement complete revisions 
of the zoning ordinance or map. 


S 782 Allowable axle weights GS 20 
Introducer: Warren To Transportation 


"TQ INCREASE THE ALLOWABLE AXLE WEIGHTS FOR CERTAIN VEHICLES." Amends 
GS 20-118(b) and -~188(c)(2), and repeals -118(j) to increase axle weights as 
follows: tandem-axle weight of a vehicle or combination of vehicles shall not 
exceed 38,000 lbs. (was 34,000); where the vehicle or combination of vehicles 
exceeds limits permitted by GS 188(b)(3), owner may shift load within the 
vehicle to comply with weight limit of 40,000 lbs. (was 36,000). 


S 783 Salvage vehicle title GS 20 
Introducer: Warren To Transportation 


"TO REGULATE TITLING OF SALVAGE VEHICLES AND TO AMEND CHAPTER 20 ‘MOTOR

definitions: (a) flood vehicle is vehicle that has been submerged in water to 
extent that damage to the body, engine, transmission, or differential has 
occurred; (b) junk is vehicle incapable of operation with no resale value except 
as a source of parts, and shall not be titled or registered; (c) non-USA vehicle 
is motor vehicle manufactured outside US and not intended for sale in US; (d) 
salvage rebuilt motor vehicle is salvage vehicle suitably rebuilt for issuance 
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of title, license and registration; and (e) salvage motor vehicle is vehicle 
damaged by collision to extent that cost of repairs to the vehicle to make it 
safe for use would exceed fair retail market value. Adds Part 3A to Art. 3 of 
GS Ch. 20 to provide that applications for title and certificates of title and 
registration cards reflect the branding as one of types of vehicles defined in 
GS 20-4.01(33). Makes it misdemeanor (2 years imprisonment and/or fine) to make 
application for or obtain unbranded title to motor vehicle when knows or should 
know that branded title is required. Effective Jan. 1, 1988. 


S 784 Physicians dispensing drugs GS 90 
Introducer: Warren To Judiciary 1 


"TO PROVIDE THAT PHYSICIANS WHO DISPENSE PRESCRIPTION DRUGS MUST 
REGISTER." Adds new GS 90-85.21(b) to provide that each physician who dispenses 
prescription drugs must annually register with the NC Board of Pharmacy, and 
comply with laws and regulations governing distribution of drugs. Does not 
apply to physicians who dispense prescription drugs to a patient in an emergency 
on a cost only basis, or who practice medicine at least 12 miles froma 
pharmacy. Adds new GS 90-85.41 to provide patient has right to have 
prescription filled at pharmacy of their choice.

SUBCLASSIFICATION PLANS FOR NONFLEET PRIVATE PASSENGER AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE." 
Adds to GS 58-248.26 (Motor Vehicle Reinsurance Facility law) definition of 
"clean risk" to mean any owner of a motor vehicle, if the owner, principal 
operator, and each licensed operator in owner’s household each has at least 2 
years’ driving experience as licensed driver and is a Class A driver pursuant to 
subclassification plan in GS 58-30.4, during period beginning 39 months and 
ending 3 months before the policy inception or anniversary date. Rewrites GS 
58-248.33(1), retaining (1) authorization for Facility or any licensed or 
statutory rating organization or bureau on its behalf to make classification, 
rules, rates, rating plans and policy forms’ for policies reinsured by the 
Facility and (2) requirement that Board of Governors establish a separate 
subclassification for "clean risks" not exceeding rates charged clean risks not 
reinsured in the Facility. Provides that Facility base rate may be recovered 
pursuant to GS 58-248.34(j); and that rates shall be calculated to produce 
neither a profit nor a loss and shall not include any factor for underwriting 
profit on Facility business but shall provide an allowance for contingencies.

In lieu thereof, requires 
that pro rata assessments be recovered by each member by way of a premium tax 
credit on motor vehicle insurance policies pursuant to GS 105-228.5, but only 
for losses sustained before July 1, 1987. If amount so collected exceeds 
assessments paid to Facility, member must pay excess. to Facility on date 
specified by Board of Governors; if amount is less than paid assessments, 
Facility must pay member the difference. Monies collected by Facility for 
recovery of Facility losses that are in excess of such losses sustained prior to 
July 1, 1987, shall be applied against any Facility losses sustained after that 
date. Unrecovered Facility losses sustained after June 30, 1987, are to be 
carried forward to next year’s Facility rate filing, but shall not by itself 
increase the Facility base rate otherwise calculated by more than 10%. Losses 
not recovered in the rate due to this limitation shall be carried forward to the 
next year’s filing. 

Amends GS_ 105-228.5 (effective for taxable years beginning before Jan. 1, 
1988) (relating to taxes on insurance companies) to add provisions that tax rate 
to be applied to amounts collected on nonfleet private passenger motor vehicle 
insurance policies are to be 1% in addition to the 1.75% tax already provided, 
and that the additional 1% tax rate is offset by a like credit of 1%, provided 
that the 1% tax rate increase and credit cease on July 1, 1993. 

Completely rewrites GS 58-30.4 (nonfleet private passenger motor vehicle 
insurance classification). Adds vehicle engine performance characteristics as 
factors in classifying automobiles for premium rates. Retains basic use 
classifications (pleasure use, driving to and from work, business use, and farm 
use), and inexperienced operator law (authorizing doubling of rate for persons 
with less than 2 years’ driving experience), and 3-year experience period for 
rating based on driving history (defining 3 years as the 39 months to 3 months 
before inception or anniversary date of policy; now, the 3 years immediately 
preceding the date of application or the preparation of the renewal). Expressly 
authorizes discounts for multicar policies. Eliminates the Safe Driver 
Incentive Plan point system and implements system that rates drivers according 
to seriousness of traffic violations for which they are guilty and accidents for 
which they are at _ fault. Sets out driver classes A through F with rating 
factors for violations and accidents enumerated in bill. Removes many minor 
violations from rating system and provides for discounted rates for drivers who 
fall into Classes A and B. Establishes monetary thresholds for property damage 
and a higher rating factor than in present law for accidents involving personal 
injury and for accident frequency. Retains SDIP exceptions for rating 
accidents, and adds new exception that if any law enforcement officer, fireman, 
or rescue squad worker is responding to an emergency and causes an accident or 
is convicted of speeding, the company that insures his or _ her personal 
automobile can not increase the premium for the personal auto policy because of 
that accident or speeding violation. Adds provision that if a person causes an 
accident in which there is only property damage and if that person sees to it 
that the damage is paid for without payment from his auto insurance company, the 
company may not increase his or her premium. 

Repeals GS 58-30.5, dealing with Safe Driver Insurance Plan, and GS 
58-124.31(a)-(e), dealing with Safe Driver Incentive Plan. 

Requires Rate Bureau to file revised classification and subclassification 
plans to reflect bill’s changes on or _ before July 1, 1987. Provides that 
revised plans shall become effective Jan. 1, 1988, and apply to policies with 
inception or anniversary dates on and after Jan. 1, 1988, and to at fault 
accidents and moving traffic violations that occur on and after Jan. 1, 1988. 
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Recoupment and premium tax provisions effective July 1, 1987; revised plans 
effective Jan. 1, 1988.

Requires Sec’y 
of Human Resources (with advice of Ass’t Sec’y for Aging and all other key 
officials of DHR Divisions involved with any of the human services that affect 
older adults) to prepare a statewide aging policy plan documenting the present 
needs of older adults, predicting their future needs, and recommending how the 
State can best meet these needs, and to present the plan to committees and 
commissions established by the General Assembly to study issues that affect 
older adults and to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations by Oct. 
1, 1987. Specifies that act does not require any additional appropriations.

Provides that if consent of 
landowner cannot be obtained, interested person may apply may apply to clerk of 
superior court for order allowing entry to discover grave. Clerk to grant order 
authorizing search if he finds reasonable grounds to believe grave is on 
property and applicant is qualified to search.

THE SOUTHEAST COMPACT." Provides that GS Ch. 104F (Radioactive Waste Compact)

hest states must be designated, and each must specify location for facility and

Requires 50% of proceeds of 1% tax on fire and lightning insurance contracts to 
be deposited in Rural Volunteer Fire Dep’t Fund. Dep’t of Insurance is to 
receive remaining 50%, to be used for certification and rating of rural 
volunteer fire departments. (7) Retains provision that premiums tax is in lieu 
of all other taxes on insurance companies, with listed exceptions identical to 
those set out in present law. (8) Retains present requirement that officer of 
Organizations subject to tax file report of total gross premiums with Comm’r of 
Insurance each year. (9) Retains present requirement that companies subject to 
tax with tax liability exceeding $10,000 pay estimated tax in installments, 
three times per year. Authorizes Comm’r of Insurance to assess penalty on 
underpayments, if installment payment requirement is not met, equal to interest 
rate adopted by Sec’y of Revenue under GS 105-241.1(i1). (10) Exempts non-profit 
fraternal orders or societies that issue policies only on members from tax and 
reporting requirements. (11) Repeals GS 57-14 (taxation of Ch. 57 corporations) 
ane Semen o el, Chv1031 5 SL 1985: 

Mandatory retaliatory tax. Rewrites GS 105-228.8 to require Comm’r of 
Insurance to impose premium tax rate on insurance companies chartered in another 
state, and on their agents doing business in NC, equivalent to premium tax rates 
imposed by other state on NC insurance companies, if out-of-state rate exceeds 
NC rate. Exempts insurance companies chartered in state not imposing 
retaliatory premium taxes or granting exemptions therefrom on reciprocal basis. 
Amends GS 58-152 to make conforming change.

CIRCUMSTANCES." Adds GS Ch. 15A, Art. 16, titled "Electronic Surveillance," 
setting forth following provisions: 

Interception/disclosure prohibited. Provides a person is guilty of a 
Class I felony if he uses electronic or mechanical device to intercept wire or 
oral communication, or willfully discloses or uses unlawfully intercepted 
communication. Excepts interception by switchboard operator, communications 
common carrier employee, and similar persons. Provides person who learns of 
lawful interception by virtue of employment and who knowingly discloses contents 
or existence of interception for purpose of interfering with prosecution is 
guilty of Class B_ felony. Provides other persons who disclose contents or 
existence of electronic surveillance order ("order") are guilty of misdemeanor. 
In addition, public officer violating this section may be removed from public 
office and may be thereafter ineligible for public office. 

Manufacture, possession prohibited. Provides a person is guilty of a 
Class I felony if he makes, possesses, sells, or advertises device primarily 
useful for surreptitious interception of wire or oral communications. Sets out 
exceptions, including communications common carrier and _ person acting with 
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written authorization of Attorney General. Authorizes confiscation and sale of 
device used in connection with violation of this section. 

Electronic surveillance _ permitted. Order permitting electronic 
surveillance authorized when interception: (1) may provide evidence of 
commission of or conspiracy to commit drug trafficking offense (GS 90-95(h)) or 
continuing criminal enterprise (GS 90-95.1; or (2) may expedite apprehension of 
persons indicted for above offenses. 

Application for order. Attorney General is only person authorized to 
apply for order. Application is to judicial review panel, composed of three 
judges assigned by Chief Justice upon Attorney General’s written notice of 
intent to seek order. Application must comply with cited section of US Code. 
Sets out detailed information required on application, including identity of 
officer requesting information, complete statement of facts and circumstances 
Supporting belief that order should be issued, statement about why other 
investigative procedures are not feasible, statement of period of time for which 
interception is sought, and disclosure of all previous applications made in 
connection with same persons, facilities, or places set out in application. 

Request for application. Identifies persons authorized to ask Attorney 
General to seek order as head of city, county, or state law enforcement agency 
or district attorney. Request must be written, on form approved by Attorney 
General, and must contain sufficient information to form basis for application. 
Directs Attorney General to decide whether request should result in application. 
If he decides not to apply, he is required to notify person seeking application 
and district attorney, setting out reasons for denial. Specifies Attorney 
General may apply for order even without request. 

Order. Copy of order issued by judicial review panel must be sent to 
requesting agency head and district attorney. Panel authorized to issue order 
if it finds: (1) probable cause that person has committed or is about to commit 
offense set out above; (2) probable cause to believe that communication about 
offense will be obtained by surveillance; (3) normal investigative procedures 
have been or are likely to be unsuccessful or too dangerous; and (4) probable 
cause to believe that place from which communication is to be intercepted is 
being used in connection with offense, or is used by individual committing 
offense. Order must specify: (1) identity of person whose communications are to 
be intercepted; (2) place where interception is authorized, and method of 
interception; (3) description of type,of communication to be intercepted, and 
particular offense to which it relates; (4) identity of agency authorized to 
intercept, and person requesting application; and (5) period of time during 
which interception is authorized. Maximum time period permissible is 30 days. 
Statute sets out procedure for limited extension. Order may require reports to 
review panel. Contents of interception must be recorded in way not subject to 
editing. Immediately upon expiration of order, recordings must. be made 
available to review panel and sealed by panel. 

Equipment. Directs State Bureau of Investigation to own and operate 
equipment used in implementing orders. Directs Attorney General to establish 
procedures for local agency use of equipment. 

Authorized disclosure/use. Law enforcement officer may disclose 
interception contents to another officer, and may use contents, to extent 
appropriate to performance of official duties. Permits disclosure by person 
testifying in court proceeding or before grand jury. Judicial review panel must 
serve notice on persons named in order within 90 days after application filed or 
termination of order; notice must include statement that order was entered or 
application made, date of entry of order and period of authorized interception, 
and statement as to whether communications were intercepted. Panel has 
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discretion to grant motion by person or counsel for inspection of all or part of 
intercepted communications, application, and order. Contents of intercepted 
communication may not be admitted into evidence at court proceeding unless each 
party, at least 20 working days before trial, has copy of order and application. 
Authorizes aggrieved person to seek to suppress contents of intercepted 
communication (or evidence therefrom) on ground that interception was unlawful, 
order is insufficient on its face, or interception did not comply with order. 
Authorizes state to appeal from order granting motion to suppress and from 
order denying application for order. 

Reporting requirements. Requires Chief Justice to receive report on 
each decision of review panel. Requires Attorney General to report annually to 
Administrative Office of the United States Court as required by 18 U.S.C. 2519, 
and file copy with Administrative Office of Courts of NC. 

Civil action. Creates cause of action for unauthorized interception or 
disclosure of communication. Injured person entitled to recover actual damages

Adds new GS 134B-261.2 (apparently intends 143B-261.2) authorizing 
Sec’y of Correction to adopt rules governing repair or replacement of personal 
property (excluding private passenger vehicles) that belong to employees of 
State facilities in the Dep’t of Correction and are damaged or stolen by inmates 
of the facilities, provided the Sec’y determines the item to be damaged or 
stolen on or off facility grounds during the performance of employment and 
necessary for the employee to have in his possession to perform his assigned 
duty. Prohibits reimbursement for items damaged or stolen when employee is 
determined by superintendent of the facility to be negligent or otherwise at 
fault for the damage or loss. Superintendent: of facility to determine if person 
has made good faith effort to recover the loss from other sources and has failed 
before reimbursement is granted. Limits reimbursement to amount specified in 
rules and not to exceed $200 per incident or $500 to one employee per year; 
makes reimbursement subject to availability of funds. Requires Sec’y of 
Correction to establish by rule an appeals process consistent with Ch. 150B and 
to submit report to Joint Committee on Governmental Operations by Dec. 1, 1988, 
on implementation of the law (report to include all reported incidents, funds 
expended in total and per incident, types of property for which reimbursement 
was granted, and incidents related to private passenger vehicles. Effective

Ss -818 Shoplifting civil remedy GS 14

"TO PROVIDE FOR THE CIVIL LIABILITY OF A DEFENDANT CONVICTED OF AN 
OFFENSE OF SHOPLIFTING OR THEFT BY AN EMPLOYEE." Adds new GS 14-72.1A providing 
that adult or emancipated minor committing offenses of shoplifting or theft by 
employee and parents or legal guardian (but not foster parents) of unemancipated 
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minor committing such offenses may be held civilly liable to owner of goods thus 
obtained in an amount equal to retail value of goods, plus penalty of not less 
than $100 nor more than $500, plus actual physical damages to store, fixtures or 
other goods, and personal injuries. Authorizes such liability only if merchant 
posts conspicuous sign stating that liability is authorized, and requires 
merchant to give written notice to prospective defendant at least 15 days before 
filing suit. Provides that bringing criminal action is not condition precedent 
to maintaining civil action, that person convicted of criminal offense is 
"precluded from subsequently denying the essential allegations of the offense in 
a civil action" brought under act, and that fact that defendant found not guilty 
in criminal action is admissible in any subsequent civil action. Effective 
October 1, 1987, and applies to offenses occurring on and after that date.

Authorizes Utilities Comm’n to adopt 
procedures to allow shared use and/or resale of any telephone service provided 
to persons who occupy the same contiguous premises (to be defined by Comm'n); 
Prohibits "networking" of services whereby two or more premises where such 
services are provided are connected; and defines the certificated local exchange 
telephone company as only provider of access lines or trunks connecting such 
authorized service to the telephone network; and provides that the local service 
rates approved by the Comm'n for local exchange lines or trunks being shared or 
resold shall be fully compensatory and on a measured usage basis where 
facilities are available or on a message rate basis otherwise. Requires Comm’n 
to issues rules to implement such service, Comm’n must require any person 
offering telephone service under the subsection by means of a Private Branch 
Exchange ("PBX") or key system to secure adequate local exchange trunks from 
local exchange telephone company to assure quality of service equal to quality 
generally found acceptable by the Comm’n. Provides that local exchange 
telephone company shall have no duty to provide local service directly to any 
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person located on the premises served by a PBX or key system provider unless so 
ordered by the Comm’n.

Amends GS 20-7(b) and -11 
to provide that drivers license or learner’s permit shall not be issued to 
inexperienced driver who does not own registered motor vehicle unless applicant 
submits proof of coverage under an operator’s liability insurance policy. 

Amends GS 20-16 to allow DMV to revoke license of inexperienced driver who fails 
to maintain insurance. Effective Oct. 1, 1987.

Court to issue judgment directing payment of damages by political 
subdivision up to $100,000 unless subdivision purchased insurance in excess of 
$100,000 and then up to amount of coverage. Allows political subdivision to 
settle claims for $25,000 or less (except for claims of minors) without lawsuit 
and may make settlements for claims of more than $25,000 and claims of minors or 
persons non sui juris if approved by court. Provides that if subdivision 
appeals decision to Court of Appeals it shall act as supersedeas and subdivision 
not required to make payment until questions have been finally determined. 
Amends GS 160A-485 and 153A-535 (apparently intends -435) to provide that 
governmental immunity waived to extent of insurance coverage over $100,000 (now, 
governmental immunity waived to extent of coverage).

Rewrites GS 135-71(b) (return to 
membership of retired former member--Uniform Judicial Retirement System) to 
provide that on subsequent retirement, member shall be paid a retirement 
allowance determined as follows: (1) for member who earns at least three years’ 
membership service after restoration to service, allowance computed on basis of 
compensation and service before and after the period of prior retirement without 
restrictions; but, if prior allowance was based on a social security leveling 
payment option, allowance to be adjusted actuarially for difference between 
amount received under optional payment and what would have been paid if 
retirement allowance had been paid without it; and (2) for member who does not

Rewrites GS 8/7-101(5) to provide that "location of underground 
utilities" (for purpose of article on underground damage prevention) means a 
strip of land not wider than the width of the underground utility plus one foot 
(now, two and one-half feet) on either side of the underground utility. 


S 20835 Second injury fund é GS 97 
Introducer: Staton To Manufacturing & Labor 


"TO AMEND CHAPTER 97 ‘WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT’." Amends GS 97-40.1 
to provide that (1) Industrial Comm'n may levy special assessment beginning Jan. 
1, 1988 at rate of 1% per annum on all premiums written during calendar year to 
be used solely for payment of awards against Second Injury Fund and (2)

"TO PERMIT DISCLOSURE OF INFORMATION CONCERNING ADOPTEES AND THEIR 
BIOLOGICAL RELATIVES." Adds new GS 48-25(cl) to allow county social services 
dep’t or licensed child-placing agency to disclose to adoptive parents and 
prospective adoptive parents, and to any agency with placement authority over or 
provides supportive services to an adopted child or prospective adopted child, 
nonidentifying information about the child and his background necessary to 
facilitate or support adoption of the child. Disclosable information is that 
which is essential to help the adoptive parents or the covered agency to 
understand the child’s needs and to promote his adjustment in an adoptive family 
and may include the child’s medical, physical, and mental health history and, 
where appropriate to the age of the child, his life history.

Amends GS 66-58(b)(5) to authorize Dep’t of 
Human Resources to meet with representatives of private commercial laboratories 
to study (1) ways in which state can make maximum use of private enterprise for 
laboratory services, (2) whether additional safeguards are needed to assure fair 
competition between State Laboratory of Public Health and commercial 
laboratories, and (3) whether revision of certification of private laboratories 
is necessary.

Amends GS 1A-1, Rule 54, to require that all 
judgments awarding punitive damages provide that the claimant receive 40% and 
the General Fund receive 60%. Amends GS 1A-1, Rule 49, to require triers of 
fact to itemize in the verdict the amount of damages intended to compensate the 
claimant for actual losses and the amount awarded as punitive damages.

PROJECTS AND BY GRANTING A TAX DEDUCTION FOR THE LANDOWNER’S EXPENSES." Adds GS 
143-250.2 directing Wildlife Resources Commission to institute a waterfowl 
habitat licensing program. Permits eligible landowners to apply to Comm’n for 
licensing to create waterfowl habitats. Eligibility requires showing that 
proposed project area encompasses at least ten contiguous acres that will 
provide food and cover for waterfowl and at least one acre of permanent water. 
Private land used for commercial hunting is not eligible for approval. Upon 
licensure, Comm’n and landowner will enter into agreement, effective for ten 
years, which sets out respective responsibilities of landowner and Comm'n. 
Licensing agreement must include management plan approved by Comm’n. Comm’n 
must annually investigate project and monitor landowner’s performance of 
responsibilities under agreement. Landowner’s expenditures in developing and 
managing habitat and use value of land for ten-year period are deductible under 
GS 105-130.9(2) and -147(16), from corporate and individual income tax. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


S 846 Adoption records disclosed GS 48 
Introducer: Speed To Children & Youth 


"TO PROVIDE FOR THE DISCLOSURE OF ADOPTION RECORDS UPON THE REQUEST OF 
AN ADOPTED PERSON WHO IS TWENTY-ONE YEARS OF AGE OR OLDER." Adds new GS 48-25.1 
providing that on written request of an adopted person age 21 or older, the 
Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) shall search its sealed adoption records for 
information concerning the last know location of the adopted person’s biological 
parents, try to locate them at that address and, if unsuccessful, make a 
diligent effort to obtain their current address(es). On locating the biological 
parents, DHR must notify them of the adopted person’s inquiry. On written 
consent of a _ biological parent, the adopted person must be provided with the 
name, address, and other identifying information concerning that parent 
contained in the sealed adoption records. If a biological parent cannot be 
located after a diligent search (including sending notice to last known mailing 
address), DHR must provide adopted person with name, last known address, and 
other identifying information concerning the individual listed on the adopted 
person’s original birth certificate as the person’s parents. Gives biological 
parents the same rights as specified for adoptee. 
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Provides that on written petition of a person age 21 or older, whether or not 
adopted, DHR must search sealed adoption records for information concerning the 
location of petitioner’s brother, half-brother, sister, or half-sister and 
attempt to locate the sibling. On locating the sibling, DHR must notify the 
sibling of the inquiry and on his or her written consent, forward the 
petitioner’s name and address to the sibling, and on further written consent of 
the sibling, divulge to the petitioner the present name and address of the 
sibling. If a sibling is deceased or cannot be identified or located, DHR shall 
so notify the petitioner and disclose any name or other information that would 
identify the sibling. ‘§ 

Provides that Division of Social Services shall be granted access to and be 
provided a certified copy of the original birth certificate of adopted person in 
custody of the Vital Records Branch. Requires adopted person to pay DHR the fee 
charged by Vital Records for opening the sealed file and issuing certified copy 
of original birth certificate. 

Requires DHR to develop and furnish any forms necessary to carry out 
provisions of act, and Sec’y of DHR to adopt rules necessary to carry out intent 
of the act. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


S 84/7 Extended illness time purchase GS 135

"TO PERMIT A MEMBER OF THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT

ACTUARIAL COST." Adds new GS 135-4(x) as title indicates. Requires interrupted 
service to have been at least 60 working days. Effective July 1, 1987. 


5548 Low-level Waste Mgt. Authority GS 104E,104G,126,143B,146 
Introducer: Tally To Environment 


"TO ADD A NEW CHAPTER TO THE GENERAL STATUTES TO CREATE THE NORTH 
CAROLINA LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE MANAGEMENT AUTHORITY." Adds new GS Ch. 
104G, entitled "North Carolina Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management Authority 
of 1987." States purpose of Act is to insure that NC meets responsibility under 
Low-Level Radioactive Waste Policy Act of 1980, PL 96-573, as amended in 1985, 
PL 99-240, provide no later than Dec. 31, 1992 for permanent disposal of 
low-level radioactive waste, defined as provided in PL 99-240, but including as 
well naturally occurring and accelerator produced radioactive material not 
regulated by Nuclear Regulatory Comm’n. Also states that purpose of Act is to 
establish effective and comprehensive policy of negotiation and arbitration 
between operator of low-level radioactive waste disposal facility and committee 
representing nearby local governments. . 

Authority created. Creates 15-member NC Low-Level Radioactive Waste 
Management Authority ("Authority") administratively located in Dep’t of 
Administration but provides that Authority is to exercise its powers 
independently of Sec’y of Administration except with respect to management 
functions of coordinating and reporting. Gives members of authority staggered 
four-year terms (after initial shorter terms to implement staggering) and 
provides for appointment as_ follows: Governor to appoint seven members (to 
include persons with technical and legal expertise in low-level radioactive 
waste management and representing “each geographic area" of state; General 
Assembly to appoint six members, three on recommendation of Lt. Governor and 
three on recommendation of Speaker; Governor to appoint one person nominated by 
NC League of Municipalities and one nominated by NC Ass’n of County Comm’rs to 
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serve until facility is licensed to operate, thereafter these seats to be filled 
by appointment by host county and host municipality (if facility in corporate 
limits of municipality; otherwise by host county). Governor to designate 
chairman and vice-chairman and to select an executive director to be chief 
administrative officer of Authority and to serve at Governor’s pleasure. 
Confers on Authority powers and duties necessary to select a site, design, 
construct, and operate a low-level radioactive waste disposal facility 
exclusively for wastes generated in NC and within the region pursuant to 
Southeast Compact (GS Ch. 104F), including authority to impose user charges and 
issue revenue. bonds. Exempts Authority from jurisdiction of NC Building 
Authority, Administrative Procedure Act, and provisions of GS Ch. 143 
concerning public purchasing and contracting, but specifically does not exempt 
Authority from statutes relating to radiation protection or abatement and 
control of environmental pollutants and wastes.

regulations. If local ordinances would prevent construction or operation of 
facility, authorizes operator or Authority to petition Governor’s Waste 
Management Board for override. Authorizes Board to approve facility upon 


finding that facility is needed and in public interest, that all state and 
federal permits have been obtained, that local citizens and elected officials 
have had adequate opportunity to participate in siting process, and that 
construction and operation will not pose unreasonable health or environmental 
rsh, Authorizes negotiation between Authority and affected local governments 
on any issues except need for the facility and any proposal to make Authority’s 
responsibility less stringent. Authorizes arbitration between Authority and 
affected local governments only on following issues: compensation to any person 
for substantial economic impact not covered by Long-Term Care Fund;

traumatic incident of the work assigned, and arising out of and in he course of 
employment is compensable. (Now, must prove that injury resulted in hernia or 
rupture; it appeared suddenly, was accompanied by pain, immediately followed an 
accident, and did not exist before to the accident for which compensation is 
claimed). Effective on ratification and applies to injuries occurring after

Declares unlawful specified fraudulent and prohibited practices relating to 


advisory activities, misleading filings, and unlawful representations. 
Specifies that "fraud", "deceit", and "defraud" are not limited to common-law 
deceit. Specifies certain required written contents of any investment advisory 
contract. 


Makes it unlawful for any person to transact business in the state as an 
investment adviser or investment adviser representative unless he is registered, 
his clients in state are investment companies and others specified in act, or he

Introducer: S. Thompson To Finance 


"TO AUTHORIZE MUNICIPALITIES TO ISSUE BONDS AND NOTES CONSTITUTING 
SPECIAL OBLIGATIONS PAYABLE SOLELY FROM SOURCES THAT ARE NOT DERIVED FROM THE 
EXERCISE OF THEIR TAXING POWER TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR MUNICIPAL PURPOSES." 
Repeals GS Ch. 159, Art. 6 (Tax Increment Financing Act) and substitutes new 
AL. 6, "The Local Government Special Obligation Bond Act," with most 
Significant provisions set out below: 

Authorizes municipalities to issue special obligation bonds and special 
obligation bond anticipation notes (hereinafter, "bonds") to fund municipal 
purposes (defined as any purpose for which municipality is authorized to issue 
general obligation bonds under GS Ch. 159, Art. 4, or revenue bonds under Art. 
D ) All bonds must clearly state that principal, interest, and any premium are 
payable solely from sources specified in bond order or trust agreement, and that 
use of sources does not constitute pledge of faith and credit of municipality; 
revenue sources used in support of bonds must not be derived from exercise of 
municipality’s taxing power. Bonds may also be used to refund outstanding 
special obligation bonds, subject to detailed provisions set out in bill. 

Issuance must be approved by Local Gov’t Comm’n, based on application 
submitted by governing board of issuing municipality. In ruling on application, 
Comm’n may consider feasibility of municipal purpose, municipality’s debt 
management procedures, whether municipality is in default in any of its debt 
service obligation, whether revenue sources to be used for payment of bonds are 
sufficient, and other factors set out in bill. Comm’n must approve application 
if it finds: (1) bond issue is necessary or expedient; (2) amount proposed is 
adequate and not excessive; (3) proposed purpose is feasible; (4) municipality’s 
debt management procedures are good, or reasonable assurances have been given 
that debt will be managed in strict compliance with law; and (5) that bonds can 
be marketed at reasonable interest cost to municipality. If Comm’n enters order 
approving bond issue, governing board of municipality may adopt special issue 
bond order upon simple majority vote. Bill sets out numerous special covenants 
that may be contained in order, including those relating to use of revenue 
sources to be provided for payment of bonds, custody and investment of moneys 
held for payment of bonds, limitations on issue of additional bonds, events of 
default and rights and liabilities ‘arising in such case, and provisions for 
insurance and accounting reports. Provides mechanism for underlying agreement 
with bank, insurance company, or similar business, whereby business agrees to 
pay all principal, interest, and premiums in exchange for repayment agreement by 
municipality. Requires all bonds to be equally and ratably secured by lien on 
sources of revenue that may be used for payment. Specifies that bonds issued 
under Art. 6 are investment securities within meaning of Art. 8 of Uniform 
Commercial Code. Makes conforming changes throughout GS Ch. 159.

"AMENDING CHAPTER 150B AND CHAPTER 122C OF THE GENERAL STATUTES OF

H 1251 Business/technology assistance t APPROPRIATION, GS 143B 
Introducer: Stamey To Economic Growth 


"TO PROMOTE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT BY AUTHORIZING THE CREATION OF 
BUSINESS AND TECHNOLOGY COUNCILS AND BUSINESS AND TECHNOLOGY CAPITAL FUNDS." 
Authorizes creation of Business and Technology Councils and Business and 
Technology Capital Funds to assist entrepreneurs and inventors. Provides local 
councils shall be non-profit corporations, governed by Board of Directors with 
maximum of thirty members, at least two-thirds from private sector. All members 
appointed by Governor on mayor’s recommendation. Councils would be financed by 
one-time $50,000 state grant, matched by local community. Capital Funds would 
be structured as limited partnership, with non-profit corporation acting as 
general partner. Board of Directors of corporation would consist of twenty 
members, appointed by Governor on mayor’s recommendation. Provides Fund will be 
supported by office of Business and Technology finance. Objectives of Capital 
Fund Organization include creation of seed capital pool of at least $500,000, 
establishment of linkage with sources of venture capital for second stage 
financing, and establishment of relations with other sources of financing. 
Provides Fund would be financed by $50,000 appropriation, to be matched by local 
community. Appropriates $100,000 for fiscal 1987-88 from General Fund to Dep’t 
of Commerce for two Business and Technology Councils. Appropriates same amount 
for two Business and Technology Capital Funds. Effective July 1, 1987.

Requires the Legislative Research 
Comm’n to continue the Coastal Water Quality Study begun pursuant to sec. 152, 
ch. 1014, SL 1986; authorizes interim report to 1987 General Assembly, Regular 
Session 1988, and final report to 1989 Regular Session.

"TQ TRANSFER THE DUTY OF INVESTIGATING THE CAUSES, ORIGINS, AND 
CIRCUMSTANCES OF FIRES FROM THE ATTORNEY GENERAL TO THE COMMISSIONER OF 
INSURANCE AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THAT PURPOSE." Amends GS 69-1 through 
-7.1 as title indicates. Appropriates $250,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Insurance to hire eight additional investigators. Effective July 1, 1987. 


H 1254 Remove county comm’r GS 153A 
Introducer: Hughes : To Judiciary 1 


"TO PROVIDE FOR THE REMOVAL OF A MEMBER OF THE COUNTY BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS IF A CIVIL JUDGMENT IS ENTERED AGAINST HIM WHICH CAUSED THE COUNTY 
TO LOSE PROPERTY." Adds new GS 153A-30 through -30.3 to require superior court 
judge, after hearing, to remove county comm’r if civil judgment has been 
rendered against comm’r during comm’r’s term of office that caused county to 
lose title to real property. Requires district attorney to prosecute action.

science at college or community college in NC for more than 5 years and 
continually treated animals for 25 years or more before ratification of act.

Introducer: Murphy To Finance 


"TO PROVIDE FOR THE REAPPRAISAL OF REAL PROPERTY FOR TAX PURPOSES IF IT 
IS SOLD IN AN ARM’S LENGTH TRANSACTION AT A PRICE SIGNIFICANTLY DIFFERENT FROM 
THE APPRAISED PRICE AND TO PROVIDE THAT RECENT SALE PRICE SHALL BE CONSIDERED IN 
APPRAISING PROPERTY." Adds GS 105-287(b)(10), requiring reappraisal of real 
property for tax purposes if property has been transferred since last appraisal 
in arms length transaction at price more than 10% different than last appraised 
value. Adds GS 105-317(a)(4) requiring appraiser to consider sale price of 
property sold in arms-length transaction since last appraisal. Provides sale 
price in such transaction is presumed to be true value of property, absent 
evidence of different value. Makes conforming change in GS 105-317.1(a).

Research Comm’n, including following issues: (1) need to revise GS Ch. 121 
(Archives and History); (2) impact of preservation on economic growth; (3) 
contribution of historic preservation to tourism; (4) fiscal impact of existing 
property tax deferrals for owners of historic properties; (5) other incentives 
for preservation at local level; (6) currently operated programs on local and 
state level; and (7) ways to encourage local governments to maintain value of 
areas that are historically important but not old enough to qualify as historic 
districts. Requires report to 1989 General Assembly. 


H 1258 Bank loans to officers GS 53 
Introducer: B. Brown To Banks 


"RELATING TO THE AUTHORITY OF BANKS TO MAKE LOANS’ TO EXECUTIVE 
OFFICERS." Rewrites GS 53-91 to provide that banks may not make loans to 
executive officers (one who has the authority to participate in major 
policy-making functions) for more than $25,000 without good collateral and prior 
approval by the board of directors. Bank may not make loans of over $250,000, 
except for purchase of primary residence, to executive officer. (Now, no 
officer or employee may borrow money without adequate collateral and prior 
approval by board of directors; and maximum loan to officer or employee is 
$100,000. ) 


H 1259 Johnston Prison Chapel funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Woodard To Agriculture 


"TO ALLOW THAT PART OF THE FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLAR APPROPRIATION TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF A PRISON CHAPEL AT THE JOHNSTON 
COUNTY PRISON UNIT THAT WAS NOT USED DURING THE 1986-87 FISCAL YEAR TO BE USED 
FOR THE SAME PURPOSE BY THE SAME RECIPIENT AND TO ALLOW LABOR TO MATCH STATE 
FUNDS." As title indicates. 


H 1260 Least-cost planning, utilities-2 GS 62 
Introducer: Hackney To Utilities 


"MANDATING THE UTILITIES COMMISSION TO REQUIRE LEAST-COST INTEGRATED 
ENERGY MANAGEMENT FROM UTILITIES." Adds GS 62-42.2 directing Utilities Comm'n 
to require least-cost integrated energy management in meeting current end-use 
needs for electricity and in planning to meet future needs. Specifies 
management shall include collection of data on all end-uses of electricity in 
state each two years, implementation of least-cost options, forecast of future 
end-use requirements that use electricity, assessment of life cycle cost of each 
supply-side and demand-side option, short term implementation plan for all 
demand-side options, public participation in all stages of data collection and 
hearings on all major Comm’n actions, appropriate rewards to utilities for 
efficiency and conservation, and annual monitoring. Authorizes Comm’n to issue 
rules ensuring consistency among utility plans and systematic review by all 
interested parties. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 
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H 1261 Ticket money held in trust GS 14 
Introducer: Hackney To Judiciary 3 


"TO PROVIDE THAT RETAILERS WHO SELL TICKETS TO PERFORMANCES AS A 
PROMOTIONAL ACTIVITY MUST HOLD IN TRUST THE MONEY FROM THE TICKET SALES." Adds 
new GS 344.1 (apparently intends GS 14-344.1) requiring that a person who owns 
or operates a retail business and agrees to _ sell tickets at his business 
establishment for another to promote future professional performance or event 
shall hold the money in trust until the time of the performance. Makes 
violation of the section a misdemeanor. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


H 1262 Clean Detergent tech. amend. GS 143 
Introducer: Hackney To, Judiciarys3 


"TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND CLARIFYING CHANGES TO THE CLEAN DETERGENT ACT." 
Blank bill--contains no substantive provisions. 


H 1263 Catawba Educational Excellence APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Isenhower To Appropriations 


"TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO CATAWBA COUNTY FOR THE COUNCIL FOR EDUCATIONAL 
EXCELLENCE." Appropriates from General Fund _ to Catawba County $25,000 for 
fiscal 1987-88 to cited Council, to establish and support its projects. 
Effective July 1, 1987. 


H 1264 Assault on officer/penalty up GS 14 
Introducer: Barnhill To Judiciary 4 


"TO INCREASE THE PENALTY FOR ASSAULTS UPON GOVERNMENTAL OFFICERS, 
AGENTS AND EMPLOYEES." Adds GS 14-33(b)(8), providing assault on state or local 
employee while discharging duty is misdemeanor, punishable by imprisonment up to 
two years and/or fine. Applies to offenses committed on or after Oct. 1, 1987. 


H 1265 Code of military justice GS 127A 
Introducer: Alexander To Veterans’ Affairs 


"TO ENACT A _ UNIFORM CODE OF MILITARY JUSTICE FOR THE NORTH CAROLINA 
NATIONAL GUARD." Repeals current military justice provisions for national guard 
in GS 127A-47 through -61 and adds new Art. 17 to GS Ch. 127A as title 
indicates. Code applies to all members of State military forces who are not in 
federal service, and applies in NC and while members are serving outside NC and 
going to and returning from service outside NC. Code contains detailed 
provisions on apprehension . and restraint, non-judicial punishment, 
courts-martial jurisdiction (including appointment and composition), pretrial 
and trial procedure, sentences, and review of courts-martial. Sets out 
offenses, including fraudulent enlistment, desertion, absence without leave, 
assaulting or willfully disobeying superior commissioned officer, drunken or 
reckless driving, perjury, conduct unbecoming an officer, and a general article. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


H 1266 Annex extraterritorial area GS 160A 
Introducer: Craven To Judiciary 4 


"RELATING TO PLANNING AND REGULATION OF DEVELOPMENT OF CITIES AND 
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TOWNS." Amends’ GS 160A-360 to provide that (1) if in exercising 
extraterritorial jurisdiction city imposes requirement beyond those imposed by 
county, city must declare intent to annex area within 10 years; (2) if city 
fails to annex territory within 10 years, city to reimburse property owner who 
has developed real property within area in accordance with city’s requirements 
in amount by which cost of compliance exceeded cost of complying with county’s 
requirements; (3) city may choose to waive requirements to extent exceed 
county’s and not have reimbursement or annexation provisions apply. 


H 1267 Abortion fund tax contribution , GS 105 
Introducer: Hunter To Judiciary 4 


"TO ALLOW TAXPAYERS TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE STATE ABORTION FUND WHEN 
FILING THEIR INCOME TAX RETURNS, AND TO PROVIDE THAT NO STATE FUNDS MAY BE 
APPROPRIATED FOR THE STATE ABORTION FUND." Adds new GS 105-269.5 authorizing 
taxpayer entitled to income tax refund to elect to contribute all or part of it 
to State Abortion Fund. Makes election to contribute irrevocable upon filing of 
tax return. Provides that contributed funds to be used to fund abortions for 
indigent women under guidelines established in sec. 93, Ch. 479, SL 1985. 
Authorizes Dep’t of Revenue to deduct and retain amount equal to cost of 
administering the section. Adds new GS 108A-94 providing that if amount in 
State Abortion Fund at end of any fiscal year exceeds $924,500, the excess shall 
be transferred to Div’n of Social Services, to be used for the aid to families 
with dependent children program or public assistance or social services programs 
concerning family planning, prenatal care, or child care and _ nutrition. 
Provides that beginning with 1987-88 fiscal year, no funds shall be appropriated 
by General Assembly for the State Abortion Fund; revenue for Fund to be obtained 
exclusively from contributions. Provisions relating to Abortion Fund limits 
effective July 1, 1988; remainder of act effective for taxable years beginning 
anvoreacter Oc ts) -1,,.1987j;, 


H 1268 Athletic trainer funds APPROPRIATION, GS 115C 
Introducer: Diamont To Appropriations 


"REGARDING THE ALLOCATION OF FUNDS FOR TEACHER ATHLETIC TRAINERS." 
Provides state funds appropriated to Dep’t of Public Education for teacher 
athletic trainers must be allocated to local school administrative units at rate 
not exceeding $500 per trainer. Effective July 1, 1987, to remain in effect 
until June 30, 1989. 


H 1269 Domestic violence definition GS 50B 
Introducer: Burke To Judiciary 2 


"TO AMEND THE DEFINITION OF DOMESTIC VIOLENCE." Amends GS 50B-1 to 
provide that domestic violence includes violent acts or threats between parents 
and adult children. 


H 1270 Domestic criminal trespass GS 14 
Introducer: Burke To Judiciary 2 


"TO EXTEND THE DOMESTIC TRESPASS STATUTE TO INCLUDE THE HOME OF A 
PARENT." Amends GS 14-134.3 to include within scope of domestic criminal 
trespass offense premises occupied by accused’s parent. 
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H 1271 Disability income plan GS 135 
Introducer: Mavretic To Pensions & Retirement 


"TO ESTABLISH A UNIFORM DISABILITY INCOME PLAN FOR TEACHERS AND STATE 
EMPLOYEES IN LIEU OF DISABILITY RETIREMENT BENEFITS AND THE DISABILITY SALARY 
CONTINUATION PLAN." Adds new GS Ch. 136, Art. 6, the Disability Income Plan of 
North Carolina, with following substantive provisions: 

Administration. Plan to be administered by Dep’t of State Treasurer 
and Board of Trustees of Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System, which 
has authority to adopt rules for plan administration. Directs Dep’t and Board 
to designate Medical Board, to be composed of three to five physicians, who 
shall investigate and make written reports on disability claims. Dep’t and 
Board may provide benefits by contracting with insurance company or establishing 
separate trust fund qualified under Sec. 501(c)(9) of Internal Revenue Code. 
Creates trust fund for income to Plan, and directs Board to determine uniform 
percentage of compensation sufficient. to fund benefits payable under Article on 
term cost method basis as recommended by actuary. Each employer must contribute 
monthly to Plan amount determined by applying percentage adopted by Board to 
compensation of teachers and employees reportable to Retirement System or 
Optional Retirement Program. 

Eligibility. Teachers and employees in service and members of 
Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System or participants in Optional 
Program on Jan. 1, 1988, and persons entering employment after that date are 
eligible for Plan. Participation in Plan ceases on termination of employment, 
retirement, becoming Plan beneficiary, or death. 

Salary continuation. Person who becomes disabled (defined as mental or 
physical incapacity for performance of duty, subject to certain exceptions, such 
as intentional self-inflicted injury, or injury sustained while committing 
felony) is not entitled to benefit for 60 days from onset of disability. Person 
may return to work for trial periods up to five continuous days without 
triggering new waiting period. 

Short-term disability benefits. Provides a person is eligible for 
short-term disability benefits after he has_ been employed for at least 365 
calendar days and has at least one year of contributing membership service 
earned within 36 calendar months preceding date of disability. Requires 
certification of disability by employer and attending physician. Benefits are 
payable for 365 days, or as long as person remains disabled. Benefit equals 50% 
of monthly base compensation plus 50% of longevity pay, up to $3,000/month, 
reduced by Workers’ Compensation benefits and other earnings. Employer is 
responsible for administering benefits and making payments for first six months 
of period; for second six months, employer is entitled to reimbursement by Plan. 
Return to employment for trial periods up to 40 continuous days is permitted. 
Short-term benefits may be extended by Board for up to 365 days on determination 
by Medical Board that disability is likely to end within extended period. 
Directs Plan to make direct payments during extended period. 


Long-term disability benefits. Provides a person is eligible for 
long-term disability benefits, commencing at end of short-term disability 
period, if he has five or more years of membership service and Medical Board 


certifies that he is disabled, that incapacity is likely to be permanent, and 
person did not suffer from same disability when he became member of Retirement 
System. Authorizes Board to require periodic medical review, and provides for 
termination of benefits on termination of disability. Provides for monthly 
long-term benefits in amount of 65% of base compensation plus 65% of longevity 
pay, up to $3,900/month, reduced by Primary Social Security disability benefits 
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and Workers’ Compensation benefits. Provides for further reduction four years 
after salary continuation waiting period to amount equal to Primary Social 
Security Disability benefits. Benefit is payable for term of disability, until 
person becomes eligible for umnreduced service retirement allowance from 


Retirement System. Sets out detailed provisions for treatment of outside 
earnings. 
Post-disability benefit adjustments. Authorizes recomputation of 


benefits based on increased base compensation resulting from across-the-board 
salary increases. 

Sets out detailed transition provisions, and makes numerous conforming 
changes throughout GS Ch. 135. Repeals GS 135-34, and provides for transfer of 
all assets and liabilities of Disability Salary Continuation Plan to new Plan. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1988, and authorizes rule-making procedures to begin on 
ratification. 


H 1272 Chemical toilet/sewage system GS 130A 
Introducer: James To Health 


"TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING SANITARY SEWAGE SYSTEM LAW AND CHEMICAL 
TOILETS." Rewrites GS 130A-334(11) (definition of "Sanitary sewage system") to 
add provision that properly maintained chemical toilets for human waste are only 
considered sanitary sewage systems if for nonpermanent uses at mass gatherings, 
construction sites, and labor work camps. 


H 1273 Permanent plates/disaster relief GS 20 
Introducer: Privette To Finance 


"TO PROVIDE PERMANENT REGISTRATION PLATES FOR DISASTER RELIEF MOTOR 
VEHICLES." Amends GS 20-84 as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


H 1274 DMV collect auto taxes-1 GS 2u, Lud 
Introducer: Holroyd To Finance 


"TO IMPROVE THE COLLECTION OF PROPERTY TAXES ON MOTOR VEHICLES BY 
REQUIRING THAT THESE TAXES BE PAID WHEN A VEHICLE REGISTRATION IS RENEWED." 
Adds new GS Ch. 105, Art. 22A, "Classified Motor Vehicles". Designates 
property-hauling vehicles licensed for 4,000 pounds gross weight and passenger 
vehicles as a special class of property ("classified motor vehicle") and 
requires that they be listed and appraised (in accordance with the true-value 
appraisal standard in GS 105-283) and taxed as provided in Article. Requires 
that value of classified vehicle be determined annually as of Jan. 1, and that 
ownership, situs (pursuant to GS 105-304), and taxability be determined as of 
day on which the vehicle’s current registration expires. Requires Div’n of 
Motor Vehicles (DMV) to annually adopt manual establishing standard value for 
each year, make, and model of classified vehicle and use it in computing the tax 
due. 

Provides for assessor to decide all questions concerning appraisal, situs, 
or taxability of a classified motor vehicle; owner may appeal such decision in 
Same manner as other decisions concerning taxpayer’s personal property. 
Appellee must pay tax subject to full or partial refund if appeal decided in his 
favor. 

Makes taxes on classified vehicle due each year on date vehicle’s 
registration expires; taxpayer to pay tax on any vehicle he owns on date 
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registration expires, regardless of how long he has owned the vehicle. Provides 
for taxes on classified vehicles to be levied at the property tax rates 
established by the taxing units in which the vehicle is situated, and for tax 
rate to change on a calendar year basis instead of a fiscal year basis. 
Provides that special service district taxes do not apply to classified motor 
vehicles, and that discounts for prepayment of taxes do not apply to taxes on 
such vehicles. 

Requires DMV to collect taxes on classified motor vehicles when it collects a 
vehicle registration fee for a renewed vehicle registration and prohibits 
renewal until taxes are paid. Requires $3.00 late payment penalty for taxes 
paid more than 30 days after due. Requires DMV to establish a per transaction 
charge for collecting these taxes, to recoup its costs, to be deducted from 
taxes collected and apportioned between city and county when DMV collects tax 
for both. Before 15th of each month, DMV must distribute to each taxing unit 
the amount of taxes collected during preceding month, less the per transaction 
charge and the amount of registration fees for vehicles situated in the taxing 
unit that have been determined to be uncollected during that month because a 
check has been dishonored. Sets out procedures and remedies relating to 
dishonored checks, including levy and registration revocation. Exempts vehicles 
owned by a_ public service company from provisions of act, such vehicles to be 
taxed in same manner as other personal property owned by such company. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1989, and first applies to taxes levied for the 1989-90 fiscal 
year. 


H 1275 Local roadway construction GS 153A, 160A 
Introducer: Bumgardner To Transportation 


"TO PROVIDE FOR LOCAL ROADWAY PROTECTION AND CONSTRUCTION." Adds GS 
153A-326 authorizing county to regulate building set backs in same manner as 
cities. Amends GS 160A-307 to allow cities to regulate direction of traffic flow 
in driveway connections into street and to require construction of medians, 
acceleration and deceleration lanes and traffic storage lanes for driveway 
connections into street if need for improvements is reasonably attributable to 
traffic using driveway and improvements’ serve the traffic of the driveway. 
Amends GS 153A-331 and 160A-372 to provide that subdivision control ordinance 
instead of requiring street construction may require developer to provide funds 
that city or county may use for construction of roads to serve subdivision. 


H 1276 Sales rep. commissions GS 66 
Introducer: Bumgardner To Judiciary 4 


"TO PROTECT THE RIGHTS OF SALES REPRESENTATIVES TO POST-TERMINATION 
SALES COMMISSIONS." Adds new Art. 27 to GS Ch. 66 to provide when a contract 
between sales representative (rep) and principal is terminated for any reason, 
principal must pay sales rep all commissions accrued under contract to sales rep 
within 14 days after termination’s effective date. "Sales representative" means 
person who contracts with principal to solicit wholesale orders, is compensated 
by commissions, does not place orders or purchase for own account or for resale, 
and does not sell or take orders for sale of products at retail. "Principal" 
means person who does not have permanent or fixed placed of business in NC and 
who manufactures, produces, imports, or distributes tangible product for sale at 
wholesale, contracts with sales rep to solicit orders for product, and 
compensates rep by commission. Violation of duty to pay sales rep, as stated 
above, makes principal liable to rep for (1) amount due rep plus exemplary 
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providing that property taxes received by the unit of government under new Art. 
22A, GS Ch. 105, shall not be included in the calculation of percentage 
collection of property taxes under subdivision (6) of that subsection. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1989, and first applies to taxes levied for the 1989-90 fiscal 
year, provided that DMV must begin requesting applicant to list the county and 
city, if any, of situs not later than May 1, 1988, and the first taxes due or 
collected under new sections shall be for registrations expiring on or after 
June 1, 1989. 


H 1282 Prohibit depiction of violence i GS 14 
Introducer: Cromer To Judiciary 4 


"TO PROHIBIT THE DISSEMINATION OF MATERIALS DEPICTING VIOLENCE." Adds 
new GS 14-202.5 to make it a Class J felony to intentionally disseminate 
materials depicting acts of violence. Defines "violence" as "unjust or 
unwarranted exercise of force." Offense is generally patterned after obscenity 
law, GS 14-190.1. Applicable to offenses committed on or after Oct. 1, 1987. 


H 1283 Fair zoning modifications GS 153A, 160A 
Introducer: Miller To Judiciary 3 


"TO GRANT ZONING AUTHORITIES THE EXCLUSIVE RIGHT TO INITIATE ZONING AND 
ZONING CHANGES, EXCEPT BY CONSENT OF THE OWNER, AND TO PROVIDE THAT DOWN-—ZONING 
SHALL BE A _ ‘COMPENSABLE TAKING’." Amends GS 160A-385 to require person, other 
than owner or city or county zoning authority, who petitions for zoning change 
must post bond in amount fixed by clerk of court that is calculated to 
compensate owner for losses suffered by owner, including legal fees. Provides 
that clerk to hold hearing if necessary to determine potential damages so that 
can set. bond. Adds new GS 160A-393 to provide that down-zoning (zoning or 
change of zoning from a less restrictive zoning classification to a more 
restrictive zoning classification, when that change makes the property 
economically less valuable) is "compensable taking" for which city or county 
must compensate owner. Effective July 1, 1987. 


H 1284 Tax amnesty program GS 105 
Introducer: Miller To Finance 


"TO CREATE A TAX AMNESTY PROGRAM FOR STATE INCOME TAXES AND STATE AND 
LOCAL SALES TAXES." Directs Dep’t of Revenue to administer Tax Amnesty Program 
between Sept. 15 and Nov. 30, 1987. Prohibits Dep’t from initiating criminal 
prosecution during amnesty period for failure to report or pay taxes covered 
under act. Applies to income taxes under GS Ch. 105, Arts. 4, 4A, and 4C, (for 
taxable years ending on or before Dec. 31, 1986) and sales and use taxes under 
Cees Attire 1 15,1° 39,. AOPU41,and'42, Vand SL 1967; 'Ch.-1096 “for reporting 
periods ending on or before April 30, 1987). Exempts pending court proceedings. 
Grants amnesty from criminal prosecution to taxpayers paying taxes under 
Program, but requires payment of interest on amount due at GS 105-241.1(i) rate. 
Participation in Program requires taxpayer to: (1) apply before end of amnesty 
period; (2) file all past-due returns; (3) file amended returns for all 
underreported tax liabilities; and (4) pay all unpaid taxes plus interest. 
Directs Sec’y of Revenue to implement and publicize Program. 
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H 1285 Professional meeting sponsors GS 133 
Introducer: Miller To Judiciary 3 


"TO CLARIFY THE SPONSORING OF MEETINGS OF PROFESSIONAL ORGANIZATIONS." 
Amends GS 133-32(d) to clarify that contractors, subcontractors, and suppliers 
are not prohibited from making donations to professional organizations to defray 
meeting expenses when government employees are members of organizations, and 
that employees who belong to organizations may participate in all meeting 
functions available to other members. 


H 1286 Conveyance tax modified GS 105 
Introducer: Miller To Finance 


"TO INCREASE THE STATEWIDE EXCISE STAMP TAX ON REAL PROPERTY 
CONVEYANCES, TO EXPAND ITS COVERAGE,. AND TO DISTRIBUTE THE PROCEEDS OF THE TAX 
INCREASE TO COUNTIES AND CITIES." Amends GS 105-228.30 to levy excise stamp tax 
on deed, instrument, or writing by which "interest in real property" (now, 
"lands, tenements or other realty") is granted, assigned, or conveyed to another 
person. Increases tax from 50 cents to one dollar on each $500 or fraction of 
taxable amount of transfer as set out in new GS 105-228.30A. Distributes 
annually 50 percent of proceeds to county and remaining 50 percent to be 
allocated between county and cities located in county in proportion to total 
amount of ad valorem taxes levied by each during fiscal year preceding 
distribution. Proceeds must be placed in general funds of counties and cities. 

Adds new GS  105-228.30A to set out taxable amount of following: (1) 
quitclaim deed, consideration given for deed; (2) mortgage, deed of trust, or 
other instrument conveying an interest in real property to secure indebtedness, 
amount of indebtedness secured (specifies others); and (3) any other instrument, 
amount is greater of (i) consideration for conveyance or (ii) value of the 
interest conveyed, including, if a sale, value of lien or encumbrance remaining 
on property at time of sale.

AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 134 #£xIInactive hazardous site cleanup (previous digests on pp. 95; 289) 

Senate committee substitute makes following substantive changes in 
original bill. Defines "inactive hazardous substance or waste disposal site" or 
"site" in terms of "any facility, structure, or area .. ." (was, "any structure 
or area... ."). Requires that the program for locating and monitoring sites be 
implemented within 6 months from effective date of new section. Expands 
requirements relating to inventory the Sec’y must compile and maintain to 
include any evidence of contamination and indicate extent of any resulting 
damage or potential danger to public health. Adds requirement that within 6 
months from section’s effective date, the Comm’n develop a format and checklist 
for submission of data about sites, and that within 90 days thereafter, each 
owner, operator, or responsible party submit data to Sec’y; authorizes Sec’y to 
initiate action for injunction or other relief if person fails to submit 
required data. In regard to Sec’y’s issuance of order requiring party to 
conduct monitoring, testing, and analysis upon finding that there is a release 
or substantial threat of a release of hazardous substance, (1) requires that 
written notice of such order be given to all persons subject to the order, and 
(2) adds provision that if person ordered to take action is unable or fails to 
do so, or if Sec’y is unable to locate a responsible party, Sec’y may take such 
action and cost may be paid from the Carolina Clean Drinking Water Fund (FUND) 
subject to later action for reimbursement. 

Adds requirements that (1) within 6 months from section’s effective date, 
Comm’n develop system for assigning priority to sites, (2) the Sec’y apply the 
system to the site inventory to create an Inactive Hazardous Waste Site Priority 
List identifying location of each site and type and amount of hazardous 
substances or waste (first list to be published within 2 years after section's 
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effective date), (3) Sec’y notify owners, operator, and responsible parties of 
sites listed of their ranking on the list, and (4) the list be used by Dep’t in 
determining budget requests and allocating appropriations for remedial action. 

Adds provisions relating to public participation in the development of the 
remedial action plan, including (1) notice to local health director and board; 
(2) making copies of proposed plan available for inspection; (3) notice of 
proposed plan published for 3 weeks and mailed to persons who have requested 
notice, and specified time thereafter for comments; (4) public meeting, in 
Sec’y’s discretion, to explain proposed plan and alternatives; and (5) if Sec’y 
determines that significant public interest exists, a hearing after specified 
notice. 

Rewrites provisions relating to "imminent hazards", defined to exist when 
Sec’y determines that a condition caused by a site is causing serious harm to 
the public health or environment or is’ likely to cause such harm before a 
remedial action plan can be developed. Requires that written notice of order be 
provided to all persons subject to the order and that Sec’y solicit cooperation 
of responsible parties before entry of order unless time required would increase 
the harm to the public health or environment. Authorizes Sec’y to institute 
civil action if person violates requirement in an order and provides that cost 
of action by Sec’y may be paid from Fund or Emergency Hazardous Waste Site 
Remedial Fund, subject to later action for reimbursement. 

Makes recordation provisions applicable to any facility, structure, or area 
where disposal of any hazardous substance or waste has occurred which is 
undergoing voluntary remedial action pursuant to the act. 

Adds provision that no one owner, operator, or other responsible party who 
voluntarily participates in implementation of a remedial action program may be 
required to pay more than $3 million for the cost of implementing such program 
at a single site; the liability limit applies only to the cost of implementing 
the program and not to the cost of the development of the remedial action plan. 
Adds requirement that Sec’y make annual reports to the General Assembly 
including information specified in act. 

Establishes the Fund under direction of the Dep’t, to be a nonreverting, 
revolving fund consisting of any monies appropriated for such purpose by the 
General Assembly or available from grants, fees, and other monies paid to it or 
recovered by or on _ behalf of the Dep’t. Requires Comm'n to adopt rules for 
implementation of act not later than 6 months after enactment (deletes 
requirement that Sec’y of Human Resources propose rules not later than 90 days 
after enactment).

House amendment reinstates provision deleted in committee substitute 
that authorizes post-revocation hearing on request of parent after service of 
half of revocation by provisional licensee.

Presumes that actual knowledge is present when area 
posted with signs stating area is private and including lease number or deed 
reference and name of holder, or when area has been posted and person knew area

House committee substitute adds provision amending GS 143-27.5 (which 
sets limits on amounts of reimbursement authorized by Dep’t of Human Resources 
for damage to property of its employees) to apply limits to reimbursements to 
clients and volunteers of Dep’t as well. Requires report to General Assembly by 
Dep’t by March 1, 1989 on implementation of reimbursement program. 


H 425 Nonresident fishers may sell fish (previous digest on p. 281)
